To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Ohio  : 

Sir  : — In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting 
my  second  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  affairs  of  Railroad  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pnnies  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  186S. 

In  addition  to  the  reports  of  the  several  companies,  with  tabulated  statements  pre- 
pared from  them,  I  submit  a  review  of  our  railway  system,  with  comments  and  sug- 
gestions, together  with  a  brief  history  of  our  legislation  on  the  subject  of  railroads, 
and  a  compilation  of  the  laws  now  in  force  regulating  railroad  and  telegraph  compa- 
nies, designed  especially  to  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly.

ATLAJ^TIC  AND  GEEAT  WESTEKN  EAILWAY  COMrANY. 

That  part  in  Ohio  chartered  March  10, 1851,  under  the  name  of  "  Frank- 
lin and  Warren  Eaikoad  Company,"  subject  to  provisions  of  "an  act 
regulating  railroad  companies,"  passed  February  11, 1818.  (S.  &  C,  vo]. 
1,  p.  271;  O.  L.,  vol.  46,  p.  40).  Name  changed  to  Atlantic  and  Great 
Western  Eailway  Company,  September,  1854.  Consolidated  with  the 
Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Eailway  Company  of  Pennsylvania  and  the 
Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Eailway  Comiiany  of  New  York,  August 
19th,  1865.  The  Company  operates  under  lease,  the  Cleveland  and  Ma- 
honing Eailroad,  known  as  "Mahoning  Branch."  (Eeport  of  Commis- 
sioner of  Eailroads  and  Telegraphs,  1867,  pp.  39  and  294). 

This  road  went  into  the  hands  of  a  Eeceiver  on  the  1st  day  of  April, 
1867,  and  has  been  operated  by  him  ever  since.  With  the  exception  of 
about  twenty  miles  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  road,  this  is  the  only  six 
foot  gauge  railroad  in  the  State.  A  large  amount  has  been  expended 
during  the  past  year  in  ballasting,  lilling  trestles  and  building  fences,  and 
the  road  is  now  in  good  working  condition.  About  forty  miles  of  the 
road  is  yet  unfenced. 

Apprehension  has  been  felt  by  a  few  passengers  passing  over  the  road, 
in  regard  to  some  of  the  trestles,  but  they  are  comparatively  new  and  firm, 
and  are  regarded  as  entirely  safe.  Notwithstanding  this,  it  is  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Eeceiver  to  fill  all  the  trestles  with  earth  as  soon  as  possible, 
and  the  work  is  already  rapidly  going  forward. 

Negotiations  are  now  pending  for  returning  the  road  to  tbe  control  and 
management  of  the  Directory,  but  the  terms  and  conditions  have  not  yet 
been  made  public. 

The  road  has  been  opened  through  this  State  since  1864,  but  tbe  com- 
l)any  has  never  made  a  dividend,  and  is  in  default  for  a  portion  of  interest 
on  bonded  debt. 
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BELLEFO]S^TAINE  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

That  part  of  the  road  in  Ohio  chartered  February  25, 1848,  under  name 
of  "  Bellefoutaine  and  Indiana  R.  II.,"  subject  to  provisions  of  "  an  act 
reguhiting  raih'oad  companies,"  passed  February  11, 18-18.  (S.  &  C,  vol. 
1,  p.  271;  O.  L.,  vol.  40,  p.  40).  A  working  consolidation  made  with  In- 
dianapolis, Pittsburgh  and  Ckveland  K.  E.  Co.,  of  Indiana,  April  1, 1856. 
The  two  companies  consolidated  December  22,  18G4,  taking  the  name  of 
"  Bellefoutaine  Railway  Company.''''  (Report  of  Commissioner  of  Railroads 
and  Telegraphs  of  1807,  pp.  55  and  290).  April  10,  1868,  consolidated 
with  Cleveland,  Columbus  and  Cincinnati  Railroad  Co.,  under  the  law  of 
March  3, 1851,  taking  the  name  of  "  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and 
Indianapolis  Railway  Co." 

During  the  past  year  the  road  has  been  well  maintained,  and  a  large 
amount  of  improvement  has  been  added.  Four  new  bridges  have  been 
bnilt,  with  an  aggregate  length  of  645  feet. 

The  road  was  opened  for  traffic  in  July,  1853,  but  never  made  a  dividend 
until  July,  1804.  Since  that  date  the  company  has  paid  from  2  to  3i  per 
cent,  dividend  regularly  every  six  months,  except  for  the  year  1806,  when 
but  one  dividend  of  3  per  cent,  was  paid. 

CARROLLTOX  AND  ONEIDA   RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Charter  for  "Carroll  County  R.  R.  Co."  (original  company),  granted 
March  9,  1850,  under  the  ''act  regulating  railroad  companies,"  passed 
February  11,  1848.  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271 ;  O.  L.,  vol.  40,  p.  40).  Present 
company  organized  under  "  an  act  to  provide  for  the  creation  and  regu- 
lation of  incorporated  companies  in  the  State  of  Ohio,"  passed  May  1, 
1852.  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271 ;  O.  L.,  vol.  50,  p.  274).  (Report  of  1807  of 
Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs,  p.  172). 

This  road  is  only  twelve  miles  in  length,  and  laid  with  strap  iron.  It 
has  been  open  fourteen  years,  but  has  never  paid  expenses. 

CENTRAL  OHIO  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Special  charter  February  8th,  1847.  Sold  and  reorganized  in  1805, 
under  decree  of  U.  S.  Court  and  agreement  of  parties.  October  1,  1864, 
sold  undivided  half  of  road  between  Columbus  and  Newark  to  Steuben- 
ville  and  Indiana  R.  R.  Co.  (See  Report  of  Pitt.,  Col.  »&  Cin.  R.  R.  Co.  in 
Report  of  Commissioner  of  1807,  p.  253).  November  21,  1800,  company, 
as  reorganized,  leased  its  road  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  R.  R.  Co.  for 
twenty  years  from  December  1, 1800,  subject  to  termination  in  five  years, 
at  the  option  of  either  party,  upon  notice.  (Report  of  1807  of  Commis- 
sioner of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs,  pp.  61  and  298). 

The  road  was  opened  in  1854.  The  Company  struggled  with  embar- 
rassment and  failure  for  eleven  years,  without  paying  dividends,  and  pay- 
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iug  only  a  portion  of  interest  on  bonded  debt.  In  1865  it  reorganized, 
scaling  oif  abont  four  millions  of  stock  and  debt,  and  leased  the  road  to 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  E.  E.  Co.,  since  which  time  three  dividends  have 
been  made — one  of  G  per  cent.,  November  30,  1866,  on  preferred  stock, 
amounting  to  $22,845,  and  two  of  3  per  cent,  each,  on  preferred  and  com- 
mon stock,  in  1867  and  1868,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $117,925.  A 
large  amount  of  money  has  been  expended  by  the  lessee  during  the  past 
year;  four  new  bridges  have  been  built,  with  an  aggregate  length  of  336 
feet,  about  thirty  miles  of  new  iron  has  been  laid  down,  and  the  road  is 
now  in  good  running  order.  A  little  more  additional  new  iron  is  needed, 
which  is  rapidly  being  delivered  and  put  down.  A  considerable  portion 
of  the  road  is  yet  unfenced,  but  the  company  asserts  that  the  fault,  in 
a  great  measure,  rests  with  laud  owners  who  contracted  to  build  and  have 
neglected  to  do  so. 

CINCmNATI,  HAMILTON  AND  DAYTON  EAILEOAD  COM- 
PANY. 

Special  charter  March  2,  1846,  as  "  Cincinnati  and  Hamilton  E.  E.  Co." 
Amendment  Eebruary  8, 1847,  giving  present  name.  Amendment  March 
15th,  1849,  making  Company  subject  to  the  "act  regulationg  railroad 
companies,"  passed  February  11,  1848.  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271;  O.  L., 
vol.  46,  p.  40).  (Eeport  of  1867  of  Commissioner  of  Eailroads  and  Tele- 
graphs, pp.  83  and  302. 

This  has  been  one  of  the  most  successful  roads  in  the  State  as  an  in- 
vestment to  stockholders.  From  the  time  of  its  opening,  in  1851,  to  the 
present,  its  earnings  have  been  large,  yielding  a  ca'sh  dividend  of  from  3J 
to  Sper  cent,  semi-annually^  from  July,  1852,  to  May  1, 1868.  During  this 
period  five  stock  dividends  have  been  made,  amounting  to  $1,111,063.16, 
and  twenty-five  cash  dividends,  amounting  to  $2,131,003.37,  or  a  total  of 
$3,242,126.53.  During  the  past  year  a  large  amount  has  been  expended 
in  repairs.  Three  new  bridges,  of  a  very  substantial  character,  have  been 
finished,  one  over  Elk  Creek,  of  370  feet  in  length,  and  two  over  the  Great 
Miami  Elver — one  at  Hamilton,  717  feet  in  length,  and  one  at  Dayton, 
625  feet  in  length.  The  road  is  in  good  condition  and  well  maintained. 
The  fencing  has  worn  out  from  age  in  many  places,  but  is  being  rebuilt 
as  fast,  the  officers  say,  as  is  practicable. 

CINCINNATI  AND  INDIANA  EAILEOAD  COMPANY. 

Incorporated  April  18,  1861,  under  the  "  act  to  create  and  regulate  in- 
corporated companies  in  the  State  of  Ohio,"  passed  May  1, 1852.  (S.  &  C, 
vol.  1,  p.  271;  O.  L.,  vol.  50,  p.  274).  Leased  in  perpetuity  to  the  In- 
dianapolis, Cincinnati  and  Lafayette  E.  E.  Company  of  Indiana,  May  1, 
1866.  (See  Eeport  of  1867,  of  Commissioner  of  Eailroads  and  Telegrai)hs, 
p.  175.) 
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This  road,  being  only  twenty  miles  in  length,  extending  from  Cincinnati 
to  the  Indiana  State  line,  wliere  it  connects  with  and  forms  a  part  of  other 
important  roads  leading  through  different  sections  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
has  scarcely  any  distinctive  features  of  its  own,  but  is  simply  an  im- 
portant link  in  a  great  chain.  This  is  one  of  the  few  roads  built  since  the 
adoption  of  the  new  Constitution,  and  by  reason  of  its  position  and  con- 
nection is  valuable  property,  yielding  interest  on  its  debt  and  tenper  cent. 
dividend,  annually,  to  its  stockholders.  The  road  is  in  good  condition 
and  well  maintained,  but  is  almost  entirely  destitute  of  fencing,  the  com- 
pany claiming  that  it  is  impracticable  to  fence  most  of  the  line  on  account 
of  its  proximity  to  the  turnpike  and  other  roads,  and  the  Ohio  Eiver,  yet 
some  of  the  people  on  the  line  coujplaiu  of  the  lack  offences,  and  regard 
many  points  as  dangerous  on  this  account. 

CINCINNATI,  EICHMOND  AND  CHICAGO  EAILKOAD  COM- 
PANY. 

Special  charter,  Feb.  8th,  1847,  as  the  "  Eaton  and  Hamilton  Railroad 
Company."  Sold  and  reorganized  in  18G5,  under  the  law  of  1801,  and 
present  name  adopted  May  3,  180().  The  road  is  now  under  the  same 
general  management  as  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  and  Dayton 
and  Michigan  Railroads.  (See  Report  of  18G7  of  Com.,  of  R.  R.,  and 
T.,  pi>.  85  and  304.) 

This  road  still  suffers  from  poverty.  Partially  opened  in  1853,  and  re- 
organized in  18G5,  with  nearly  $700,000  of  its  stock  and  debt  sunk,  it  has 
not  yet  reached  a  paying  position  or  first  class  condition.  Under  the  con- 
trol and  management  of  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  R.  R.  Co., 
it  is  maintained  and  kept  up  in  tolerable  condition,  but  is  poorly  fenced, 
and  does  not  yet  yield  an  income  sufficient  to  maintain  and  put  it  in  first 
rate  order. 

CINCINNATI,  SANDUSKY  AND  CLEVELAND  RAILROAD  COM- 
PANY. 

Special  charter,  June  5,  1832,  as  "Mad  River  and  Lake  Erie  R. E.  Co." 
Name  changed  to  "  Sandusky,  Dayton  and  Cincinnati  R.  R.  Co.,"  in  Feb. 
1858,  by  decree  of  Erie  county  Common  Pleas  Court.  Reorganized.  May 
3,  1866,  under  name  of  "  Sandusky  and  Cincinnati  R.  R.  Co."  Leased  to 
Cincinnati,  Dayton  and  Eastern  R.  R.  Co.,  Oct.  18,  18G6.  (See  Report  of 
Com.,  of  R.  R.,  and  T.,  of  18G7,  pp.  71  and  300.)  Lease  surrendered  Jan.  9, 
18G8,  and  the  company  on  the  same  date  assumed  its  present  corporate 
name. 

This  road  has  never  been  a  pecuniary  success.  Although  the  first  one 
opened  in  the  State,  it  has  been  through  many  financial  struggles  and 
changes,  yielding  no  steady  or  regular  income  for  payment  of  interest  or 
dividends.     One  cash  dividend  of  $73,648  was  made  in  1851,  and  Six 
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other  stock  and  scrip  dividends  have  been  made  amounting-  to  $757,981.75, 
the  first  being  in  June,  1849,  of  12 J  per  cent.,  and  the  last  in  March, 
1854:,  of  10  per  cent.  The  road  is  now  being  almost  entirely  rebuilt  and 
put  in  first  rate  condition.  Nearly  half  a  million  of  dollars  have  been 
expended  since  last  report;  three  bridges  with  an  aggregate  length  of  9-43 
feet  have  been  built  and  fifty-four  miles  of  new  iron  and  eighteen  miles 
of  rerolled  iron  has  been  put  down,  a  large  amount  of  fencing  has  been 
done,  and  the  officers  are  determined  to  make  it  a  first  class  road.  The 
indications  are  that  it  will  yet  become  a  good  paying  investment  on  its 
present  and  prospective  basis. 

CmCINXATI  AND  ZANESVILLE  EAILEOAD  COMPANY. 

Chartered  Feb.  4, 1851,  as  the  "  Cincinnati,  Wilmington  and  Zauesville 
Eailroad  Co.,"  subject  to  the  "  act  regulating  railroad  companies,"  passed 
Feb.  11,  1848.  (S.  and  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271 ;  O.  L.,  vol.  46,  p.  40.)  Koad 
sold  Oct.  17,  1863.  Eeorganized  March  11,  1864,  and  present  name 
adopted.     (Report  of  Com.,  of  E.  E.,  and  T.,  of  1867,  pp.  104,  306.) 

From  July,  1856,  the  date  when  this  road  was  opened  to  the  present 
time,  it  has  never  yielded  sufdcient  to  maintain  itself  and  pay  the  inter- 
est on  its  cost.  Nearly  four  millions  of  dollars  of  stock  and  debt  was 
surrendered  by  the  terms  of  reorganization  made  in  1864.  Since  that 
time  the  road  has  been  well  cared  for,  and  is  in  better  condition  now  than 
ever  before.  The  two  reports  made  by  the  company  show  that  the  en- 
tire surplus  earnings  of  the  road  are  applied  to  its  improvement.  Fiv^e 
new  bridges  have  been  built  the  past  year  with  an  aggregate  length  of 
658  feet  and  other  improvements  made.  The  officers  of  this  road  enter- 
tain the  opinion  that  the  public  safety  and  the  railroad  interests  of  the 
State  would  be  promoted  by  building  no  fences,  except  such  as  each  own- 
er of  stock  needs  to  securely  inclose  his  own  animals ;  and  that  such 
owner  be  required  to  keep  them  off  the  track  as  well  as  his  neighbors' 
land,  and  plead  this  and  the  poverty  of  the  company  as  an  excuse  for 
failure  to  construct  fences.  The  track  and  machinery  are  in  good  condi- 
tion and  the  road  well  maintained. 

CLEVELAND,  COLUMBUS  AND  CINCINNATI  EAILEOAD  COM- 
PANY. 

Special  charter,  March  14,  1836.  A<;t  of  revival  March  12,  1845.  In 
January,  1802,  this  company  purchased  so  much  of  the  Spriugfield,  Mt. 
Vernon  and  Pittsburgh  Eailroad  as  lies  between  Springfield  and  Dela- 
ware, 50  miles.  (Eeport  of  Com.,  of  E.  E.,  and  T.,  of  1867,  pp.  117,  308.) 
April  10,  1868,  consolidated  with  the  Bellefontaiue  Eailway  Co.,  under 
law  of  March,  3, 1851,  taking  name  of  "  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati 
and  Indianapolis  Eailway  Company." 
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This  is  one  of  the  few  successful  railroads  in  Ohio.  The  road  was 
opened  in  1851,  and  paid  two  4  per  cent,  dividends  the  next  year,  and 
has  paid  from  two  to  three  dividends  every  year  since,  never  less  than  8 
per  cent,  per  annum, — in  1863,  IG  per  cent,  and  in  1864,  33  per  cent. 
Since  the  opening  of  the  road  the  company  has  paid  89,990,758  in  divi- 
dends to  stockholders,  or  a  total  of  214  per  cent.  The  road  is  in  good 
condition  and  successfully  run.  Although  for  the  most  part  well  fenced, 
the  company  complains  of  serious  interruption  and  annoyance  from  cattle 
and  other  stock  getting  on  the  track  through  open  gates  provided  for 
the  accommodation  of  land  owners,  and  not  kept  closed  by  them.  It  is 
worthy  of  notice  that  although  this  road  is  regarded  as  well  fenced,  404 
domestic  animals  have  been  killed  on  the  line  during  the  year. 

CLEVELAND  AND  MAHOXING  EAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Chartered  Feb.  22, 1848,  under  the  "  act  regulating  railroad  companies," 
passed  Feb.  11,  1848.  (S.  and  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271;  O.  L.,  vol.  40,  p.  40.) 
lload  leased  to  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Railway  Company,  Oct. 

I,  1863,  for  90  years,  and  is  now  operated  by  that  company,  and  known 
as  the  "  Mahoning  Branch."     (Report  of  Com.,  of  1867,  pp.  41,  294.) 

This  being  a  road  projected  with  a  view  to  the  development  of  the  re- 
sources of  the  country  through  which  it  passes,  and  dependent  entirely 
upon  local  traftic,  did  not  prove  remunerative  to  the  stockholders  until 
after  the  lease  to  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Railway  Company,  on 
the  1st  of  October,  1863.  Since  that  date,  the  monthly  rental  of  822,- 
839.33  has  enabled  the  company  to  meet  its  interest  promptly,  and  pay  a 
semi-annual  dividend  of  4  per  cent,  to  the  stockholders,  beside  providing 
a  sinking  fund.  The  road,  as  a  branch  of  the  Atlantic  and  Great  West- 
ern Railway,  has  proved  of  great  value ;  its  trafiic  is  steadily  increasing 
and  the  road  is  well  maintained. 

CLEVELAND  AND  PITTSBURGH  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Special  charter  March  14, 1836.     Act  of  revival  and  amendment  March 

II,  1845.  In  1850  company  obtained  authority  from  the  Legislature  to 
extend  its  road,  under  power  obtained  from  Pennsylvania  Legislature,  to 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  In  1851  the  company  was  authorized  to  con- 
struct branches.  Under  this  authority  a  branch  was  built  from  Bayard 
to  New  Philadelphia  (32  miles),  called  the  "  Tuscarawas  Branch."  Tiie 
Akron  Branch,  from  Hudson  to  Akron,  was  commenced,  but  subse- 
quently biiilt  under  separate  organization,  called  "Cleveland,  Zaues- 
ville  and  Cincinnati  Railroad  Company."  (Report  of  Commissioner  of 
1867,  pages  126  and  310.) 

Notwithstanding  this  road  is  regarded  as  dependent  almost  entirely 
upon  local  traffic,  with  the  exception  of  the  five  years  between  1857  and 
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1863,  the  company  lias  paid  its  interest  promptly  and  an  annual  dividend 
of  from  eight  to  ten  per  cent.  $2,130,074,73  in  dividends  has  been  dis- 
tributed to  stoctholders  since  July,  1852,  when  the  first  dividend  was 
made.  Over  half  a  million  of  dollars  have  been  expended  during  the 
past  year  in  construction  and  new  equipment.  Four  new  wooden  bridges 
have  been  built  during  the  year,  with  an  aggregate  length  of  493  feet, 
and  the  company  holds  a  perpetual  lease  of  the  undivided  half  of  the 
iron  swing  bridge  across  the  mouth  of  Cuyahoga  river,  at  Cleveland,  the 
length  of  which  is  308  feet.  The  road  and  property  of  the  company  are 
in  good  condition  and  well  maintained. 

CLEVELAND  AND  TOLEDO  EAILEOAD  COMPAISTY. 

The  "  Junction  E.  E.  Co.,"  special  charter  March  2, 184G.  "  Toledo, 
Norvvalk  and  Cleveland  E.  E.  Co.,"  chartered  March  7,  1850,  under  the 
"act  regulating  railroad  companies,"  passed  February  11,  1848,  (S.  &  C, 
vol.  1,  p.  271 ;  O.  L.,  vol.  46,  p.  40.)  September  1,  1853,  the  two  compa- 
nies consolidated,  under  law  of  March  3,  1851,  taking  present  name. 
(Eeport  of  Comiss'r  of  E.  E.  and  T.  of  1867,  pp.  193  and  312.)  On  the 
8th  of  October,  1867,  the  road  was  leased  for  ninety-nine  years  to  the 
Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Ashtabula  (now  Lake  Shore)  Eailway  Com- 
pany. 

This  is  one  of  the  prosperous  and  i^aying  lines  of  railroad  in  Ohio 
paying  annual  or  semi-annual  dividends  from  October,  1856,  to  July  1, 
1868,  with  the  exception  of  the  years  1858-59-60-61.  In  the  year  1864 
the  company  paid  three  dividends,  amounting  to  19  per  cent.  The  total 
amount  of  dividends  paid  to  stockholders  is  $3,509,393.85.  The  lease  of  the 
road  to  the  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Ashtabula  E.  E.  Co.,  on  the  8th 
day  of  October,  1867,  bringing  the  line  from  Toledo,  Ohio,  to  Erie,  Penn- 
sylvania, a  distance  of  208  miles,  under  one  management  and  a  common 
interest,  is  regarded  as  advantageous  to  both.  As  the  operations  of' this 
road  for  the  year  are  reported  with  the  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Ash- 
tabula Eailroad  Company  (the  entire  line  being  now  known  as  the  "  South 
Shore"  or  "Lake  Sbore  Line"),  I  am  unable  to  give  all  the  expenditure  on 
this  portion  of  the  line  separately.  A  new  Howe  Truss  bridge  has  been 
built  across  the  Sandusky  river  near  Fremont,  216  feet  in  length.  A 
considerable  amount  of  new  iron  has  been  put  down,  and  the  road  is  well 
maintained  and  in  good  condition. 

CLEVELAND,  ZANESVILLE  AND  CINCINNATI  EAILEOAD 

COMPANY. 

Special  charter  embodied  in  charter  of  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh  Eail- 
road Company,  February  19,  1851,  subscribers  to  stock  being  authorized 
to  organize  a  company  under  the  name  of  "Akron  Branch  of  the  Cleve- 
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land  and  Pittsburgli  Eailroad  Company."  ]\rarcli  IG,  1853,  name  changed 
by  order  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Summit  county  to  "  Cleveland, 
Zanesville  and  Cincinnati  Eailroad  Company."  Eoad  and  property  sold 
November  2d,  1864,  to  trustees,  and  by  them  conveyed  to  Pittsburgh, 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Eailway  Company,  July  1,  18G5.  (Eeport  of 
Commiss'r  of  E.  E.  and  T.  of  1807,  pp.  148  and  314.) 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  sale  of  this  road  (Nov.  2d,  1SG4),  its  earnings 
were  never  sufficient  to  pay  current  expenses  and  interest  on  its  debt. 
The  effect  of  the  sale  was  to  wipe  out  all  the  original  stock  and  the  prin- 
cipal portion  of  the  debt.  Though  owned  and  operated  by  the  Pitts- 
burgh, Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Eailway  Company,  it  does  not  enter 
into  the  account  or  form  a  part  of  the  report  of  that  company,  but  is  held 
as  an  asset,  and  its  earnings  applied  in  maiutainiug  it  as  a  separate  and 
distinct  line.  A  mortgage  of  $200,000,  which  was  on  the  road  and 
assumed  at  the  time  of  sale,  has  been  reduced  847,000,  leaving  only 
8153,000  of  indebtedness  against  the  property.  The  road  is  favorably 
located  for  local  traffic,  and  fairly  maintained.  Efiforts  and  negotiations 
are  still  pending  to  extend  the  road  south  of  Millersburgb,  to  the  Mus- 
kingum valley,  which,  if  accomplished,  will  add  greatly  to  the  value  of 
the  property,  and  prove  highly  advantageous  to  many  citizens  of  Holmes 
and  Coshocton  counties. 

The  gross  earniugs  of  the  road  have  increased  the  past  year  nearly 
824,000.  No  accident,  resulting  in  injuries  to  persons,  has  occurred  on 
the  road  during  the  year.  About  eight  miles  of  the  road  isuufenced, 
but  by  mutual  arrangement  between  the  superintendent  and  land  owners 
little  complaint  is  made. 

COLUMBUS,  CHICAGO  AND  INDIANA  CENTEAL  EAILWAY 

COMPANY. 

Sj^ecial  charter  of  Columbus,  Piqua  and  Indiana  Eailroad  Company 
granted  February  23,  1840,  under  the  "  act  regulatiug  railroad  compa- 
nies," passed  February  11,  1848.  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271 ;  O.  L.,  vol.  4G, 
p.  40.)  Eoad  sold  and  company  reorganized  October  1,  18G3,  as  the 
"  Columbus  and  Indianapolis  Eailroad  Company."  September  5,  18G4, 
this  company  purchased  the  Eichmond  and  Covington  Eailroad,  which 
was  incorporated  March  12,  1862.  October  17,  1864,  a  consolidation  of 
the  "  Columbus  and  Indianapolis  Eailroad  Company"  with  the  Indiana 
Central  Eailway  Company  was  made,  the  consolidated  company  taking 
the  name  of  "  Columbus  and  Indianapolis  Central  Eailway  Comimny." 
(Eeport  of  Commiss'r  of  E.  E.  and  T.,  1867,  pp.  155  and  316).  Septem- 
ber 11,  1867,  (under  agreement  of  June  28,  1867),  a  new  consolidation 
was  made  with  the  Union  and  Logansport  Eailroad  Company,  and  the 
Toledo,  LogansiDort  and  Burlington  Eailroad  Company,  of  Indiana,  un- 
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der  the  name  of  "Columbus  and  Indiana  Central  Eailway  Company.  On 
the  12th  of  February,  1868,  (under  agreement  of  December  4,  1867),  a 
new  consolidation  was  made  with  the  Chicago  and  Great  Eastern  Eail- 
way  Company,  under  the  present  name  of  the  "  Columbus,  Chicago  and 
Indiana  Central  Railway  Company." 

As  seen  above,  important  changes  and  additions  have  taken  i^lace  in 
this  line  during  the  past  year.  Nearly  six  hundred  miles  of  railroad  has 
been  brought  under  one  common  interest  and  management,  only  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-six  miles  of  which  is  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  The  exact 
amount  of  stock  and  debt  represented  can  not  be  given  until  the  surren- 
der of  old  issues  and  distribution  of  the  new,  under  the  consolidation. 
As  now  reported  the  stock  and  debt  of  the  several  companies  embraced 
in  the  consolidation,  is  $26,488,968,  of  which  $11,100,000  is  stock  and 
$15,388,968  is  debt,  or  about  $44,520  per  mile.  iSo  far  as  that  portion  of 
the  line  lying  in  Ohio  is  concerned,  the  road  is  in  excellent  condition. 
The  ballasting  for  the  entire  line  within  this  State  has  been  comj^leted 
within  the  past  year;  fifty  miles  of  new  iron  has  been  put  down,  and 
nearly  a  million  of  dollars  have  been  expended  in  construction,  new 
equipment  and  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  for  the  whole  line, 
and  the  officers  express  the  determination  of  making  it  one  of  the  best 
railroad  lines  in  the  country.  The  Columbus,  Piqua  and  Indiana  Eail- 
road,  which  constituted  the  first  road  of  this  line  in  Ohio,  was  a  financial 
failure,  never  yielding  sufficient  income  to  pay  expenses  and  interest  on  its 
debt.  Over  $1,000,000  of  the  original  investment  in  it  was  sunk.  A  divi- 
dend of  10  per  cent,  was  made  last  year  to  the  stockholders  of  the  Colum- 
bus and  Indianapolis  Central  Eailway  Company,  which  was  the  first 
legitimate  income  ever  realized  by  the  original  stockholders  of  the  Colum- 
bus, Piqua  and  Indiana  Eailroad  Company. 

COLUMBUS  AND   HOCKING  YALLEY  EAILEOAD  COMPANY. 

Organized  April  14,  1864,  under  the  "  act  for  the  creation  and  regula- 
tion of  incorporated  companies  in  the  State  of  Ohio,"  passed  May  1, 1852, 
(S.  &  C,  vol  1,  p.  271  ;  O.  L.,  vol.  50,  p.  274),  as  the  ''  Mineral  Eailroad 
Company."  Changed  to  its  present  name  June  26,  1867,  by  decree  of 
Eranklin  County  Common  Pleas  Court. 

This  is  one  of  the  few  railroad  enterprises  undertaken  in  Ohio  since 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1851.  The  friends  of  the  enterprise 
were  induced  to  undertake  it  with  a  view  to  the  development  and  im- 
provement of  the  cities,  towns  and  country  through  which  it  was  to 
pass,  and  especially  the  reaching  of  the  great  coal  and  iron  region  of  the 
State.  It  is  claimed  that  in  a  few  weeks,  or  months  at  furthest,  the  com- 
pany will  be  able  to  commence  the  transportation  of  bituminous  coal  of 
a  superior  quality,  from  the  great  deposits  in  the  Hocking  Yalley,  and 
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that  this  traffic  alone  will  soou  furuish  a  sufficient  income  to  enable  tlie 
company  to  pay  a  fair  interest  on  tlie  cost  of  the  improvement.  This  is 
probably  as  fair  an  opportunity  as  has  or  -will  be  offered  for  testing  the 
question  as  to  whether  a  railroad  designed,  for  the  time  being,  exclu- 
sively for  local  traffic,  can  be  maintained  as  a  paying  investment,  built 
under  the  present  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  regulating  this  class 
of  corporations ;  and  every  man  interested  in  the  subject  will  mark  the 
result.  JSTo  trains,  except  for  construction,  have  yet  been  run  upon  the 
road,  and  it  is  not  expected  that  the  line  will  be  opened  further  than  the 
coal  fields  this  year. 

COLUMBUS  AND  XENIA  KAILKOAD  COMPANY. 
{See  "Little  Miami  and  Columbus  and  Xenia  Eailroad  Companies.") 

DAYTOX  AND  MICHIGAN  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Special  charter,  March  5, 1851,  under  the  "act  regulating  railroad  com- 
panies," passed  February  11,  1848,  (S.  &  C,  vol  1,  p.  271;  O.  L.,  vol.  4C, 
p.  40.)  The  road  is  under  the  same  general  management  as  the  Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton  and  Dayton  R.  R.,  the  two  being  operated  as  one  line. 
(Report  of  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs  of  1867,  pp.  84 
'and  302.) 

This  is  a  comparatively  new  road,  having  been  opened  in  1859.  The 
northern  portion  of  it  passes  through  a  portion  of  the  State  thinly  in- 
habited, and  much  of  the  land  Is  yet  uncultivated  ;  but  the  business  of 
the  road  is  steadily  increasing,  the  gross  receipts  of  the  past  year  ex- 
ceeding those  of  the  year  previous  $122,149.12.  The  road  has  not  as  yet 
yielded  an  income  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  its  cost  and  the  current 
expenses.  The  company  is  annually  adding  to  the  value  of  the  property 
by  permanent  improvements.  During  the  past  year  nearly  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  have  been  exi^ended  in  construction  and  new  equip- 
ment; two  new  bridges  have  been  built,  one  of  80  feet,  over  the  canal 
at  Troy,  and  one  140  feet  in  length,  at  Ottawa;  considerable  ballasting 
and  filling  of  trestles  has  been  done,  and  is  still  going  forward,  and  some 
fencing  has  also  been  done,  but  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  road  is  yet  un- 
fenced.  The  company  expresses  the  determination  to  put  the  road  in 
first-rate  condition,  as  fast  as  the  income  will  enable  it  to  be  done. 

DAYTON  AND  UNION  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Special  charter,  February  26,  1846,  under  name  of  "  Greenville  and 
Miami  R.  R.  Co.,"  subject  to  same  powers,  restrictions,  &c.,  as  contained 
in  the  charter  of  the  Dayton  and  Western  R.  R.  Co.  Road  sold  October 
30,  1862.     Reorganized  and  present  name  adopted  January  8, 1863,  under 
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law  of  April  11,  ISGl.     (Report  of  Commissioner  of  Eailroads  and  Tele- 
graphs of  1867,  pp.  181  aud  320.) 

This  road  has  never  yielded  sufidcieut  income  to  pay  expenses  aud  in- 
terest on  its  cost.  Nearly  half  a  million  dollars  of  the  original  stock 
and  debt  has  been  sunk,  and  yet  the  company  has  been  unable  to  pay 
interest  on  the  reduced  capital,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  operating 
and  maintaining  the  property.  The  deficit  for  the  past  year  is  $5,038.99, 
and  about  the  same  amount  the  year  previous.  The  road  seems  to  be 
carefully  and  judiciously  run.  No  accident,  resulting  in  injury  to  per- 
sons, occurred  on  the  line  during  the  -past  year.  Most  of  the  road  is 
ballasted  with  gravel,  and  the  track  is  in  tolerable  condition.  About 
two  miles  of  new  fence  has  been  built  during  the  year,  but  nearly  eight 
miles  of  the  road  is  yet  unfenced,  and  some  complaint  is  made  by  farm- 
ers on  the  line  on  this  account.  The  Superintendent  of  the  road  ex- 
presses regret  that  he  is  unable,  on  account  of  the  small  income  of  the 
company,  to  make  many  improvements  which  he  would  be  glad  to  do. 

DAYTON  AND  WESTERN  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Special  charter,  February  14,  1816.  In  January,  1865,  road  leased  to 
Little  Miami  and  Columbus  and  Xenia  R.  R.  Companies,  and  is  now 
operated  by  them.  (Report  of  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Tele- 
graphs of  1867,  pp.  202  aud  326.) 

This  road  is  leased  to  the  Little  Miami  and  Columbus  aud  Xenia  Rail- 
road Companies,  and  its  operations  for  the  year  are  included  in  the  joint 
report  of  those  companies.  As  an  original  and  independent  line,  it 
proved  a  financial  failure,  and  when  leased  $309,276.65  of  the  stock  was 
sunk.  As  a  branch  or  connection  of  the  Little  Miami  and  Columbus  and 
Xenia  Railroads,  it  is  kept  in  tolerable  condition ;  but  about  twelve  miles 
of  the  road  on  each  side  is  unfenced,  for  the  reason  as  given  by  one  of 
the  ofQcers,  "because  arrangements  have  not  been  made  with  land- 
owners." Considerable  dissatisfaction  and  complaint  is  expressed  at  the 
failure  of  the  company  to  build  fences,  but  the  income  of  the  road,  and 
its  advantage  to  the  lessees,  as  is  claimed,  does  not  as  yet  justify  any 
expenditure  not  absolutely  indispensable. 

DAYTON,  XENIA  AND  BELPRE  RAILROAD. 

Chartered  February  19,  1851,  under  the  "act  regulating  railroad  com- 
panies," passed  February  11,  1818.  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271;  O.  L.,  vol. 
46,  p.  40.)  Purchased  by  Little  Miami  and  Columbus  and  Xenia  R.  R. 
Companies  in  February,  1865,  and  is  now  operated  by  them.  (Report  of 
Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs  of  1867,  pp.  202  and  326.) 

As  an  original  enterprise,  this  road  was  a  financial  failure,  and  the 
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original  proprietors  doubtless  made  the  most  judicious  possible  arrange- 
ment, in  allowing  it  to  be  sold  at  $415,000. 

IKON^  EAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Chartered  March  7,  1849,  under  the  "  act  regulating  railroad  com- 
panies," passed  February  11,  1848.  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271;  O.  L.,  vol. 
46,  p.  40.)  (Report  of  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs  of 
18G7,  pp.  188  and  322.) 

This  road,  only  thirteen  miles  in  length,  is  limited  entirely  to  a  local 
business,  principally  transporting  coal  and  iron  ore,  and  pig  iron.  While 
it  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  original  proprietors,  who  owned  a  large 
portion  of  the  land  through  which  the  road  is  located,  as  a  means  of 
bringing  out  their  coal  and  iron,  it  has  not  otherwise  paid  the  interest  on 
its  cost.  No  dividends  have  ever  been  made  i'rom  the  earnings  of  the 
road.  The  road  and  property  are  kept  in  tolerable  condition.  The  track 
is  ballasted  with  furnace  cinder  and  ashes,  which  have  been  found  to 
answer  the  jmrpose  very  well.  The  road  is  without  fences  for  the  most 
part  on  both  sides,  for  the  reason  that  most  of  the  land  through  which 
it  runs  is  vacant  furnace  land,  owned  by  the  stockholders,  who  do  not 
think  it  advisable  to  subject  their  private  means  to  what  they  deem  a 
useless  expenditure,  so  long  as  the  road  itself  does  not  pay  expenses. 

JUNCTION  (CINCINNATI  AND  INDIANAPOLIS)  E.  R.  CO. 

Chartered  by  State  of  Indiana,  February  15,  1848.  Sanction  of  State 
of  Ohio  granted  March  8,  1840,  recognizing  corporate  powers  given  by 
State  of  Indiana,  and  granting  right  of  way  under  the  "Act  regulating 
railroad  companies,"  passed  February  11,  1848  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271 ; 
O.  L.,  vol.  46,  p.  40).  Consolidated  with  the  Ohio  and  Indianapolis 
R.  R.  Co.,  of  Indiana,  under  name  of  "Junction  R.  R.  Co.,"  April  20, 
1853.     (Report  of  Com.  of  R.  R.  &  T.,  of  1867,  pp.  193  and  324.) 

The  name  "  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis,"  inclosed  in  parenthesis,  does 
not  belong  to  the  charter,  but  was  adopted  by  the  company  as  a  business 
arrangement,  intended  to  better  advise  the  public  of  the  termini  of  the 
road.  The  earnings  of  this  company  have  been  actively  employed  the 
past  year  in  comiileting  the  road  from  Rushville  to  Indianapolis.  The 
road  is  now  open  and  running,  giving  the  company  a  very  direct  and  ex- 
cellent line  from  Hamilton,  Ohio,  to  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  a  distance  of  ninety- 
eight  miles,  only  twenty  miles  of  which  is  within  the  State  of  Ohio.  The 
character  of  this  road  as  a  financial  investment  has  not  yet  been  estab- 
lished ;  like  most  recent  railroad  enterprises  it  has  been  sustained  and 
carried  forward  by  the  means,  energies  and  hopes  of  its  projectors,  waiv- 
ing present  dividends,  and  struggling  against  diflflculties,  in  hopes  of  a 
prosperous  future.     Over  a  million  dollars  have  been  expended  the  past 
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year  in  construction  and  new  equipment,  on  that  portion  of  the  road  lyings 
in  Indiana.  The  building  of  the  new  line  has  interfered  somewhat  with 
the  current  business,  and  the  receipts  have  fallen  olf  considerably.  About 
half  of  the  road  in  Ohio  is  unfenced,  and  a  portion  of  the  track  needs 
ballasting,  but  the  road-bed  is  in  good  condition,  and  the  iron  little 
worn.  The  officers  of  the  company  express  the  determination  to  make 
it  in  every  respect  a  (irst-class  road,  but  claim  that  reasonable  time 
should  be  given  them  for  this  purpose. 

LAKE  ERIE  A^STD  LOUISVILLE  EAILEOAD  COMPANY. 

Incorporated  April  25,  1853,  under  the  "  Act  to  provide  for  the  crea- 
tion and  regulation  of  incorporated  companies  in  the  State  of  Ohio," 
passed  May  1,  1852  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271 ;  O.  L.,  vol.  50,  p.  274),  as  the 
"Fremont  and  Indiana  R.  R.  Co."  Road  sold  December,  1861.  New 
Company  organized  in  January,  18G2,  under  name  of  "Fremont,  Lima 
and  Union  Railroad  Co.,"  and  the  title  of  road  passed  to  it  by  deed. 
February  4,  18G5,  consalidated  with  Lake  Erie  and  Pacific  R.  R.  Co.,  of 
Indiana,  under  i^resent  name.  (Report  of  Com.  of  R.  R.  «&  T.,  of  1867, 
pp.  221  and  330.) 

This  is  one  of  the  railroad  enterprises  undertaken  since  the  adoption 
of  the  new  constitution,  and  proved  a  financial  failure  before  the  work 
was  half  completed.  The  proposed  line  is  from  Fremont,  Ohio,  to  Rush- 
ville,  Indiana,  a  distance  of  about  175  miles,  but  only  about  37  miles  of 
the  road — from  Fremont  to  Findlay — has  been  built,  and  is  now  in  opera- 
tion ;  on  the  balance  of  the  line  work  has  been  suspended  since  1860. 
A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  the  liue  west  and 
south-west  of  Findlay,  but  I  am  not  advised  as  to  the  prospect  of  resum- 
ing work  or  ultimate  completion  of  the  road.  That  portion  of  the  road 
now  in  operation  is  limited  to  local  traffic,  and  passing  through  an  ex- 
clusively agricultural  district,  its  income  is  small — but  little  more  than 
sufficient  to  meet  current  expenses.  The  track  is  not  ballasted,  and  only 
about  half  of  the  road  is  fenced.  The  financial  condition  of  the  com- 
pany is  appreciated  by  the  citizens  on  the  liue,  and  by  mutual  conces- 
sions the  road  is  satisfactorily  run. 

LAKE  SHORE  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Chartered  February  18,  1848,  under  the  "  Act  regulating  railroad  com- 
panies," passed  February  11,  1848  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271 ;  O.  L.,  vol.  46, 
p.  40),  as  the  "Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Ashtabula  R.  R.  Co."  (Re- 
port of  Com.  of  R.  R.  &  T.,  of  1867,  pp.  163  and  318.) 

October  8th,  1868,  this  company  leased  the  Cleveland  and  Toledo  Rail- 
road. By  decree  of  Cuyahoga  common  pleas  court,  June  17,  1868,  the 
2— R.  R.  &  T. 
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name  of  tlie  company  was  changed  to  the  "  Lake  Shore  Eailway  Com- 
pany." 

Though  not  specifically  stated  in  the  proceedings  by  Avhich  the  name 
of  the  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Ashtahula  Company  was  changed,  it  is 
understood  that  the  entire  line  from  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  to  Toledo,  Ohio, 
is  to  be  known  and  operated  as  the  "  Lake  Shore  Line."  That  part  of  it 
extending  from  Cleveland,  Ohio,  to  Erie,  Pa.,  and  heretofore  known  as 
the  "  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Ashtabula  Eailroad,"  has  been  one  of 
the  most  successful  railroad  enterprises  in  the  State.  A  dividend  of  six 
per  cent,  was  declared  in  July,  1853,  and  regular  five  per  cent,  or  more, 
semi-annual  dividends  have  been  made  every  year  since,  except  the 
two  dividends  of  January  and  Jul}^,  18G8,  which  were  each  3J  per  cent. 
In  tbe  meantime  several  extra  dividends  have  been  made  The  total 
amount  paid  in  dividends  up  to  July  1,  1868,  is  $0,637,409.65,  or  2^1  per 
cent,  on  the  stock.  The  company  is  buildiug  a  branch  road  from  Ash- 
tabula, Ohio,  to  Jamestown,  Pennsylvania,  a  distance  of  thirty-six  miles  ; 
about  $364,000  has  been  expended  thus  far  in  grading. 

The  road  is  in  excellent  condition  and  very  successfully  run.  It  is  a 
noticable  fact,  that  notv/ithstanding  the  road  is  as  well,  if  not  better, 
fenced  than  any  road  in  the  State,  there  have  been  killed  on  the  line, 
during  the  year,  2-18  farm  animals. 

LITTLE  MIAMI  AND  COLUMBUS  AND  XENIxV  llAILKOAD 

COMPANIES. 

The  roads  of  these  two  companies  are  operated  as  one  line,  under  a  joint 
contract  dated  December  1, 1853.  Little  Miami  R.  K.  Co.,  special  charter, 
March  11, 1830.  Columbus  and  Xenia  E.  E.  Co.,  special  charter,  March 
12,  1844.  This  organization  also  operates  the  Dayton  and  Western,  and 
the  Dayton,  Xenia  and  Belpre  Eailroads.  (Eeport  of  Com.  of  E.  E.  & 
T.,  of  1867,  pp.  200  and  320.) 

Tlie  Little  J][iami  was  one  of  the  earliest  roads  opened — that  portion 
between  Cincinnati  and  Milford  being  opened  in  1842.  The  company 
began  as  early  as  January,  1845,  before  the  entire  line  was  opened,  to 
distribute  dividends,  in  stock,  of  from  3  to  8^-  ^>(3»'  cent,  semi-annually. 
The  first  cash  dividend  was  made  in  December,  1852 ;  since  that  time, 
regular  cash  dividends  have  been  made  semi-annually,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  December,  1807,  when  a  4  1-19 per  cent,  dividend  was  made,  pay- 
able in  bonds.  The  usual  semi-annual  dividends  for  June,  1868,  was 
omitted.  The  total  amount  distributed  by  the  company  in  dividends,  in 
22  years,  is  $5,178,176.48. 

The  Columbus  and  Xenia  road  was  opened  to  Xenia  about  five  years 
later  than  the  little  Miami,  but  commenced  pt^ying  stock  dividends  the 
next  year,  in  1851,  and  continued  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  about  10  per  cent. 
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per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  either  in  stock  or  bonds,  until  1857, 
when  cash  dividends  of  4  per  cent,  were  made  every  six  months,  for  four 
or  five  years.  In  1863  the  dividends  were  increased  to  a  fraction  over 
5  per  cent,  semi-annually,  up  to  June,  18G6,  since  which  time  only  three 
dividends  have  been  made  of  a  fraction  over  4  per  cent.,  and  one  of  these 
was  payable  in  bonds.  No  dividend  was  made  in  June,  1868.  The  total 
amount  of  dividends  distributed  by  the  company  is  $2,175,609,21.  In 
1864  an  increase  or  extra  issue  of  20  per  cent,,  in  stock,  was  made  to 
each  of  the  shareholders,  iu  addition  to  two  cash  dividends  of  5  per  cent, 
during  the  year. 

For  about  fifteen  years  the  Little  Miami  and  Columbus  and  Xenia 
roads  have  been  operated  as  one  line,  under  one  superiutendency,  the 
working-  expenses  and  earnings  being  divided.  They  have  constituted 
one  of  the  most  successful  and  jjrofitable  lines  of  road  in  the  State. 

The  joint  report  of  the  two  companies  includes  also  the  operations  of 
the  Dayton,  Xenia  and  Eelpre,  and  the  Dayton  and  Western  roads,  one 
of  which  is  owned  and  the  other  leased  by  the  two  companies,  and  oper- 
ated under  the  joint  management. 

Nearly  half  a  million  dollars  have  been  expended  during  the  year,  in 
construction  and  new  equipment ;  about  twenty-three  miles  of  rerolled 
iron  has  been  laid,  and  the  roads  are  in  good  working  order. 

One  of  the  great  needs  of  this  and  the  other  roads  terminating  at  Co- 
lumbus, is  a  better  passenger  depot.  A  union  depot  comj^any  has  been 
organized  under  the  law  of  last  winter,  and  some  progress  has  been 
made  towards  a  new  structure.  It  is  to  be  hoped  another  year  will  not 
be  suffered  to  pass  without  this  much-neetled  improvement. 

MARIETTA  AND  CINCINNATI  EAILROAD  COMPANY, 

(AS  EE- ORGANIZED),  AND  BRANCHES. 

Special  charter,  March  8,  1845,  under  name  of  "Belpre  and  Cincinnati 
R.  R.  Co."  March,  1851,  name  changed  to  "  Marietta  and  Cincinnati 
I?.  R.  Co."  January  7,  1860,  a  decree  for  sale  of  road  was  granted,  and 
sale  made  February  25, 1860,  to  trustees,  who  operated  the  same  until 
August  15,  1860,  when  they  transferred  it  to  re-organized  company,  and 
it  was  thereafter  known  by  its  present  name.  In  1860  the  company  pur- 
chased the  "  Union  Railroad,"  extending  from  Scott's  Landing  to  Belpre, 
nine  miles,  which  now  forms  a  part  of  the  main  line. 

Hillsboro'  Branch,  special  charter  March  2,  1846,  under  name  of 
"Hilleboro'  and  Cincinnati  R.  R.  Co."  In  1861,  so  much  of  the  road  as 
was  then  built,  thirty-seven  miles,  was  transferred  to  the  Marietta  and 
Cincinnati  Railroad  Co.,  as  re -organized  ;  sixteen  miles  of  the  same  now 
constitutes  apart  of  the  main  line  of  the  M.  &.  C.  R.  R.,  and  the  remain- 
ing twenty-one  miles  a  branch  from  Blanchester,  on  said  line,  to  Hills- 
boro'. 
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Portsmfeutli  Branch — a  part  of  tlie  road  of  the  old  "  Scioto  and  Hock- 
ing Valley  R.  R.  Co.,"  chartered  February  20,  1849,  under  the  "  act  regu- 
lating- railroad  companies,"  passed  February  11,  1848.  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1, 
p.  271 ;  O.  L.,  vol.  46,  p.  40.)  That  part  of  the  road  completed  at  that 
time,  was,  on  the  2Gth  of  January,  18G4,  purchased  by  the  Marietta  and 
Cincinnati  E.  R.  Co.,  as  re-organized.  The  branch  extends  from  Hamden 
Junction  to  Portsmouth,  and  is  known  as  the  "  Portemouth  Branch." 
(Report  of  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs,  of  1867,  pp.  237 
and  334.) 

This  road,  Avith  its  branches,  originallj'  built  under  four  separate  corpo- 
rate organizations,  has  up  to  this  time  proved  a  financial  failure.  The 
Marietta  and  Cincinnati  R.  R.  Co.  sunk  about  84,500,000,  in  its  process  of 
sale  and  re-organization,  and  the  Portsmouth  Branch  (formerly  S.  &  H. 
V.  R.  R.  Co.)  over  81,000,000.  I  have  not  been  furnished  with  the  data 
in  regard  to  the  Hillsboro'  Branch  and  the  "  Union  R.  R.  Co.,"  but  the 
Marietta  and  Cincinnati  R.  R.  Co.,  neither  before  nor  since  its  re-organi 
zation  and  acquisition  of  these  roads,  has  paid  dividends  to  stock- 
holders, but  has  labored  under  embarrassment  to  meet  interest  on  its 
debt  and  keep  up  the  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  on  the  road. 
Only  about  one-half  the  main  Hue  and  branches  are  as  yet  ballasted,  and 
at  least  one-fourth  of  the  road  is  unfenced.  The  officers  of  the  company 
express  a  desire  and  determination  to  put  the  road  in  first-rate  condition 
as  rapidly  as  the  income  will  enable  them  to  do  so.  Over  half  a  million  dol- 
lars have  been  expended  the  past  year  in  construction  and  new  equipment. 
One  Howe  truss  bridge,  155  feet  in  length,  has  been  built,  and  a  large 
amount  of  work  done  in  filling  trestles,  etc.  About  ten  miles  of  new  and 
re-rolled  iron  has  been  laid,  and  a  large  amount  of  iron  and  new  ties  are 
designed  to  be  put  in  the  coming  year.  The  location  of  the  road  gives 
promise  of  a  large  traffic  in  the  future,  when  the  country  through  which 
it  is  located  shall  become  more  populous  and  its  mineral  resources  better 
developed. 

MICHIGAN  SOUTHERN  AND  NORTHERN  INDIANA  RAILROAD 

COMPANY. 

Formed  by  the  consolidation  of  the  "Michigan  Southern  R.  R.  Co." 
of  Michigan,  "Northern  Indiana  R.  R.  Co."  of  Ohio,  and  "Northern 
Indiana  (formerly  'Buffalo  and  Miss.')  R.  R.  Co."  of  Indiana;  the 
"Northern  Indiana  and  Chicago  R.  R.  Co."  of  Illinois,  and  the  leased 
lines  of  the  "Erie  and  Kalamazoo,"  and  the  "  Detroit,  Monroe  and  Toledo 
R.  R."  companies.  Date  of  consolidation,  April  26, 1855.  The  Erie  and 
Kalamazoo  R.  R.,  from  Toledo  to  Adrian,  Michigan,  was  permanently 
leased  May  25,  1849,  and  the  Detroit,  Monroe  and  Toledo  R.  R.,  July  1, 
1856.     The  Northern  Indiana  R.  R.  Co.,  whose  road  was  the  only  one  in 
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the  organization  lying-  wholly  in  Ohio,  was  chartered  March  3,  1851, 
under  the  "  act  regulating  railroad  companies,"  passed  February  11, 1848 
(S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271 ;  O.  L,,  vol.  40,  p.  40.)    Eeport  of  Commissioner  of 
Eailroads  and  Telegraphs,  of  1867,  pp.  227  and  332. 

Since  the  date  of  consolidation  and  organization  of  the  several  lines,  in 
1855,  this  company  has  been  tolerably  prosperous  and  successful,  financially. 
The  first  dividend  was  made  in  August,  1855,  of  five  jper  cent.  Two  divi- 
dends of  five  j)er  cent,  were  made  in  185G  and  one  of  five  per  cent,  in  1857. 
Dividends  were  then  suspended  for  six  years,  until  August,  18G3,  since 
which  time  semi-annual  dividends  have  been  regularly  made  in  cash, 
excei^t  for  the  year  18G8,  when  a  stock  dividend  of  ten  per  cent. 
($1,024,025)  was  made  on  the  common  stock.  The  total  amount  dis- 
tributed in  dividends  is  $3,550,923.80,  of  which  $2,708,973.40  was  to  the 
holders  of  common  stock,  and  $841,950.40  to  the  holders  of  the  guaran- 
teed stock.  The  road  is  in  excellent  condition  and  has  been  successfully 
run  during  the  past  year,  the  gross  earnings  exceeding  those  of  the  year 
previous  over  a  half  million  of  dollars. 

IvTEW  LISBOi^^  EAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Incorporated  January  15,  18G4,  under  the  "act  to  provide  for  the  crea- 
tion and  regulation  of  incorporated  companies  in  the  State  of  Ohio," 
passed  May  1,  1852.  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271 ;  O.  L.,  vol.  50,  p.  274). 
July  14,  1864,  leased  •  a  part  of  the  road  of  the  "  Ashtabula  and  New 
Lisbon  Eailroad  Company,"  under  agreement  to  complete,  stock  and 
operate  the  same.     Eoad  still  under  process  of  construction. 

Both  the  Ashtabula  and  New  Lisbon,  and  the  New  Lisbon  companies, 
were  corporations  organized  under  the  new  constitution  and  the  general 
law  of  1852.  The  first  named  companj'  made  some  jjrogress  toward 
building  a  road,  but  failing  of  sufiicieut  means  to  go  forward,  leased  its 
road  in  its  unfinished  condition,  at  a  loss  of  all  that  had  been  expended 
in  right  of  way  and  construction ;  and  the  New  Lisbon  Eailway  Co.,  the 
lessor,  has  not  yet  progressed  tar  enough  with  its  enterprise  to  demon- 
strate whether  it  can  or  ever  will  pay  as  an  investment.  Only  thirteen 
miles  of  the  road  is  now  so  far  finished-  as  to  be  run,  from  New  Lisbon  to 
Letonia,  where  it  connects  with  the  Pittsburgh,  Port  Wayne  and  Chicago 
Eailway.  The  sum  of  about  half  a  million  dollars  is  claimed  to  have  been 
expended  thus  far  in  construction,  but  no  settlement  has  yet  been  made 
with  the  contractors.  Eleven  miles  of  the  road  is  ballasted  and  in  toler- 
able condition.  Only  about  half  of  the  road  is  fenced  ;  it  being  a  part  of 
the  obligation  of  the  contractors  to  build  fences  the  company  does  not 
wish  to  comi)lete  them  until  some  adjustment  is  made  with  the  con- 
tractors. The  company  has  only  one  locomotive  and  three  cars  in  use  on 
the  road,  which  are  the  property  of  private  parties. 
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OHIO  A^"D  MISSISSIPPI  EAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Original  charter  for  Ohio  and  Mississippi  K.  R.  Co.  granted  by  State  of 
Indiana,  JFebriiary  14,  1848.  March  15,  1849,  the  Legislature  of  Ohio 
passed  "an  act  to  aid  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  K.  R.  Co.,"  recognizing 
corporate  powers  granted  by  State  of  Indiana,  granting  right  of  way  in 
this  State,  etc.,  subject  to  provisions  of  the  "  act  regulating  railroad 
companies,"  passed  February  11,  1848.  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271;  O.  L., 
vol.  4G,  1).  40).  February  12,  1851,  the  Legislature  of  Illinois  granted  a 
charter  for  a  railroad  from  Illinoistown,  its  terminus  opposite  St.  Louis. 
to  the  East  line  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  "  Ohio  and  Mississippi  11.  li. 
Co."  being  the  name  of  the  latter  company  also.  Under  these  several 
acts  the  roads  were  built,  being  operated  as  a  continuous  line,  from  Cin- 
cinnati to  Illinoistown  (or  E.  St.  Louis),  that  part  in  Ohio  and  Indiana 
being  known  as  the  '•  Eastern  Division  "  and  that  part  in  Illinois  as  the 
"Western  Division."  (.Report  of  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and 
Telegraphs,  of  18G7,  pp.  247  and  33G).  On  the  29th  of  January,  1867, 
the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  R.  R.  (Eastern  Division)  was  sold.  ]S"ovember 
14,  1867,  comi^any  reorganized  under  name  of  "  Ohio  and  Mississippi 
Railway  Company."  November  21, 1867,  an  agreement  of  consolidation 
was  made  with  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Railway  Company,  of  Illinois, 
(Western  Division),  by  which  the  roads  of  the  two  companies  were  com- 
pletely consolidated. 

This  and  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Railway  constitute  the  only 
six  foot  gauge  roads  in  the  State.  The  subject  of  a  change  of  guage  has 
been  under  consideration  by  this  company  during  the  past  year,  but  no 
definite  action  has  yet  been  had.  Only  nineteen  miles  of  the  road  lies  in 
this  State.  This  portion  is  in  good  condition,  substantially  built,  and  the 
track  well  ballasted  with  gravel.  During  the  past  year  the  company 
has  completed  the  Fink  Iron  Truss  Bridge,  over  the  Great  Miami  river, 
which  is  630  feet  long,  in  three  equal  spans,  and  is  apparently  one  of  the 
most  substantial  structures  of  the  kind  in  the  country.  It  is  now  a  little 
more  than  eleven  years  since  the  road  was  opened  for  traffic,  and  no  divi- 
dend has  ever  been  paid  on  the  common  stock,  and  but  one  of  three  and 
a  half  per  cent,  on  the  preferred  stock. 

PITTSBURGH,   CINCINNATI  AND  ST.  LOUIS  RAILWAY   COM- 
PANY. 

That  part  of  the  road  lying  in  Ohio,  chartered  February  24,  1848,  un- 
der name  of  "  Steubenville  and  Indiana  R.  R.,"  subject  to  provisions  of 
the  "  act  regulating  railroad  companies,"  passed  Feb.  11,  1848,  (S.  and  C, 
vol.  ],  p.  271 ;  O.  L.,  vol.  46,  p.  40).  Since  last  report  as  "Pittsburgh, 
Columbus  and  Cincinnati  R.  R.  Co.,"  (Report  of  Com.,  of  R.  R.,  and  T., 
1867,  pp.  253  and  338,)  the  following  change  has  taken  place:    On  the 
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1st  of  May,  1808,  the  company  was  consolidated  with  the  Pan  Handle 
Eailway  Co.,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Holliday's  Cove  R.  R.  Co.,  of 
Virginia  and  West  Virginia,  nnder  the  law  of  Ohio  of  March  3,  1851,  the 
consolidated  companies  taking  the  i)resent  name.  , 

The  consolidation  embraces  the  entire  line  of  road  from  Columbus,  O., 
to  Pittsburgh,  Penn.,  a  distance  of  193  miles,  together  with  the  Cadiz- 
Branch,  7-i  miles.  The  33  miles  of  road  between  Columbus  and  Newark 
is  owned  in  common  with  the  Central  Ohio  R.  R.  Co.  The  original  com- 
pany known  as  the  "  Steubenville  and^Iudiana  R.  R.  Co.,"  built  the  road 
from  Steubenville  to  Newark,  and  opened  the  same  in  1855.  From  that 
time  to  the  last  consolidation,  embarrassment  and  financial  failure  have 
characterized  the  company.  No  dividend  has  ever  been  made  to  stock- 
holders, and  a  large  amount  of  interest  has  been  suspended.  The  exact 
financial  condition  of  the  present  organization  cannot  be  given  until  the 
terms  of  consolidation  are  fully  completed  and  stock  and  bonds  exchanged 
and  distributed.  The  plans  of  the  company  and  the  working  of  the  line 
under  them  seem  to  promise  an  early  redemption  of  the  company  from 
all  embarrassment,  and  placing  the  road  on  a  ijaying  basis.  The  business 
of  the  line  is  rapidly  increasing,  the  gross  receipts  of  the  past  year 
greatly  exceeding  those  of  the  yeai'  previous.  A  large  amount  of  work 
has  been  done  the  past  year ;  six  new  bridges  have  been  built,  with  an 
aggregate  length  of  727  feet ;  nearly  twent}^  miles  of  new  and  rerolled 
iron  rail  has  been  put  down,  and  a  large  amount  of  ballasting  has  been 
done.  The  entire  line  in  Ohio  is  now  ballasted,  and  the  road  is  in  good 
working  condition.  A  portion  of  the  road  is  unfenced,  and  considerable 
complaint  and  dissatisfaction  are  expressed  by  land  owners  along  the  line 
on  this  subject. 

PITTSBURGH,  PORT  WAYNE  AND  CHICAGO  RAILWAY  COM- 
PANY. 

Formed  by  the  consolidation  of  the  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  the  Ohio 
and  Indiana,  and  the  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  R.  R.  Companies,  Sept. 
15, 1856.  The  two  former  comi)anies  chartered  by  this  State :  the  Ohio 
and  Pennsylvania,  Feb.  24,  1848,  and  the  Ohio  and  Indiana,  March  20, 
1850,  both  under  the  "act  regulating  railroad  companies,"  passed  Feb. 
11,  1848,  (S.  and  C,  vol.  1,  p.  271 ;  O.  L.,  vol.  46,  p.  40.)  Property,  fran- 
chises, &c.,  of  the  organization  sold  Oct.  24,  18G1,  being  purchased  by 
trustees  and  the  road  operated  by  them  until  May  1,  1862,  when  it  was 
transferred  to  the  company  reorganized  under  its  present  name.  July  1, 
1865,  the  company  purchased  the  Cleveland,  Zanesville  and  Cincinnati 
Railroad.     (Report  of  Com.,  of  1867,  pp.  260,  340.) 

The  early  history  of  the  several  companies  chartered  and  organized  for 
building  and  operating  this  line  of  railroad,  is  one  of  financial  embarrass- 
ment.   Although  a  portion  of  the  line  was  opened  in  1853,   and  the 
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entire  line  in  1858,  it  was  not  until  April,  1864,  tlia.t  the  first  dividend  was 
made.  Up  to  April  1,  1868,  seventeen  dividends  of  2^  per  cent,  have 
been  paid ;  three  in  1864,  four  in  each  of  the  years  1865,  1866  and  1867, 
and  two  up  to  April  1,  in  the  year  1868,  the  total  amount  distributed  in 
dividends  being  $4,084,956.44.  The  company  is  now  regarded  as  stand- 
ing on  a  firm  basis  financially;  the  dividends  are  regular  and  legitimate. 
Over  half  a  million  dollars  of  sinking  fund  has  been  earned  and  invested 
in  the  bonds  of  the  company.  The  annual  contribution  to  the  sinking 
fund  is  $104,100,  or  one  per  cent,  ojj  the  amount  of  the  first  and  second 
mortgage  bonds,  and  a  large  amount  is  annually  expended  in  improving 
and  adding  to  the  proi)erty.  In  view  of  its  location,  extent,  and  the  pop- 
ulation interested  in  and  afiected  by  it,  it  is  probably  the  most  important 
line  of  road  in  the  State.  The  country  along  the  line  is  rapidly  increas- 
ing in  population  and  wealth,  and  the  general  business  of  the  road  is 
increasing.  Three  new  bridges  have  been  built  since  last  report,  with  an 
aggregate  length  of  173  feet.  Xearly  seventy  miles  of  new  and  rerolled 
iron  has  been  laid  during  the  year,  and  the  road  and  property  have  been 
well  maintained.  Only  a  small  portion  of  the  road  is  now  unfenced,  and 
that  is  in  process  of  building. 

SAIs^DUSKY,   MANSFIELD   AND   NEWARK  RAILROAD 

COMPANY. 

(AS  REORGANIZED.) 

The  following  companies  are  embraced  in  this  organization,  all  special 
charters  :  "  ]MonroeviHe  and  Sandusky  City  R.  R.  Co.,"  March  0,  1835  ; 
"Mansfield  and  New  Haven  R.  R.  Co.,"  March  12, 1836;  "Columbus  and 
Lake  Erie  R.  R.  Co.,"  March  12,  1845,  and  Huron  and  Oxford  R.  R.  Co.," 
Feb.  27, 1840.  The  two  first  named  became  one  corporation  by  the  Mans- 
field and  New  Haven  R.  R.  Co.  purchasing  the  road  of  the  Monroeville  and 
Sandusky  City  R.  R.  Co.,  the  two  corporations  taking  the  name  of  "  3.1ans- 
field  and  Sandusky  City  R.  R.  Co."  This  company  consolidated  with  the 
Columbus  and  Lake  Erie  and  the  Huron  and  Oxford  R.  R.  Companies, 
Nov.23, 1853,  the  consolidated  companies  taking  the  name  of  "  Sandusky, 
Mansfield,  and  Newark  R.  R.  Co."  In  185G  the  road  was  sold,  under 
decree  of  court  and  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  reorgan- 
ized company  becoming  the  purchaser,  and  taking  the  name  of  "  San- 
dusky, Mansfield  and  Newark  R.  R.  Co.,  as  reorganized."  (Report  of 
Com.  of  R.  R.  and  T.,  1867,  pp.  272  and  342.) 

Although  it  is  now  more  than  twenty-five  years  since  this  line  of  rail- 
road was  commenced,  poverty  and  insolvency  have  been  its  prominent 
characteristics  during  all  this  time.  Several  sales,  consolidations  and 
reorganizations  have  been  made,  with  a  view  to  putting  the  property 
upon  a  paying  basis,  and  in  the  arrangements  one  or  two  dividends  or 
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issues  of  stock  have  been  made,  but  without  adding  to  its  value.  At  no 
time,  unless  within  the  last  two  or  three  years,  has  the  income  derived 
from  th(i  property  been  sufficient  to  pay  current  expenses  and  interest  on 
the  debt.  Notwithstanding  a  large  amount  of  the  original  stock  and 
indebtedness  of  the  several  companies  was  sunk  in  the  process  of  reor- 
ganization, the  company  is  yet  unable  to  pay  dividends.  The  inability 
of  the  company  to  meet  its  interest  out  of  earnings  of  the  road  has 
involved  the  necessity  of  funding  nearly  one  million  dollars  of  past  due 
coupons  on  iirst  mortgage  bond  of  $1,250,000,  made  at  the  time  Of  the 
reorganization.  Notwithstanding  the  embarrassed  condition  of  the  com- 
pany, the  property  has  been  well  maintained,  and  the  road  reguhirly  and 
carefully  run.  During  the  past  year  about  eleven  miles  of  the  track  has 
been  newly  ballasted  with  gravel,  one  new  Howe  truss  bridge,  158  feet 
in  length,  has  been  built  at  Independence,  a  new  trestle  bridge,  184  feet 
in  length,  has  been  put  up  at  Vannatta's,  and  about  500  feet  of  high 
trestle,  over  Brushy  Fork,  has  been  filled  with  earth.  About  twelve  miles 
of  spliced  and  mended  iron  rail  and  about  one  and  a  half  miles  of  new 
iron  have  been  put  down.  About  twenty  miles  of  the  road  is  yet  un- 
feuced,  for  the  reason,  as  alleged  by  the  company,  that  the  income  is 
insufficient  to  justity  it. 

SPEINGFIELD  AND  COLUMBUS  EAILEOAD  COMPANY. 

Chartered  February  16, 1849,  under  the  "  act  regulating  railroad  com- 
panies," passed  February  11,  1848.  (S.  &  C,  vol.  1,  page  271 ;  O.  L,,  vol. 
40,  page  40.)  Jane  1,  1854,  road  leased  to  "  Mad  Eiver  and  Lake  Erie 
E.  E.  Co.,"  afterward  "  Sandusky  and  Cincinnati  E.  E.  Co.,"  now  "  Cin- 
cinnati, Sandusky  and  Cleveland  E.  E.  Co."  In  May,  1868,  the  road  was 
sold,  under  decree  of  the  United  States  District  Court,  being  purchased 
by  Jacob  W.  Pierce,  but,  by  arrangement  with  the  purchaser,  it  is  still 
operated  by  the  "  Cincinnati,  Sandusky  and  Cleveland  E.  E.  Co."  (Ee- 
port  of  the  Com.  of  E.  E.  and  T.  of  18G7,  pp.  73  and  301.) 

This  is  another  of  the  unfortunate  railroad  investments  in  the  State. 
The  road  has  been  built  about  fifteen  years,  but  has  never  paid  the  inter- 
est on  its  cost..  The  original  stock  of  the  company  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  its  debt  has  since  been  sunk.  At  present  the  road  is  oper- 
ated by  the  Cincinnati,  Sandusky  and  Cleveland  E.  E.  Co.,  and  its 
operations  for  the  year  are  reported  by  that  company.  It  is  said  the 
road  will,  at  an  early  day,  be  extended  to  Columbus.  The  road  is  not  in 
good  condition,  the  income  being  scarcely  sufficient  to  keep  up  the 
property. 

TOLEDO,  WABASH  AND  WESTEEN  EAILWAY  COMPANY. 

That  part  of  the  line  in  Ohio  incorporated  April  20,  1853,  under  name 
of  "  Toledo  and  Illinois  E.  E.  Co.,"  consolidated  with  the  "  Lake  Erie, 
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Wabash  and  St.  Louis  K.  E.  Co.,"  of  Indiana,  June  25, 185G,  under  name 
of  "  Toledo,  Wabash  and  Western  K.  E.  Co."  Sold  under  decree  of 
foreclosure  obtained  in  United  States  courts  of  Ohio  and  Indiana,  Octo- 
ber 7,  1858.  Eeorganized  into  two  corporations,  one  in  Ohio  under  name 
of  "  Toledo  and  Wabash  E.  E.  Co.,"  purchasing  that  part  of  the  road  in 
Ohio,  and  the  other  in  Indiana,  under  name  of  "  Wabash  and  Western 
E.  E.  Co.,"  purchasing  that  part  in  Indiana.  Again  consolidated  Oct.  8, 
1858,  under  name  of  "  Toledo  and  Wabash  Eailway  Co.,"  and  on  the  1st 
of  July,  1805,  consolidated  with  the  Great  Western  E.  E.  Co.,  Quincy 
and  Toledo  E.  E-  Co.,  and  Illinois  and  Soutbern  Iowa  E.  E.  Co.,  under 
present  corporate  name.  (Eeport  of  Com.  of  E.  E.  and  T.  of  18G7,  pages 
280  and  845.) 

The  521  miles  of  railroad  line  owned  and  operated  under  the  above 
corporate  name,  is  the  result  of  more  than  fifteen  years  of  financial  strug- 
gle and  exertion,  involving  compromises,  sales  and  consolidations  of  sev- 
eral distinct  corporations  and  lines  of  road,  all  of  which  have  suffered 
embarrassment  and  heavy  pecuiuary  loss.  The  present  organization  has 
only  been  in  existence  three  years,  and  all  the  ihcome  and  resources  of 
the  company  have  been  devoted  to  construction  and  new  equipment,  and 
putting  the  line  in  condition  to  earn  money.  Xo  dividends  have  been 
made  upon  the  stock,  and  as  yet  the  line  can  not  be  regarded  as  a  paying 
investment  upon  its  cost,  but  the  character  of  the  country  through  which 
the  road  passes,  its  rapid  growth  and  abundant  resources,  give  promise 
of  fair  returns  upon  the  investment  at  no  distant  day.  About  ten  miles 
of  new  iron  has  been  laid  during  the  year,  and  a  large  amount  of  sand 
ballast  has  been  put  upon  the  track,  and  other  valuable  improvements 
have  been  made  on  the  Ohio  division.  About  five  miles  of  the  road  in 
Ohio  is  yet  unfenced,  delayed,  the  company  says,  "lor  want  of  means  to 
defray  expenses." 

GE]S^EEAL  S[JMMAEY. 

The  foregoing  thirty-five  railroad  corporations  represent  about  five 
thousand,  three  hundred  miles  of  railroad,  built  and  in  operation,  of 
W'hich  over  three  thousand,  two  hundred  miles  is  within  the  State  of 
Ohio. 

Only  seven  of  these  companies  can  be  regarded  as  having  been  regu- 
lar paying  investments  from  the  opening  of  their  lines:  the  Little  Miami, 
Columbus  and  Xenia,  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton,  Cleveland,  Co- 
lumbus and  Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Ashtabula,  Cleveland 
and  Toledo,  and  Cincinnati  and  Indiana.  These  seven  companies  repre- 
sent about  five  hundred  and  forty  miles  of  road  within  the  State. 

Three  other  companies,  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago, 
Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh,  and  Bellefontaine,  representing   about  five 
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hundred  and  twenty  miles  of  road,  have  subsequently  become  profitable, 
dividend-paying  roads,  to  which  may  be  added  the  Cleveland  and  Maho- 
ning and  Michigan  Southern  and  IsTorthern  Indiana  roads,  having  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  of  road  in  the  State,  making  altogether,  at 
the  present  time,  about  thirteen  hundred  miles  of  dividend  and  interest 
paying  roads  out  of  over  thirty-two  hundred  miles  in  operation,  a  little 
over  two-fifths. 

Doubtless  a  few  years  will  add  to  the  number  of  paying-  lines,  as  the 
recent  consolidations  and  amalgamations  of  interest,  as  well  as  the  nat- 
ural growth  and  prosperity  of  the  country,  are  tending  to  increase  their 
traffic. 

The  reports  of  the  several  companies  following  will  show  the  opera- 
tions of  each  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  186S,  and  give  full  details 
as  to  characteristics,  &c.,  of  the  roads. 


RAILROADS   PROJECTED  OR  m  PROCESS   OF 
CONSTRUCTIOi^  m  OHIO. 

Considerable  interest  has  been  manifested  through  the  press,  in  various 
parts  of  the  State,  iu  regard  to  building  new  lines  of  railroad,  and  several 
companies  have  been  incorporated. 

With  the  hope  of  obtaining  reliable  information  on  the  subject,  on  the 
29th  of  July  last  I  addressed  a  circular  letter  to  such  of  the  corporate 
officers  of  new  companies  whose  place  of  residence  I  could  learn  as  I 
deemed  could  famish  the  information,  asking  a  report  or  statement  of  the 
affairs  of  the  respective  corporations.  The  following  responses  have  been 
received : 

NEW  TOEK,  PENITSYLVANIA  AND  OHIO  R.  E.  CO.  AND 
ZANESVILLE  AND  EEIE  E.  E.  CO. 

Cincinnati,  Ohio,  August  22, 1868. 
Geokge  B.  Wright,  Esq., 

Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs.,  Columhics,  0.  : 

Sm — The  following  answers  your  note  of  July  29 : 

The  filing  of  the  certificate  of  the  "  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio 
E.  E.  Co."  was  to  secure  the  necessary  corporate  powers  to  enable  a  com- 
pany to  absorb  the  existing  Cincinnati  and  Zanesville,  and  the  Cleveland, 
Zanesville  and  Cincinnati  Eailroads,  respectively  132  and  Gl  miles  long, 
and  unite  the  same  by  constructing  53  miles  of  new  road  between  Zanes- 
ville and  Millersburg  and  31  miles  from  Morrowtown  to  Ciuciunati,  and 
thus,  iu  connection  with  the  20  miles  of  the  Lake  end  of  the  Cleveland 
and  Pittsburgh  road,  secure  to  the  State  another  great  arterial  highway 
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between  CinciDuati  and  Cleveland.  Of  the  three  distinct,  sufiBciently 
promising-  opportunities  that  have  offered  for  obtaining  means  justifying 
this  organization,  two  have  failed.  The  third  is  now  pending.  Whether 
it  will  finally  be  successful  or  not  remains  to  be  seen,  but  is  sufficiently 
encouraging  to  make  the  continuance  of  the  organization  deserveable. 

The  filing  of  the  certificate  of  the  "  Zanesville  and  Erie  R.  R.  Co."  was 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  road  from  Zanesville,  in  a  north-easterly 
direction,  and  thus  bringing  the  Cincinnati  and  Zanesville  road  in  con- 
nection with  the  Xew  Philadelphia  arm  of  the  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh 
road,  thence  occupying  the  Valley  of  the  Tuscarawas  to  Massillon.  This 
line  would  be  auxiliary  to  the  first  named,  and  its  friends  are  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  Cincinnati  and  Zanesville  Company. 

The  corporators  of  both  enterprises  have  technically  conformed  to  the 
law,  and  either  can  be  put  in  full  working  order  on  short  notice,  should 
the  efforts  to  secure  capital  to  complete  them  take  definite  shape.  The 
other  particulars  are  fully  described  in  the  filed  certificates  in  the  ofiice 
of  the  Secretary  of  State.

The  certificate  of  the  Zanesville  and  Erie  Railroad  Company  was  filed 
June  3, 1867,  fixing  the  capital  stock  at  8100,000,  and  route  "  from  Zanes- 
ville, Muskingum  county,  to  Hudson,  Summit  county,  passing  though  the 
counties  of  Muskingum,  Coshocton,  Tuscarawas,  Stark  and  Summit." 

LIMA  AND  LOGANSPORT  R.  R.  CO. 

Certificate  of  incorporation  filed  February  26,  1868,  fixing  capital  at 
8500,000,  specifying  route  from  Lima,  Allen  county,  in  a  westerly  direc- 
tion, to  the  State  line  between  the  States  of  Ohio  and  Indiana,  at  a  point 
west  of  Wilshire,  Van  'Wert  county,  passing  through  Allen  and  Van 
Wert  counties. 

The  following  note  explains  the  fate  of  this  organization  :

the  roads  now  in  course  of  construction,  and  forwarding  thence  to  and 
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from  a  depot  or  depots,  at  or  near  the  centre  of  business  of  the  city) ; 
thence  by  the  road  of  the  Little  Miami  (Company  (with  whom  they  have 
a  contract  for  the  nse  of  their  track)  to  a  suitable  point  in  the  town  of 
Columbia,  east  of  the  city,  and  from  there  to  the  town  of  Xew  Richmond, 
on  the  Ohio  River,  a  further  distance,  as  shown  by  surveys,  of  about  12 
miles.

CLEVELAND,  WOOSER  AND  ZANESVILLE  R.   R.   CO. 

The  corporators  are :  John  W.  Allen,  Philo  Chamberlain,  R.  T.  Lyon 
and  James  McDermott,  all  of  Cleveland,  O. ;  Alanson  Pomeroy,  Strongs- 
ville,  Cuyahoga  county ;  John  Rounds,  Medina ;  T.  C.  Bradley,  Seville, 
Medina  county;  E.  Quinby,  Jr.,  Wooster,  and  Joseph  H.'^STewton,  Millers- 
burgh. 

The  capital  is  fixed  at  $2,000,000.  About  $250,000  has  been  subscribed 
to  the  stock,  a  part  contingent  on  the  line  that  may  be  selected.  No 
meeting  of  the  subscribers  has  yet  been  held  for  the  election  of  officers, 
but  it  is  expected  to  be  done  speedily. 
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The  proposed  Hue  is  from  Cleveland  to  Mediua,  using  the  C,  0.  and  C. 
road  to  Berea,  13  miles,  or  to  Grafton,  24  miles  ;  thence  to  or  near  Seville, 
Wooster,  Millersburgh,  Coshocton  and  Dresden,  to  Zanesville.  The  new 
track,-  if  Berea  should  be  the  point  of  departure?  would  be  about  113 
miles;  if  Grafton,  106  miles.  The  distance  between  the  termini  by  the 
first  line  would  be  about  134  miles;  by  the  second  about  133  miles. 

Col.  C.  C.  Smith,  an  engineer  of  skill  and  experience,  has  explored  with 
great  care  the  whole  line.  He  found  no  serious  obstacles  anywhere,  and 
no  high  grades,  probably  not  exceeding  40  feet  anywhere,  with  a  single 
exception,  of  perhaps  50  to  00,  and  that  capable  of  easy  modification. 
He  estimates  the  cost  of  the  track  at  $19,300  per  mile.  The  right  of  way 
hence  to  Wooster,  has  been  obtained  at  small  cost. 

The  proposed  road  would  penetrate  a  rich  agricultural  country,  and 
rich,  too,  in  coal,  and,  it  is  believed,  in  iron,  both  commencing  a  little 
south  of  Millersburgh,  and  extending  to  Zanesville,  and  it  would  form 
the  only  direct  channel  of  communication  between  any  point  on  the 
ll^ational  Eoad,  or  that  section  of  it  connecting  Columbus  and  Wheeling, 
and  the  shores  of  Lake  Erie. 

Col.  Smith  concludes  his  report  to  the  corporators  thus :  "  I  beg  leave 
to  express  the  opinion,  based  upon  a  long  experience  as  an  engineer,  that 
few  lines  can  be  found  of  equal  length  with  the  foregoing,  outside  of  an 
absolutely  prairie  country,  with  less  grades  and  less  curvature,  with 
richer  mineral  deposits,  or  greater  agricultural  capacities  under  the 
stimulns  of  railroad  facilities,  or  where  a  road  could  so  surely  almost 
monopolize  the  business  on  its  borders,  to  the  mutual  benefit  and  satis- 
faction of  all  the  population  within  its  range." 

TOLEDO,  AKRON^  A^D   ATLANTIC  E.  E.  CO. 

Certificate  of  incorporation  filed  February  28,  186S.  The  following 
letter  from  John  E.  Osborn  gives  the  present  condition  of  this  company:

"Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  inquiries  touching  the  improvement 
proposed  under  the  above  name,  I  will  say : 

^' First — The  proposed  termini  of  the  road  are  the  city  of  Toledo,  and 
Akron,  Summit  county,  or  some  point  on  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western 
Eailroad,  west  of  Akron,  to-wit :    West  Salem,  Seville  or  Wads  worth. 

"  Secondly — The  amount  of  stock  authorized  by  the  articles  of  associa- 
tion is  $3,000,000.  At  this  writing,  books  of  subscription  are  opened 
and  stock  now  subscribed,  perhaps,  to  the  extent  of  $140,000.  No  steps 
will,  however,  be  taken  by  the  managers  of  the  enterprise  until  $500,000 
has  been  subscribed. 

"  Thirdly — No  farther  steps  have  been  taken  to  build  the  road  than

"The  important  public  considerations  for  this  road  are  the  additional 
outlet  it  will  furnish  for  transportation  to  the  eastern  markets,  and  the 
direct  and  short  line  to  the  coal  fields  in  Medina,  Summit  and  Stark 
counties.  No  serious  obstacle  from  the  nature  o'f  the  country  is  antici- 
pated, and  it  is  believed  that  local  interests  will  be  sufficient  to  secure 
the  construction  of  the  road.

On  the  same  day  of  filing  the  certificate  for  the  above  company,  a  cer- 
tificate was  filed  by  the  same  corporators  and  others,  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  the  "Atlantic  and  Toledo  R.  E.  Co.,"  with  the  same  amount  of 
capital,  and  having  the  same  general  object,  by  a  different  route. 

TOLEDO  AND  COLUMBUS  E.  E.  CO. 

I  have  been  furnished  Avith  the  printed  report  of  John  E.  Osborn, 
President  of  this  company,  made  to  the  corporators  and  friends  of  the 
enterprise,  and  the  report  of  C.  C.  Waite,  Chief  Engineer,  made  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  of  preliminary  surveys  and  estimates  made  by 
him ;  but  as  no  books  of  subscription  have  yet  been  opened,  and  no  stock 
subscribed,  the  road  cannot  be  regarded  as  in  process  of  construction.

While  many  of  these  roads  are  greatly  needed  at  their  proposed  points 
of  termini,  and  along-  their  routes,  it  is  found  almost  impossible  to  secure 
a  stock  subscription  from  citizens  sufficient  to  justify  the  commencement 
of  the  work,  and  if  begun  without  such  subscription,  they  are  almost  in- 
variably compelled  to  suspend  before  the  grading  is  completed. 

The  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  prohibiting  subscriptions  by 
counties  and  municipal  corporations,  to  the  stock  of  railroad  companies, 
and  the  liability  of  every  stockholder  for  an  equal  amount  in  addition  to 
the  stock  held  by  him,  amounts  to  so  great  a  barrier  as  to  almost  defeat 
every  effort  to  raise  stock  subscriptions  sufficient  to  do  the  grading  and 
masonry.  In  addition  to  this  is  the  experience  of  a  large  majority  of 
companies  in  the  State,  and  especially  those  having  short  lines  and  de- 
pendent mostly  on  local  traffic,  that  the  lines  will  not  pay.  The  only 
compensation  for  this  is  the  enhanced  value  to  the  property  and  pro- 
ductions of  the  country  through  which  the  roads  pass,  which,  upon  a 
fair  estimate,  from  the  experience  on  lines  already  built,  far  exceeds  the 
entire  cost  of  every  road  now  in  successful  operation,  but  as  these  con- 
siderations are  seldom  appreciated  by  parties  to  be  benefited,  it  is  not 
found  a  very  efficient  argument  in  securing  stock  subscriptions. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  many  of  these  lines  will  ultimately  be  built,  not- 
withstanding the  embarrassments  under  which  they  are  now  laboring. 
Much  can  and  should  be  done  by  companies  with  railroads  already  in 
successful  operation,  to  which  these  new  lines  would  contribute  business. 
The  aid  and  co-operation  of  the  cities  and  towns,  to  whose  growth  and 
prosperity  they  so  largely  contribute,  should  also  be  given.  In  this  way 
alone  can  we  hope  to  compete  with  States  and  Territories  where  liberal 
subsidies  are  granted  by  State  and  Government,  and  municipal  and 
other  corporations  are  authorized  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads 
by  subscription  of  stock.

CmCINNATI,  SANDUSKY  AND  CLEVELAND  R.  R. 


At  the  time  of  our  last  report  the  Sandusky  and  Cincinnati  Eailroad 
was  operated  under  a  lease  by  the  Cincinnati,  Dayton  and  Eastern  R.  R. 
Co.  This  lease  was  surrendered  by  mutual  agreement  to  the  Sandusky 
and  Cincinnati  R.  R.  Company,  on  January  9th,  1868. 

By  decree  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Erie  county,  accepted  on 
the  9th  of  January,  18G8,  the  name  of  the  Sandusky  and  Cincinnati 
R.  R.  Co.,  was  changed  to  the  "  Cincinnati,  Sandusky  and  Cleveland 
Railroad  Company."  The  road  is  thus  operated  under  the  original  char-

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It  will  be  seen  above  that,  while  numerically  the  proportion  of  animals 
killed  and  injured  is  niueli  the  largest  where  the  road  is  fenced  upon  both 
sides,  the  loss  in  value  is  almost  wholly  where  road  was  thus  fenced. 

The  theory  which  was  promulgated  by  this  company  in  former  commu- 
nications, and  supported  by  statistics,  viz :  that  the  fencing  of  railroads, 
especially  when  of  the  character  generally  found  in  Ohio,  conduces  to  the 
killing  and  injury  of  cattle,  and  adds  to  the  risk  of  injury  to  trains  and 
passengers,  is  a  novel  one.  We  do  not  wonder  at  the  tenacity  with  which 
some  minds  cling  to  their  notion:  that  were  the  roads  fenced  for  their 
entire  length,  cattle  would  not  find  their  way  into  the  lane  so  palpably 
fraught  with  danger.  All  we  have  to  say  is:  the  idea  is  a  misconception, 
and  the  facts  sustain  our  views.  Animals  cannot  get  from  tlwi  unfenced 
portion  of  a  railroad  upon  the  portions  that  are  fenced,  because  cattle 
guards  prevent  this.  We  have  hardly  ever  known  cattle  to  overleap  a 
cattle  guard.  Almost  without  exception,  the  animals  find  their  way  into 
the  lane  from  adjacent  fenced  tracts,  b^'  reason  ot  habits  of  breachiness, 
or  of  the  inefficient  character  of  the  fences.  Such,  for  instance,  as  where 
the  lower  or  upper  rails  or  boards  are  broken  or  displaced,  allowing  space, 
the  former  for  hogs,  the  latter  for  larger  animals,  to  slip  through  or  jump 
them. 

No  observing  person  riding  over  our  railroads,  or  common  roads,  can 
fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  fact  that  very  few  fences  built  in  Ohio  are 
cattle  or  pig  tight :  that  displaced  rails  and  general  inefliciency  for  their 
purpose  is  the  rule,  rather  than  the  exception ;  easily  thrown  down  or 
jumped  by  breachy  or  active  animals.

On  the  8th  day  of  October,  1867,  the  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Ash- 
tabula Eailroad  Company,  leased  for  ninety-nine  years,  from  the  1st  of 
October,  1867,  the  railroad  and  property  of  the  Cleveland  and  Toledo 
Eailroad  Company,  and  has  since  operated  and  managed  the  same.  The 
following  report,  therefore,  except  as  to  a  few  items,  (stock  and  debts  and 
names  and  residence  of  the  officers  of  the  company,)  is  the  consolidated 
report  of  the  two  companies.  The  excepted  items  the  Cleveland  and 
Toledo  E.  E.  Co.,  has  reported  on  its  own  behalf. 

The  line  between  Erie  and  Toledo,  by  virtue  of  this  lease,  coming  un- 
der one  management,  and  being  generally  known  and  spoken  of  as  the 
"  South  Shore,"  or  "  Lake  Shore  Line,"  it  was,  soon  after  the  execution 
of  the  lease,  deemed  advisable  to  change  the  corporate  name  of  this  com- 
pany. The  necessary  legal  steps  to  this  end  having  been  taken,  our  cor- 
porate name  is  now  "  The  Lake  Shore  Eailway  Company."

The  "  Ashtabula  and  New  Lisbon  R.  R.  Co.,"  for  the  cousirnction  of  a 
railroad  from  Ashtabula,  Ashtabula  county,  to  New  Lisbon,  Columbiana 
county,  was  incorporated  F«',bruary  18,  1853.  Work  was  commenced  iu 
1854,  but  the  road  was  no!  couipleted.  On  the  15th  of  January,  18G4,  the 
"  New  Lisbon  Kiiilway  Company  "  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing a  road  "from  some  point  on  the  Cleveland  and  Mahoning  Railroad, 
in  Wethersfield  township,  Trumbull  county,  through  the  countit-s  of 
Trumbull,  Mahoning  and  Columbiana,  by  way  of  New  Lisbon,  to  some 
point  in  the  township  of  Liverpool,  in  the  county  of  Columbiana."  Oa 
the  14th  of  July,  18G4,  the  latter  named  company  leased  the  light  of  way, 
depot  grounds  and  appurtenances  of  all  that  part  of  the  Ashtabula  and 
New  Lisbon  Railroad  lying  South  and  West  of  the  Cleveland  and  Ma- 
honing Railroad,  for  the  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  agreeing  to  complete, 
stock  and  operate  the  road  from  New  Lisbon  to  Niles  or  Warren,  or  to 
some  point  between  those  two  places,  Oii  the  Cleveland  and  Miihoning 
Railroad,  and  that  ten  miles  of  the  io;id  should  be  completed  in  two  years 
and  the  balance  within  five  years.

Eeorganized,  November  14tl),  18C7. 

The  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Railroad  Company,  (Eastern  Division,)  ex- 
tending from  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  to  Vincennes,  Indiana,  (192  miles,)  was 
sold  on  the  29th  day  of  January,  18G7,  under  a  decree  of  theU.  S.  Circuit 
Court,  on  foreclosure  of  2d  mortgage,  and  was  purchased  by  Allen  Camp- 
bell and  others,  acting  as  trustees  of  creditors  and  stockholders  of  the 
company,  under  an  agreement  made  December  15th,  1858. 

On  the  14th  day  of  November,  1SG7,  the  company  was  reorganized  by 
the  purchasers,  under  the  name  of  the  "  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Ilailway 
Company,"  and  certificates  of  organization  were  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretaries  of  State,  of  the  States  of  Indiana  and  Ohio. 

On  the  21st  of  November,  18G7,  an  agreement  for  consolidation  of  the 
two  companies  was  made  between  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Railway 
Company  of  Indiana  and  Ohio,  and  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Railway 
Company,  of  Illinois,  by  which  articles  of  agreement  the  railways  of  the 
two  companies,  extending,  respectively,  from  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  to  Vin- 
cennes, Indiana;  and  from  Vincennes,  to  Illinoistown  or  E.  St.  Louis, 
were  completely  consolidated,  and  the  stock  and  property  of  the  said  two 
companies  were  merged,  under  the  coriiorate  name  of  the  Ohio  and  Mis- 
sissippi Railway  Company,  extending  from  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  to  E.  St. 
Louis,  Illinois. 

According  to  these  articles  of  consolidation  the  stock  of  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  Railway  Company  consists  of  35,000  shares  of  preferred  stock 
of  $100  each— $3,500,000— and  200,000  shares  of  common  stock  of  $100 
each— $20,000,000— making  a  total  stock  of  $23,500,000;  and  the  funded 
debt  of  the  two  companies  is  $3,888,000.

On  the  1st  day  of  May,  18G8,  the  Pan  Ilamlle  Railway  Company,  a

FOR  THE   YEAR   ENDING  JUNE   30,   18G8. 


TELEGRAPH 


Oue  new  telegraph  company  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  companies 
having-  lines  in  the  State,  since  my  last  report,  "The  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
Telegraph  Company;"  and  fuller  and  more  wsatisfactory  reports  have 
been  received  from  the  other  companies.  But  all  of  these  companies, 
(except  the  Marietta  and  Cincinnati,)  have  more  of  their  lines  out  of  the 
State  than  within  it,  and  find  some  inconvenience  in  making  satisfactory 
reports  of  the  business  for  only  a  portion  of  their  territory.  The  reports 
will,  however,  be  found  interesting  as  far  as  they  go,  and  serve  to  bring 
the  subject  to  public  notice. 

Telegraph  companies  have  always  been  regarded  as  more  of  a  private 
enterprise  than  railroad  companies ;  doubtless  because  fewer  persons  have 
been  interested  in  them,  and  much  less  capital  is  required  for  their  suc- 
cessful and  extended  operation.  But  they  are  daily  becoming  more  im- 
portant to  the  public;  and  as  they  are  already  an  indispensable  medium 
of  communication,  intended  to  be  open  and  free  to  every  one,  it  becomes 
the  duty  of  the  Governmeut  to  so  control  and  direct  their  management, 
within  their  corporate  powers,  as  to  secure  the  highest  good  to  the  great- 
est number. 

It  will  at  once  strike  any  intelligent  person  that  a  business  involving  a 
means  and  mode  of  correspondence  between  citizens  scattered  all  over 
the  territory  of  the  United  States,  and  even  in  foreign  lands,  belongs 
peculiarly  to  the  care  and  guardianship  of  the  Federal  Government, 
rather  than  of  separate  States.  So  prominent  has  this  idea  become  that 
the  question  is  now  seriously  agitated  of  establishing  a  postal  telegraph, 
under  the  control  of  the  Government,  connected  with  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment. 

This  subject  has  been  occasionally  agitated  in  Congress,  for  many  years, 
and  at  the  last  session  a  bill  was  introduced  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Post  Roads  and  Eoutes,  to  incorporate  the  "  United  Spates 
Postal  Telegraph  Company,  and  to  establish  a  postal  system."  The  bill 
authorizes  the  incorporation  of  the  companj^  with  power  to  construct 
lines  on  all  the  post  roads  and  routes  of  the  country.  It  does  nob  con- 
template the  purchase  and  operation  of  the  lines  by  the  Government,  but 
authorizes  the  Post  Master  General  to  receive  bids  from  any  telegraph 
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compauyfor  tlie  traiiRinissioii  by  telegraph  of  messages,  received  through 
the  Post  Office,  to  all  cities  and  towns  having  a  population  of  five 
thousand  or  more,  and  to  towns  on  the  line  of  the  telegraph  where 
stations  may  he  established  by  order  of  the  Post  blaster  General. 
It  authorizes  the  Post  Master  General  to  contract,  for  the  transniission 
of  messages,  with  the  company  that  will  engage  to  transmit  for  the 
least  sum ;  j)rovided  such  sum  does  not  exceed  twenty-live  cents, 
including  five  cents  ])()stage,  for  each  message  of  twenty  words,  includ- 
ing date,  address  and  signature,  for  each  and  every  five  hundred 
miles  or  fractional  })art  thereof  tJiat  tlie  message  may  be  transmitted 
with  five  cents  for  each  added  tive  words  ;  all  messages  to  be  i)repaid  by 
stamps  or  written  on  stamped  j)aper.  Messages  t(»  be  received  at  any 
and  all  post  offices,  street  boxes  or  other  receptacles  for  letters,  and  to 
be  delivered  by  spe<;ial  earriers,  without  extra  expense.  Messages  re 
quiring  immediate  dispateli  to  have  {)riority  of  transmission,  on  i)ayment 
of  extra  rates.  Money  orders  to  be  transmitted  by  telegraph  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Post  Master  General  may  prescribe.  The  eighth  sec- 
tion of  the  bill  provides  that  if  the  company  shall  refuse  to  make  a  con- 
tract with  the  Post  Master  General,  at  the  rates  specified  in  the  bill,  the 
act,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  incorporation  of  the  company,  shall  be  null 
and  void. 

The  Post  Master  General  is  now  engaged  in  examining  the  question^ 
and  Gardiner  G.  Hubbard,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  at  his  reipicst  is  now  collect- 
ing statistics  and  preparing  a  statement  of  the  operations  of  the  telegraph 
in  this  country.  A  letter  by  this  gentleman,  addressed  to  the  Post  Mas- 
ter General,  on  the  "Union  of  the  Post  Oftice  and  Telegrai)h,"  is  i)ub- 
lished,  and  contains  much  valuable  information  on  the  subject. 

The  great  desideratum  in  telegraphy  at  the  present  time  is  cheaper 
rates.  The  cost  of  telegraphing  in  this  country  is  so  high  as  to  deprive 
the  great  mass  of  the  people  of  its  benefits.  Its  use  is  almost  entirely 
confined  to  newspaper  correspondence,  important  commercial  transactions 
and  grave  emergencies. 

The  notes  found  in  the  report  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Com- 
pany on  the  subject  of  "  tariff,"  uifiy  1^^'  read  with  interest  and  profit  by 
every  one  investigating  the  subject.  The  plan  adopted  by  the  (jompany 
"to  test  the  reduction  of  rates  increasing  the  number  of  messages"  does 
not  seem  to  have  resulted  favorably,  nor  can  I  see  how  it  could  have  been 
hoped  or  expected.  It  was  not  intended  to  apply  to  press  matter,  for 
that  is  already  as  low,  probably,  as  it  can  be  expected,  and  it  would  not 
answer  for  "  change"  hours  or  "change"  business.  The  plan  involved 
the  payment  of  regular  ten  word  rates  on  all  messages  of  less  or  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  words,  and  only  gave  the  benefit  of  the  reduced  rates  on 
a  scale  of  increase  in  number  of  words  over  twenty ;   and  required  the 
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messages  to  be  written  on  "  uight  message  blanks  "  prepared  by  the  com- 
pany and  the  message  to  be  transmitted  during  the  night.  The  great 
majority  of  social  and  ordinary  business  messages  contain  less  than  ten 
words  and  seldom  seek  transmission  in  the  night  season,  ifo  induce- 
ment, therefore,  was  held  out  bj'  this  plan  to  increase  this  class  of  mes- 
sages ;  hence  little  increase  was  obtained. 

Undoubtedly  the  reasons  for  the  apparently  high  rates  charged  by  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  may  be  attributed  to  the  large  in- 
crease of  its  capital  over  the  original  cost  of  building  and  maintaining 
the  lines,  the  press  of  business  on  their  lines  during  the  day,  and  the 
multitude  of  patrons  whose  sentiments  are  so  well  expressed  in  the» closing 
paragraph  of  the  company's  notes  on  the  subject  of  "  tariffs  "  viz :  "  We 
find  after  all,  the  great  desideratum  of  those  persons  who  daily  and  most 
frequently  use  the  telegraph  in  the  regular  conduct  of  their  business,  to 
be  rapidity  in  traiu<imission  and  confined  to  certain  business  hours,  cheapness 
of  transmission  being  a  secondary  consideration ;  to  have  the  business 
icell  done  and  quickhj  done,  rather  than  cheaply  performed."  With  such 
encouragement  and  patronage  no  company  can  be  expected  to  reduce 
rates.  If  their  lines  are  fully  occupied  at  high  rates  there  is  no  induce- 
ment to  lessen  the  rates  for  day  business. 

Should  no  other  plan  be  adopted  for  reduction  of  rates,  we  may  hope 
for  favorable  results  from  the  competition  which  is  now  springing  up  in 
the  business.  It  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  public  and  the  law-making 
power  to  encourage  and  foster  this  competition  by  every  legitimate 
means. 

The  great  disparity  in  rates  between  the  Western  Union  and  the  At- 
lantic and  Pacific  telegraph  companies,  as  shown  by  their  returns,  is  so 
marked  and  glaring  as  to  deserve  and  attract  special  attention.  The 
rates  of  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  Telegragh  Company  of  the  U.  S.  are 
still  lower.

That  this  competition  is  having  its  influence  in  our  own  State,  is  evi- 
denced by  an  incident  brought  to  my  notice  during  the  past  summer. 
One  of  our  citizens  entered  the  office  of  a  telegraph  cotnpany  at  Urbana, 
and  sent  two  messages — one  of  fifteen  words,  to  Dayton,  a  distance  of 
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less  thau  forty  miles,  for  which  he  was  charged  forty  ceuts ;  the  other  of 
ten  words,  to  Columbus,  a  distance  of  less  thau  fifty  miles,  for  which  he 
paid  eighty  cents.  The  citizen  inquired  why  so  great  a  difference,  when 
the  distance  was  nearly  the  same,  and  the  message  for  which  he  was 
charged  the  least  contained  the  greatest  number  of  words.  The  reply  of 
the  agent  or  operator  was,  that  "the  company  had  competition  to  Dayton 

but  none  to  Columbus." 

That  this  competition  is  not  invited  or  relished,  is  evidenced  by  com- 
plaints made  in  their  reports  to  me  by  the  officers  of  two  of  the  com- 
panies, that  they  are  subject  to  an  extra  charge  on  messages  forwarded 
over  the  wires  of  the  Western  Union  Company  to  points  where  they 
themselves  have  no  offices.  This  consists  in  charging  for  the  date  and 
place  from  which  the  message  is  transmitted,  being  from  four  to  six  extra 
words. 

Section  8  of  the  " act  supplementary  to  the  act  entitled  'an  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  creation  and  regulation  of  incorporated  companies  in  the 
State  of  Ohio,  passed  may  1,  1852,'  passed  March  31,  18G5,"  (O.  L.,  vol. 
63,  pp.  74  and  75,)  is  intended  to  protect  the  public  and  competing  lines 
against  any  extra  charge  over  the  usual  rates  for  transmitting  messages 
received  from  one  line  to  pass  over  another,  requiring  each  company  to 
transmit  the  messages  with  impartiality  and  good  faith,  "  under  a  penalty 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  to  be  recov- 
ered with  costs  of  suit  by  civil  action  in  the  name  and  for  the  benefit  of 
the  person  or  persons  or  company  sending  or  desiring  to  send  such  dis- 
patch." 

The  remedy  for  the  protection  of  the  public  and  competing  lines  in  this 
matter  seems  to  be  fully  provided  in  the  law,  and  it  rests  with  the  ag- 
grieved party  to  enforce  it.  Neither  the  laws  of  Congress  or  of  our  own 
State  prescribe  any  rates  for  the  transmission  of  messages  by  telegraph; 
nor  will  any  probably  be  needed  so  long  as  free  competition  is  allowed  and 
perfect  equality  of  privileges  and  rights  to  all  is  secured.  That  the  grow- 
ing demand  and  importance  of  telegraphy  in  this  country  will  ultimately 
work  out  a  more  perfect  system  and  cheaper  rates,  can  not  be  doubted. 

The  following  quotation  from  the  letter  of  Mr.  Hubbard  to  the  Post' 
Master  General,  before  referred  to,  in  advocacy  of  the  union  of  the  post- 
office  and  telegraph,  will  be  found  interesting  : 

"  The  Post  Office  Department  will  furnish  stamps  and  stamped  paper 
for  messages  and  envelopes ;  it  will  envelope,  direct  and  deliver  the  mes- 
sages, in  addition  to  the  expenses  common  to  letters  and  messages.  For 
these  extra  expenses  it  will  receive  an  advance  of  sixty-six  per  cent,  over 
the  present  postage,  and  will  be  saved  the  expense  of  transmission,  which 
is  fifty-six  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  each  mailed  letter.  The  cost  for  each 
letter  delivered  by  carriers  is  one  cent ;  for  special  delivery  of  messages 
by  telegraph  companies,  two  cents.    This  expense  will  be  reduced  by 
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combiniug  the  two  systems,  and  making  the  special  deliveries  regular 
during  the  whole  day.  Over-thirty  j;er  cent,  of  the  expense  of  telegraph- 
ing will  be  saved  to  the  country  if  the  business  is  transacted  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Post  Office  Department. 

•'  It  is  not  claimed  that  either  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company 
or  any  other  company,  or  even  the  Government  itself,  without  the  aid  of 
the  Post  Office  Department,  could  transmit  messages  throughout  the 
country  at  the  rates  proposed  in  the  bill,  without  loss.  But  it  is  claimed 
that  a  company  with  well-constructed  lines,  built  for  cash,  can  transmit 
messages  at  these  rates,  in  connection  with  the  post-office,  and  realize  a 
large  profit  on  the  investment,  with  a  small  net  revenue  to  the  Department. 

"  1.    The  expense  of  transmission  is  reduced  as  the  number  of  mes- 
sages transmitted  is  increased.

2.    The  cost  of  rent,  general  management,  and  office  expenses,  will 
be  very  greatly  reduced  and  shared  with  the  Department. 

"  3.  Fewer  clerks  and  managers,  and  less  stationery  and  printing  will 
be  necessary,  and  the  reduced  expense  will  be  divided  with  the  Depart- 
ment. 

"  4.  The  number  of  words  in  each  message  will  be  reduced  by  the 
prepayment  of  the  messages,  and  the  expenses  will  also  be  reduced  by 
giving  the  operators  constant  employment. 

"  5.  The  facilicies  at  local  offices  will  be  increased,  with  reduced  ex- 
penditures." 

"  6.  The  facilities  in  the  large  cities  for  the  r«ceptiou  and  delivery  of 
messages  through  the  sub-offices,  street  boxes  and  letter  carriers  will  be 
greatly  increased  with  decreased  expenses." 

"  Instruments  have  been  recently  invented,  and  are  in  operation,  either 
in  England  or  in  this  country,  by  which  two  great  hindrances  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  telegraph  are  remedied.  Mr.  Stearns,  President  of  the 
Franklin  Telegraph  Company,  has  invented  an  instrument  by  w^hich  mes- 
sages are  transmitted  both  ways  at  the  same  time,  on  the  same  wire,  thus 
doubling  its  capacity,  without  any  increase  of  expense.  Sir  Charles 
Wheatstone,  in  England,  has  invented  an  instrument  by  which  double  the 
number  of  words  can  be  transmitted  and  received  on  the  same  wire,  at 
an  increased  expense  in  the  preparation  of  the  message  for  transmission. 
Instruments  are  also  in  operation  in  Great  Britain,  worked  by  boys,  after 
instruction  of  one  or  two  days.  These  different  inventions  provide,  one 
for  through  and  the  other  for  local  business,  while  the  new  steel  and  cop- 
per wire,  with  its  greater  strength  and  less  size  and  weight  in  proportion 
to  its  conductivity,  requires  a  less  number  of  insulators,  affords  fewer 
points  of  contact  with  conducting  surfaces,  and  transmits  messages 
greater  distances,  in  all  weathers,  without  repetition."

In  conclusion  the  writer  says  : 

"  With  reduced  rates,  improved  instruments  and  wires,  and  increased 
facilities,  the  future  of  the  telegraph  in  America  will  fulfill  the  prophecy 
of  its  youth,  and  the  correspondence  of  the  East  with  the  West,  and  the 
North  with  the  South,  will  bo  transmitted  by  the  electric  telegraph,  and 
time  and  distance  be  annihilated." 

THE  USE  OP  THE  TELEGRAPH  IN  OPERATING  RAILROADS. 

The  use  of  the  telegraph  in  runniug  and  operating  railroads  is  one  of 
the  greatest  improvements  and  benefits  of  the  age.  It  is  claimed  by  some 
to  be  fully  equal  to  an  additional  track,  in  facilitatiug  the  movement  of 
trains  and  the  general  operations  of  the  companies.  So  important  has  it 
become  that  no  railroad  in  the  country  is  regarded  as  complete  without 
an  independent  line  of  its  own,  or  the  free  use  of  one  or  more  wires  fur- 
nished by  a  telegraph  couipany. 

While  its  benefits  are  recognized  and  appreciated,  and  greater  sscuri- 
ty  against  delays  and  casualties  is  doubtless  gained,  the  fact  should  not 
be  lost  sight  of  that  some  of  our  most  fatal  and  destructive  accidents  are 
the  result  of  negligence  or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  railroad  telegraph 
operators,  sometimes  called  "  train  dispatches."  Nearly  all  of  our  rail- 
roads are  now  run  by  telegraph,  and  on  many  of  the  lines  trains  follow 
each  other  at  intervals  of  only  ten  or  fifteen  minutes.  The  moment'  a 
train  loses  its  card  or  schedule  time,  every  other  train  on  the  line  may 
become  affected  by  it,  and  immediately  all  the  trains  be  brought  under 
the  guidance  of  the  dispatcher,  at  the  terminus  or  principal  ofidce.  No 
other  officer  or  agent  of  the  company,  for  the  time  being,  bears  so  great 
a  weight  of  responsibility.  The  life  of  every  employe  and  passenger  on 
the  line  may  be  placed  in  jeopardy-  That  this  officer  should  be  of  the 
highest  character  for  prudence  and  discretion,  and  thoroughly  fitted  for 
his  important  position,  every  one  will  concede ;  and  any  indifference  or  neg- 
lect on  the  part  of  railroad  companies  to  fill  these  positions  with  proper 
agents,  or  any  neglect  or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  agents,  resulting 
in  loss  of  life,  should  be  severely  punished.

Are  any  additional  laws  necessary  or  desirable  for  your  protection  and 
to  facilitate  your  business? 

Yes.  We  complain  of  the  conduct  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company,  in  making  an  extra  charge  on  dispatches  we  transfer  to  them, 
going  to  places  on  their  lines  where  we  have  not  offices.  It  is  their  prac- 
tice to  charge  for  from  four  to  six  words  extra,  viz :  for  name  of  the  city 
and  State  where  transfer  is  made,  day  of  the  month,  and  frequently  for 
the  year.  This  practice  is,  we  believe,  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  Ohio, 
and  a  great  injustice  to  the  citizens  of  Ohio  and  other  States,  who  may 
wish  to  use  our  wires  when  those  of  the  Western  Union  Company  are 
interrupted.  If  there  is  no  law  in  Ohio  which  prevents  this  practice,  one 
should  be  enacted.

The  following'  points  are  made  in  tlie  report  of  the  Engineer  of  this 
Company  ou  the  tariff  subject : 

"  Three  elements  enter  into  the  (iuestiou  of  tarifl,  each  of  which  must 
be  taken  into  account  in  adjusting*  the  rate  : 

''First  Distance. 

"  Second,  ifumber  of  messages. 

"  Third.  Expense  of  doing  business. 

"  It  would  seem  that  neither  of  the  above  elements  can  alone  be  made 
the  basis  of  a  tariff  rate.  Distance,  which  is  an  important  feature,  must 
be  taken  as  the  starting  point,  and  the  others  made  to  enter  into  the 
plan. 

"  It  would  not  do  to  start  from  a  lixed  point,  and  make  the  rate  progress- 
ive, or  a  multiple  for  each  mile,  for  clearly  there  is  something  to  be  con- 
sidered in  expense  of  transmission,  as  well  as  increased  expense  of  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  lines  within  certain  geographical  limits, 
over  the  cost  and  maintenance  of  lines  within  other  territory.  The 
expense  of  transmission,  say  500  or  1,000  miles  in  one  direction,  may  be 
considerably  greater  than  that  for  transmitting  the  same  distance  in 
another  direction. 

"It  costs,  comparatively  speaking,  as  much  to  transmit  messages 
within  a  radius  of  50  miles,  as  it  does  for  100  miles,  although  the  public 
naturally  expects  a  lower  rate  for  short  distances. 

"  It  also  makes  a  great  difference  to  us  whether  we  have  twenty,  forty, 
or  eighty  offices  within  that  radius,  for  the  rate  of  decrease  in  the  cost  of 
transmission  is  almost  uniform  with  the  number  of  messages  to  be  trans- 
mitted. 

"  Yet  it  seems  clear  that  a  rate  of  charge  cannot  be  made  upon  popu- 
lation alone. 

"  Neither  can  we  select  a  single  point,  the  present  tariff  to  which  may 
be  considered  fair,  and  construct  a  charge  per  mile  thereon." 

The  present  organization  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company- 
was  formed  by  the  consolidation  of  several  separate  and  independent 
telegraph  companies,  each  one  of  which  owned  lines  within  certain  terri- 
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torial  limits.  The  result  of  tliiw  combination  has  been  ot  great  advautage 
to  the  telegraphing  public,  for  by  it  the  means  of  communication  be- 
tween all  the  large  cities,  and  with  most  of  the  less  important  points, 
has  been  greatly  increased,  and  become  direct,  more  complete,  rapid  and 
reliable,  than  ever  could  have  been  attained  under  the  previous  disinte- 
grated management.  Instead  now,  of  several  relays  or  repetitions  of 
business  as  formerly,  between  New  York  City,  the  great  commercial 
radius  of  our  country,  and  the  leading  Eastern,  Western  and  Southern 
cities,  they  are  all  in  independent,  direct  and  instantaneous  communica- 
tion with  each  other.  Not  only  has  the  public  gained  time  and  multi- 
I)lied  facilities  by  this  consolidation,  but  also  a  considerable  reduction  in 
tariff  for  transmission  of  its  telegrams.  Yet  it  is  also  true  that  this  cen- 
tralizing of  telegraphic  interests  produced  many  irregularities  and  incon- 
sistencies in  tarifls  which  this  company  has  steadily  continued  to  correct 
and  lessen. 

The  effect  of  increasing  the  number  of  wires  and  connecting  direct 
the  principal  cities,  thus  aftbrdiug  prompt  and  reliable  transmission,  has 
been  to  crowd  the  messages  of  a  commercial  character  (which  comprise 
nine-tenths  of  the  entire  business,  excepting  the  Press  matter),  into 
"  change"  hours,  thereby  kiaving  the  most  of  our  wires  idle  from  IG  to  18 
hours  of  the  day.  About  the  only  messages  offered  for  transmission 
between  the  hours  of  4  P.  M.  and  0  A.  M.,  are  those  for  the  Press,  which 
occupy  but  a  small  portion  of  the  wires  required  for  commercial  messages 
during  "  change"  hours. 

To  test  the  question  of  a  reduction  of  rates  increasing  the  number  of 
messages,  a  reduced  rate  was  advertised  to  the  public,  and  notices  posted 
in  all  our  principal  ofiices,  as  follows : 

"  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  will  transmit  messages 
between  the  principal  cities  on  its  lines  east  of  St.  Louis  and  New  Or- 
leans—both inclusive— during  the  night,  and  deliver  the  same  the  suc- 
ceeding morning,  on  the  following  terms  : 

"  For  a  message  of  20  words  or  less,  the  usual  tolls  on  a  ten  word  mes- 
sage will  be  charged. 

"  For  a  mes^ge  of  more  than  20  words  and  not  exceeding  00  words, 
twice  the  usual  tolls  on  a  ten  word  message  will  be  charged. 

"For  a  message  of  more  than  CO  words  and  not  exceeding  120  words, 
three  times  the  usual  tolls  on  a  ten  word  message  will  be  charged. 

"  For  each  additional  100  words,  or  part  thereof,  in  excess  of  120 
words,  the  usual  tolls  on  a  ten  word  message  will  be  charged  in  addition. 
"Such  messages  will  be  known  as  'Night  Messages,'  and  must  be 
written  on  the  'Night  Message'  blanks  prepared  for  that  purpose  by  this 
company,  otherwise  full  tariff  rates  will  be  charged  thereon.  They  will 
be  received  for  transmission  at  any  time  during  the  day  or  evening,  and 
will  be  sent  during  the  succeeding  night." 
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The  vSjstem  was  afterward  extended  so  that  all  small  offices  in  the 
country  might  take  in  messages  destined  to  points  where  Night  offices 
existed,  to  be  forwarded  at  the  reduced  rates  just  before  the  closing  hour 
of  their  offices. 

By  the  Night  Message  rates  it  was  hoped  to  create  additional  business, 
and  to  equalize  the  demand  upon  the  wires.  So  far,  however,  there  has 
been  but  little  business  offered  at  these  rates,  and  no  increase  has  been 
noticed  during  the  two  years  they  have  beeoi  in  operation. 

The  subject  of  a  complete,  uniform  and  equitable  tariff  system,  has 
received  the  careful  attention  and  consideration  of  this  company  for 
some  time  past,  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  soon  be  able  to  mature  and 
adopt  a  system  equal,  jnst  and  reasonable,  in  its  application  and  bearing 
uj)on  all  points  and  all  classes  of  business,  and  at  the  same  time  be 
fairly  remunerative  to  its  stockholders. 

We  find,  after  all,  the  great  desideratum  of  those  persons  who  daily 
and  most  frequently  use  the  telegraph  in  the  regular  conduct  of  their 
business,  to  be  rapidity  in  transmission,  and  confined  to  certain  business 
hours — cheapness  of  transmission  being  a  secondary  consideration  :  to 
have  the  business  well  done  and  quicJdy  done,  rather  than  cheaply  per- 
formed.

LEGISLATION  ON  THE  SUBJECT  OF  RAILROADS

From  the  Settlejeent  of  the  State  to  the  Year  1831. 

From  the  earliest  settlemeut  and  orgauization  of  our  State,  there  has 
existed  a  lively  interest  iu  internal  improvements.  Among  the  first  laws 
on  our  statute  books,  even  before  the  organization  of  a  State  govern- 
ment, will  be  found  enactments  for  opening  and  establishing  roads  and 
highways. 

The  first  settlements  in  Ohio  were  made  along  the  navigable  waters, 
but  it  was  soon  discovered  that  the  interior  portion  of  the  State  possessed 
rich  soil  and  excellent  timber,  attracting  a  large  number  of  emigrants, 
from  the  New  England  and  otlier  States,  remarkable  for  their  intelligence 
and  enterprise. 

With  an  ambition  to  attract  more  emigration  to  the  State,  and  develop 
its  resources,  a  liberal  spirit  of  legislation  i)revailed  towards  all  kinds  of 
internal  imi)rovemeut.  The  settlement  of  the  interior  portions  of  the 
State  soon  developed  a  necessity  for  cheap  transportation  of  the  abund- 
ant products  of  the  soil,  and  StateTand  county  roads  were  established, 
leading  to  ports  on  the  lake  and  the^Ohio  river.  As  settlements  ex- 
tended and  grew  in  importance  the  necessity  of  a  still  cheaper  mode  of 
transportation  than  by  wagons  became  apparent,  and  as  early  as  1817  a 
resolution  was  introduced  in  the  General  Assembly,  on  the  subject  of  a 
canal  connecting  Lake  Erie  with  the  Ohio  river.  In  1819  the  subject 
was  again  agitated,  and  in  1820  an  act  was  passed  i)roviding  for  the 
appointment  of  three  canal  commissioners,  who  were  authorized  to  em- 
ploy an  engineer  and  assistants  for  the  purpose  of  surveying  a  route  for 
the  canal,  and  iu  1824-  the  legislature  adopted  a  general  system  of  inter- 
nal improvements,  out  of  '.vhich  grew  the  entire  canal  system  of  improve 
ments  within  the  State.    These  improvements  became  very  popular,  and 
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were  followed  by  a  growth  iu  populaHou,  along  their  courses,  unpar- 
alleled in  the  history  of  any  new  territory  then  opened.  So  marked  and 
rapid  was  the  increase  in  population  and  wealth  that  every  cne  residing 
in  the  interior  of  the  State  became  an  advocate  for  canals. 

The  building  of  these  improvements  developed  a  spirit  ot  enterprise 
among  the  i)eople  of  the  State,  peculiarly  favorable  for  the  adoption  of 
the  next  new  system  of  internal  improvements  which  might  be  suggested 
and  demonstrated  as  useful.  But  the  State  became  so  heavily  involved 
in  the  construction  of  these  works,  that  no  one  thought  of  imposing  a 
tax  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads,  and  hence,  when  the  proposi- 
tion for  building  railroads  was  first  suggested  in  the  State,  it  was  done 
and  the  work  undertaken  entirely  as  a  private  enterprise. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  i)romptness  of  our  people  to  move  in  new  im- 
provements, may  be  cited  the  early  legislation  on  the  subject  of  railroads. 
On  the  23d  of  February,  1830,  the  "act  to  incorporate  the  Ohio  Canal 
and  Steubenville  Eailway  Company,"  was  passed,  being  the  first  legisla- 
tion on  the  subject  of  railroads  found  in  the  statutes.  This  bill  is  said  to 
have  been  dratted,  the  session  previous,  by  Hon.  Wm.  ]*.  Hubbard,  a 
State  Senator  from  the  district  where  the  improvement  was  to  be  located. 
This  charter  was  granted  before  a  single  railroad,  designed  to  be  used  by 
steam  power,  was  opened  in  England,  and  only  about  four  months  after 
the  great  jirize  trial  of  motive  power  in  England,  in  1821),  in  which 
George  Stephenson's  locomotive,  the  "  Kocket,"  won  the  prize  of  $2,500 
offered  by  the  Liverpool  and  ^danchester  Company,  for  a  locomotive 
engine  which  would  run  at  least  ten  miles  an  hour,  drawing  three  times 
its  own  weight.  The  charter  for  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  the 
first  railroad  undertaken  in  this  country,  had  been  granted  a  year  or 
two  earlier,  but  work  was  not  sufticiently  advanced  to  give  any  indication 
or  certain  x>romise  of  its  future.  Although  the  "Ohio  Canal  and 
Steubenville  Ilailway"  was  never  built,  the  charter  contains  all  the  im 
portant  elements  found  in  the  early  charters,  and  is  apparently  the  text 
from  which  subsequent  ones  were  drafted.  The  bill  contained  twelve 
sections,  embodying  the  following  general  provisions:  created  the  cor- 
poration, defining  its  powers;  named  its  termini  and  route;  fixed  the 
amount  of  capital  stock,  (none  of  which  was  to  be  used  in  banking); 
provided  for  the  opening  of  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  choosing 
directors  and  prescribing  their  term  of  otifice,  for  the  payment  of  capital 
stock  and  for  the  mode  of  surveying  and  locating  the  road  ;  authorized 
the  company  to  enter  upon  and  use  land — that  which  was  not  donated  to 
be  purchased  by  the  company,  at  a  price  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon, 
and  in  case  of  disagreement  as  to  price  the  county  commissioners  to 
appoint  three  disinterested  appraisers,  who  should  appraise  the  damages 
and  make  return  to  the  company,  the  award  to  be  recorded  in  the  com- 
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missioiier's  office  of  the  couuty  aud  amount  awarded  paid  by  the  com- 
pany, either  party  having  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas,  within  thirty  days,  the  court  to  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
cases  of  appeals  for  damages  in  the  laying  out  of  State  roads  ;  and  gave 
the  corporation  power  to  determine  the  width  and  dimensions  of  the 
road,  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  goods  and  passengers  should  be 
transported  thereon,  the  manner  of  collecting  tolls  and  the  right  to  cross 
other  roads,  highways  or  water  courses,  but  not  to  impair  their  former 
usefulness. 

The  section  in  regard  to  the  rates  of  toll  read  as  follows  :  "  The  said 
corporation  may  demand  and  receive  from  all  persons  using  or  traveling 
upon  the  said  railroad,  the  following  rates  of  toll,  to-wit :  for  every  ton 
weight  of  goods  or  freight  of  any  description,  three  cents  per  mile  for 
every  mile  the  same  shall  pass  upou  the  said  road,  and  at  a  ratable  pro- 
portion for  any  greater  or  less  quantity ;  for  every  pleasure  carriage,  or 
carriage  used  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  three  cents  per  mile  in 
addition  to  the  toll  by  weight  upon  the  loading. 

"  All  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid  may,  with  suitable  and  i)roper 
carriages,  use  and  travel  upou  the  said  railroad,  subject  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  said  corporation  are  authorized  to  make,"  &c.,  &c. 

The  provision  for  the  protection  of  the  road  aud  property  was  as  follows : 
"  If  any  person  shall  willfully  and  maliciously  injure  the  said  railroad,  or 
other  work  of  the  said  corporation  appertaining  thereto,  the  person  so 
offending  shall  forfeit  and  i)a/  to  the  said  corporation  three  times  the 
amount  of  damages  sustained  by  means  of  such  offense  or  injury,  to  be 
recovered  in  the  name  of  said  corporation,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court 
having  cognizance  thereof." 

From  1S31  to  1837. 

In  the  3'ear  1831  the  charter  of  the  BicJimond,  Eaton  and  Miami  Rail- 
road Gomimny  was  granted,  aud  was  nearly  identical  vrith  that  of  the 
first  named  company. 

In  1832  ten  new  charters  Avere  granted,  among  which  was  that  of  the 
Mad  River  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company,  the  first  one  under  which  a 
railroad  was  built  iu  Ohio.  Tlie  charters  granted  this  year,  though  fol- 
lowing in  the  main  the  text  of  the  charter  of  the  "  Ohio  Canal  aud  Steu- 
benvilie  Eailway  Company,"  introduced  some  new  features,  among  them 
a  new  mode  of  appropriating  land  for  right  of  way,  by  calling  a  jury  of 
twelve  electors,  and  from  the  twelve  each  party  (the  land-owner  and  the 
company)  striking  off'  three,  and  the  remaining  six  forming  an  inquest  to 
appraise  the  value  of  the  laud  taken,  and  the  damage  resultiug  to  the 
owner,  in  which  appraisement  they  were  required  to  take  into  considera- 
tion the  benefits  accruing  to  the  owner  from  the  location  of  the  road 
through  the  laud. 
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Some  of  the  charters  granted  this  year  provided  that  the  State  or 
Uflited  States  might  become  stockholders.  The  provisions  as  to  tolls 
were  that  the  companies  might  charge  the  same  rates  as  were  charged 
on  the  canals  of  the  State. 

From  this  time  forward  public  interest  began  to  increase  on  the  sub- 
ject of  railroads,  and  up  to  and  including  the  year  1836  fifty-six  charters 
were  granted,  among  them  the  charters  of  the  Little  2Iiami,  Monroeville 
and  Sandusky  City,  Mansfield  and  New  Haven,  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh,  and 
Cleveland,  Columbus  and  Cincinnati  Railroad  Companies.    In  all  of  these 
charters  the  same  general  features  existed,  but  several  contained  new 
provisions.    Experience  had  proved  that  the  building  of  railroads  was  a 
much  more  expensive  and  difficult  task  than  had  been  anticipated.    Not- 
withstanding the  anxiety  and  zeal  to  secure  the  roads,  it  was  soon  dis- 
covered that  means  sutficient  could  not  be  obtained  by  stock  subscrip- 
tions.   Fabulous  accounts  were  circulated  of  the  profits  to  be  derived 
from  the  investments,  and  several  charters  contained  a  provision  that  if 
more  than  the  amount  of  stock  authorized  in  the  charter  was  subscribed, 
the  directors  should  reduce  the  subscriptions  to  that  amount,  "  by  strik- 
ing off  from  the  largest  number  of  shares  in  succession  until  the  sub- 
scription shall  be  reduced  to  the  proper  number,  on  all  subscriptions  to 
one  share,  and  if  there  be  still  an  excess,  then  lots  shall  be  drawn  to 
determine  who  are  to  be  excluded."    There  is  no  case  on  record  where 
this  provision  of  the  charters  was  ever  found  necessary.    On  the  con- 
trary, in  no  case  was  sufficient  stock  subscription  obtained  to  build  the 
road. 

The  canals  of  the  State  were  becoming  the  great  popular  thorough- 
fares. The  State  had  large  interests  in  those  built,  and  more  was  needed 
to  build  and  finish  others.  Considerable  jealousy  began  to  spring  up 
between  the  canal  and  railroad  interests.  Whenever  it  was  proposed  to 
build  a  road  which  might  become  a  competitor  of  the  canal,  opposition 
was  arrayed  against  granting  a  charter,  and  the  indebtedness  of  the 
State,  created  to  build  the  canals,  was  cited  as  a  reason  why  no  such 
competition  should  be  tolerated.  To  meet  this  objection  several  compa- 
nies submitted  to  a  section  in  their  charters  requiring  them  to  pay  over 
to  the  State,  after  a  certain  time  named,  "  such  amount  annually  as  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  would  be  equivalent  to  one- 
half  the  tolls  charged  by  the  State  at  the  time  upon  like  property  trans- 
ported by  canal,  as  would  have  been  transported  during  the  season  ot 
navigation  by  canal  but  for  the  existence  of  the  railroad." 

Some  argued  that  all  the  railroads  should  be  brought  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  made  to  pay  toll  to  the  State 
in  like  manner,  if  not  to  the  same  amount,  as  was  charged  by  canal. 

The  failure  to  secure  stock  subscriptions  suggested  the  necessity  of 
introducing  into  the  charters,  originally  or  by  amendment,  authority  for 
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the  compauies  to  borrow  money  aud  pledge  their  income  and  stock  to 
secure  its  repayment,  in  most  cases  limiting  the  amount  to  be  borrowed 
to  the  amount  of  stock  paid  in  or  subscribed.  Subsequently  this 
authority  was  enlarged  to  borrowing  money  and  pledging  the  income 
and  i)roperty  of  the  company,  aud  in  some  cases  the  franchise.  Great 
care  and  vigilance  began  to  be  exercised  in  drafting  charters  and  securing- 
every  necessary  provision,  and  every  new  and  valuable  provision  secured 
by  one  company,  induced  others  to  apply  for  the  same,  aud  if  overlooked 
in  the  original  grant,  Avas  secured,  if  possible,  by  amendment.  Up  to 
the  close  of  the  year  183G,  very  little  had  been  accomplished  toward 
building  any  road.  Work  had  been  progressing  slowly  for  about  a  year 
on  the  Mad  Eiver  and  Lake  Erie  road,  and  a  commencement  had  been 
made  on  the  Monroeville  and  Sandusky  City  road,  but  the  financial  troubles 
of  this  year  embarrassed  and  checked  all  improvements  and  prevented 
the  compauies  from  obtaining  stock  subscriptions- 

The  Year  1837. 

In  the  year  1837,  notwithstanding  the  continued  financial  depression, 
twelve  new  railroad  charters  were  granted,  and  public  interest  and  atten- 
tion were  earnestly  directed  to  the  subject  through  the  public  press.  The 
difficulty  in  obtaining  money  by  subscription  to  stock,  and  the  imprac- 
ticability of  a  loan  Avithout  some  basis  of  security,  induced  an  eifort  to 
procure  aid  from  the  State,  and  on  the  24th  of  March  the  famous  law 
entitled  "  x\n  act  to  authorize  a  loan  of  credit  by  the  State  of  Ohio  to 
railroad  companies,  and  to  authorize  subscriptions  by  the  State  to  turn- 
pike, canal  and  slackwater  navigation  companies,"  was  i)assed.  This 
was  the  first  direct  movement  by  legislation  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
railroads  by  money  or  credit  of  the  State,  aud  under  it,  as  near  as  the 
records  now  in  existence  show,  the  following  sums  were  loaned  to  rail- 
road companies,  in  the  shape  of  State  scrix) : 

To  the  Mad  Eiver  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company $270,000 

To  the  Little  Miami  Railroad  Company 115,000 

To  the  Mansfield  and  Sandusky  City  Railroad  Company 33,333 

To  the  Ohio  Railroad  Company -, 249,000 

To  the  Painesville  and  Fairport  Railroad  Company 6,182 

To  the  Ashland  and  Vermillion  Railroad  Company 44,000 

Making  a  total  of $717,515 

Kot  enough  to  build  and  equip  thirty  miles  of  road. 

The  loan  to  the  last  three  named  companies  was  an  entire  loss  to  the 
State,  the  roads  having  been  abandoned  and  their  whole  stock  sunk.  Of 
the  loan  to  the  three  first  named,  the  State  realized  par  on  the  stock  of 
the  Little  Miami,  but  lost  nearly  the  whole  amount  invested  in  the  two 
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others,  a  final  sale  of  the  interest  held  by  the  State  having  been  made  in 
18G6.  This  aid  from  the  State  gave  a  new  impulse  to  the  work  ou  the 
Mad  Eiver  and  Lake  Erie  and  Little  Miami  roads.  Other  companies 
applied  for  assistance,  and  several  uew  charters  were  granted  in  expecta- 
tion of  aid  from  the  State. 

Feom  1838  TO  1840  Inclusive. 

The  years  1838-9  and  1810  brought  forth  eight  new  charters  and  a  mul- 
titude of  amendments  to  those  already  granted.  On  the  18th  of  March, 
1839,  the  first  general  law  "for  the  protection  of  railroads"  was  passed, 
which  was  very  stringent  in  its  terms,  punishing  by  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary  not  exceeding  three  years  nor  less  than  one,  any  person  con- 
victed of  willful  and  malicious  injury  to  the  property  of  any  railroad,  or 
placing  obstructions  on,  or  drawing  any  wagon  or  other  vehicle  along  the 
track;  and  if  death  was  occasioned,  the  offender  to  be  deemed  guilty  of 
murder,  and  punished  as  in  other  cases  for  the  like  offense,  reserving  to 
the  companies  the  right  to  sue  and  recover  damages  according  to  the 
provisions  of  their  respective  chJlrters.  One  year  hiter  (March  20, 1840), 
this  act  was  repealed,  and  one  very  similar  in  phraseology  and  effect 
enacted,  but  extending  the  time  of  punishment  in  the  penitentiary  to  a 
period  not  exceeding  twenty  years. 

The  act  of  March  21th,  1837,  granting  a  loan  of  credit  by  the  State, 
had  by  this  time  become  very  obnoxious  and  unpopular.  It  was  charged 
that  great  extravagance  was  practiced,  and  frauds  perpetrated  under  it; 
turnpikes,  canals,  and  slackwater  navigation  and  railroad  companies  all 
over  the  State  were  asking,  and  many  receiving  aid  under  it.  Such  was 
the  outcry  against  it,  that  on  the  21st  of  March,  1810,  the  act  was  re- 
pealed, since  which  time  no  aid  or  assistance,  by  money  or  credit,  has 
been  authorized  by  the  State  to  railroad  companies. 

Feom  1811  to  1845  Inclusive. 

The  bank  troubles  of,  this  period  created  much  excitement  and  clamor 
among  the  people,  and  a  strong  l\^eling  of  opposition  to  corporations  gen- 
erally. This  was  followed  by  the  passage  of  "  An  act  instituting  pro- 
ceedings iigainst  corporations  not  possessing  banking  powers,  and  the 
visitorial  powers  of  courts,  and  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  corpora- 
tions generally."  This  law  was  very  objectionable  to  railroad  companies, 
and  tended  very  much  to  discourage  and  check  investments  iu  that  direc- 
tion, or  the  organization  of  new  companies.  The  law  v/as  of  short  dura- 
tion, however,  having  been  passed  on  the  7th  of  March,  1842,  and  repealed 
on  the  12th  of  March,  1845. 

From  1840  to  1845  inclusive,  thirteen  new  charters  were  granted  and 
various  amendments  made  to  those  previously  granted.    Considerable 
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complaint  was  made  relativ^e  to  the  law  regulating  appropriations  of 
land  for  railroad  purposes,  and  the  manner  of  assessing  damages  for 
right  of  waj'.  The  principle  of  estimating  benefits  and  offsetting  them 
against  damages  was  attacked,  and  the  disposition  of  some  companies  to 
ignore  all  claims  for  damages  on  the  ground  of  benefits  or  their  inability 
to  pay,  excited  more  or  less  ill  feeling  and  prejudice,  and  most  of  the 
charters  contained  a  provision  requiring  the  cotnpany  to  secure  payment 
of  damages  for  right  of  way  before  commencing  work.  Some  of  the 
charters  of  this  period  and  amendments  to  others,  authorized  the  com- 
panies to  borrow  money  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  stock  subscribed,  and 
laws  were  passed  authorizing  subscription  of  stock  by  certain  counties  to 
certain  railroad  companies. 

So  rapid  was  the  settlement  and  growth  of  Ohio  and  the  West  that  it 
was  soon  found  that  the  facilities  for  transporting  the  products  to  an 
eastern  market  by  way  of  the  Erie  Canal  were  entirely  inadequate,  or  so 
slow  as  to  require  many  months  before  the  producer  could  realize  on  his 
crop.  The  great  popularity  of  canals  originated,  in  ii  great  measure, 
from  the  success  and  prosperity  of  this  enterprise,  and  when  railroads 
were  proposed  in  aid  of  or  as  competitors  to  the  canal,  the  proposition 
was  violently  opposed  ;  and  when  the  charter  for  the  Utica  and  Schen- 
ectady Eailroad  was  applied  for,  the  Legislature  of  In  ew  York  introduced 
a  clause  prohibiting  the  carrying  of  freight  on  the  road.  On  the  12th 
day  of  March,  1844,  our  own  Legislature  adopted  a  resolution  remon- 
strating against  this  action  of  the  State  of  New  York.  The  next  year, 
the  Legislature  of  Ohio  adopted  a  resolution  protesting  against  the  action 
of  the  State  of  IS'ew  York,  in  charging  higher  rates  of  toll  on  Ohio  pro- 
ducts shipped  over  her  canals  than  on  her  own  products-  This  controversy 
and  struggle  betvvTen  the  canal  and  railv/ay  interests  v^^as  continued  in 
various  ways  for  many  years,  and  has  not  yet  entirely  subsided. 

On  the  Gth  of  March,  1845,  the  "Act  to  amend  the  act  entitled  'An 
act  for  the  protection  of  railroads,'  passed  March  20, 1840,"  was  passed  ; 
but  only  repealed  the  third  section  of  that  act,  and  fixed  the  punishment 
for  the  injury  or  destruction  of  property  of  railroad  comi)anies  of  thirty- 
five  dollars  or  upwards,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  not  exceed- 
ing three  years  nor  less  than  one  year;  and  when  the  damage  or  injury 
was  less  than  thirty-five  dollars,  the  punishment  was  limited  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  and 
fed  on  bread  and  v/ater,  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 

Fkom  184G  TO  1850  Inclusive. 

The  period  irom  184G  to  1850  inclusive,  was  one  of  considerable  ac- 
tivity in  pushing  forward  railroad  enterprises.     During  this  time  sixty- 
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one  si^ecial  charters  were  grauted,  and  the  general  law  of  Feb.  11, 1848, 
entitled  "  An  act  regulating  railroads,"  making  provision  for  the  organ- 
ization of  all  railroad  companies,  was  passed.  The  numerous  charters 
and  amendments  of  this  period  extended  and  enlarged  the  powers  of 
companies  to  borrow  money  and  issue  and  sell  bonds,  and  mortgage  their 
income  and  property  of  every  description  to  secure  their  payment.  To 
meet  the  deficiency  of  individual  subscriptions,  nearly  every  company 
obtained  authority  for  counties  and  cities  to  subscribe  to  its  slock  upon 
a  majority  vote  of  the  people- 

The  general  law  of  February  11,  1848,  which  was  accepted  by  some 
companies  chartered  before  its  passage,  changed  the  mode  of  appropri- 
ating lands  and  material  for  railroad  purposes,  requiring  the  companies 
to  "  deposit  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  other  court 
of  record  of  the  county  where  the  land  lies,  a  description  of  the  rights 
and  interests  intended  to  be  appropriated."  In  case  the  company  could 
not  agree  with  the  owner  as  to  the  damages,  the  court,  or  judge  thereof, 
upon  application  of  either  party,  was  required  to  appoint  three  disinter- 
ested freeholders  of  the  county',  to  appraise  the  damages  under  oath,  and 
make  return  to  the  court,  which  return  should  set  forth  the  value  of  the 
property  taken  or  damage  done,  the  amount  of  benefit  conferred,  and 
the  difference  between  the  value  of  or  damage  done  to  the  property 
taken,  which  they  were  to  assess  separately.  On  making  payment  or 
tender  of  the  amount  to  the  clerk,  or  giving  the  requisite  security,  the 
company'  could  hold  the  interest  appropriated,  and  proceed  to  construct 
the  road. 

Experience  and  observation  had  proven  that  the  idea  of  any  person 
using  the  road  and  paying  toll  for  the  privilege,  as  provided  for  in  the 
early  charters,  was  impracticable,  and  that  the  road  must  be  managed 
and  the  transportation  done  by  the  company. 

To  meet  this  new  idea,  the  following  provision  as  to  rates  was  made: 
"  Such  corporation  may  demand  and  receive  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  on  said  road  not  exceeding  three  and  one-half  cents  per  mile, 
and  for  the  transportation  of  property  not  exceeding  five  cents  per  ton 
per  mile,  when  the  same  are  transported  a  distance  of  thirty  miles  or 
more,  and  in  case  the  same  are  transported  for  a  less  distance  than  thirty 
miles,  such  reasonable  rate  as  may  be  from  time  to  tiuje  fixed  by  said 
company;  at  anytime  after  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  time 
any  such  road  may  be  put  in  operation,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  General 
Assembly  to  prescribe  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  transportation  of 
persons  or  property  upon  said  road,  should  they  be  deemed  too  high,  and 
may  exercise  the  same  power  ten  years  thereafter ;  provided  that  no  re- 
duction shall  be  made  unless  the  net  profits  of  the  company,  on  an  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years,  shall  amount  to  a  sum  equal  to  ten  \}er  centum 
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per  annum  upon  its  capital,  and  then  not  so  as  to  reduce  the  future  proba- 
ble profits  below  the  said  per  centum.'" 

These  two  important  features  in  the  law  became  subjects  of  discussion 
and  controversy,  especially  the  provision  relative  to  the  appropriation  of 
lauds.  The  appraisements  made  under  it  were  oftentimes  regarded  as 
very  unjust  and  unequal,  appraisers  friendly  to  railroads  being  apt  to 
regard  the  benefits  as  fully  equivalent  to  the  damages,  and  not  unfre- 
quently  making  return  of  benefits  equal  to  or  in  excess  of  damages. 
This  arrayed  a  large  number  of  land-owners  against  the  railroad  com- 
panies, and  involved  both  parties  in  tedious  and  expensive  litigation, 
which  was  continued  in  many  cases  long  after  the  roads  were  built.  The 
subscription  of  stock  by  counties,  cities,  towns  and  townships,  becoming 
very  frequent,  was  also  a  fruitful  source  of  discussion  and  controversy ; 
and  throughout  this  period,  although  a  majority  of  the  people  favored 
and  advocated  the  building  of  railroads,  a  great  distrust  and  doubt  pre- 
vailed, b@th  as  to  the  manner  of  conducting  their  affairs,  and  their  ulti- 
mate success.  Many  stock  subscribers  failed  to  meet  their  installments ; 
heavy  discounts  were  submitted  to  to  raise  money  on  railroad  bonds  and 
other  securities,  and  serious  embarrassment  was  felt  by  nearly  every 
company  then  under  way.  Up  to  this  period,  only  the  Little  Miami, 
Columbus  and  Xenia,  Mansfield  and  Sandusky  City,  and  a  portion  of  the 
Mad  Eiver  and  Lake  Erie  railroads  were  opened,  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  250  miles  in  length,  and  work  was  progressing  with  more  or 
less  rapidity,  according  to  the  ability  to  raise  means,  on  the  B ell efon tain e; 
Central  Ohio;  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton;  Cincinnati,  Richmond 
and  Chicago ;  Cleveland,  Columbus  and  Cincinnati ;  Cleveland  and 
Pittsburgh;  Columbus,  Piqua  and  Indiana;  Cleveland,  Painesville  and 
Ashtabula;  Dayton  and  Western;  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  and  Iron 
railroads,  and  several  other  companies  had  obtained  charters  and  were 
procuring  stock  subscriptions,  making  preliminary  surveys  and  negoti- 
ating loans,  with  a  view  to  commencing  work. 

Up  to  the  close  of  the  year  1850,  one  hundred  and  fifty  charters  had 
been  granted,  and  the  entire  net-work  of  railroads  in  the  State  fairly 
inaugurated  and  under  way. 

The  Year  1851. 

The  year  1851  introduced  a  new  era  and  an  entire  revolution  on  the 
subject  of  railroad  legislation.  During  the  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly this  year,  and  probably  in  anticipation  of  the  adoption  of  the 
new  Constitution,  twenty-one  railroad  charters  were  granted,  and  over 
forty  amendments  made  to  those  already  in  existence.  The  charters  and 
amendments  all  contained  power  and  authority  to  borrow  money,  and 
thirty-six  of  the  amendments  authorized  counties,  cities,  towns  or  town- 
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ships  to  tr-ubseribe  to  stock.  The  door  was  thrown  as  wid*^  open  as  legis- 
lation could  go  to  enable  railroad  companies  to  borrow  money  and  pro- 
cure stock  subscription. 

On  the  3d  of  March  of  this  year,  the  act  entitled  "An  act  relating  to 
railroad  companies  "  was  passed,  providing  for  the  consolidation  into  one 
new  corporation  of  continuous  lines  of  road  in  the  State  existing  under 
separate  corporate  organizations.  The  act  provided  that  two  or  more 
companies  might  enter  into  an  agreement,  prescribing  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  union,  the  mode  of  carrying  the  same  into  effect,  the  name 
of  the  new  corporation,  the  number  of  directors,  which  should  not  exceed 
thirteen,  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  of  the  new  corporation,  and 
such  other  details  as  they  should  deem  necessary  to  perfect  the  new 
organization  ;  the  new  corporation  to  possess  all  the  powers,  rights  and 
franchises  conferred  by  charter  on  the  original  companies,  and  be  subject 
to  all  the  duties  imposed  ;  and  the  agreement,  or  a  counterpart  thereof, 
to  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  thereupon  the  separate  cor- 
porations to  become  merged  in  the  new.  The  law  implied  that  the  con- 
sent of  all  the  stockholders  in  the  several  companies  was  requisite  to  the 
consolidation,  and  any  refusing  to  convert  their  stock  into  the  stock  of 
the  new  comixmy  were  to  be  paid  at  least  par  value  for  their  shares. 
This  provision  has  been  found  to  be  of  great  embarrassment  and  hindrance 
to  the  application  of  the  law  in  many  cases,  but  has  doubtless  saved 
something  to  many  stockholders,  which  would  otherwise  have  been  lost 
in  the  general  wreck.  This  law  also  contained  a  provision  that  one  com- 
liany  might  aid  another  with  a  view  to  consolidation,  by  means  of  sub- 
scription to  its  capital  stock  or  otherwise,  or  that  one  company  might 
lease  or  purchase  any  part  or  all  of  another  road,  upon  terms  agreed  upon 
and  assented  to  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  stock  represented  at  the  meet- 
ing called  to  vote  upon  the  subject.  The  general  terms  and  provisions  of 
the  law  were  well  calculated  to  aid  andtacilitate  the  completion  of  many 
lines  which  without  it  would  have  struggled  under  embarrassment,  and 
probably  ultimately  failed  of  completion.  Several  of  the  most  important 
and  successful  lines  now  in  operation  in  the  State  have  availed  them- 
selves of  its  provisions  in  one  form  or  another. 

On  the  20th  of  March  the  "  act  to  regulate  the  speed  of  railroad  loco-  / 
motives  and  cars  within  the  corporate  limits  of  any  city,  town  or  village," 
was  passed  giving  to  the  common  council  or  corporate  authorities  the 
l)ower  to  regulate  the  rate  of  speed  of  locomotives,  &c.;  provided,  that  a 
less  rate  than  four  miles  an  hour  should  not  be  established.  This  law 
has  been  the  source  of  much  controversy  and  difliculty  since  its  passage. 

On  the  17th  of  June  the  new  Constitution  was  adopted,  taking  effect 
on  the  1st  of  September  following.  The  following  clauses  in  this  Con- 
stitution had  a  most  important  bearing  on  all  corporate  organizations 
formed  after  its  adoption,  and  are  worthy  of  special  notice  : 
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"  SECTION  SIX  OF  ARTICLE  VIIL 

"  Section  G.  The  General  Assembly  shall  never  authorize  auy  county, 
city,  town,  or  township,  by  vote  of  its  citizens  or  otherwise,  to  become  a 
stockholder  in  any  joint  stock  company,  corporation  or  association  what- 
ever ;  or  to  raise  money  for,  or  loan  its  credit  to,  or  in  aid  of,  any  such, 
company,  corporation  or  association." 

"ARTICLE   XIII. 

"COni'ORATIOXS. 

"Section  1.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  no  special  act  confer- 
ring corporate  powers. 

"Sec.  2.  Corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  laws;  but  all 
such  laws  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  altered  or  repealed. 

"  Sec.  3.  Dues  from  corporations  shall  be  secured  by  such  individual 
liability  of  the  stockholders,  and  other  means,  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law  ;  but,  in  all  cases,  each  stockholder  shall  be  liable,  over  and  above 
the  stock  by  him  or  her  owned,  and  any  amount  unpaid  thereon,  to  a 
further  sum,  at  least  equal  in  amount  to  such  stock. 

"  ^EC.  4.  The  property  of  corporations,  now  existing  or  hereafter 
created,  shall  forever  be  subject  to  taxation,  the  same  as  the  property  of 
individuals. 

"  Sec.  5.  No  right  of  way  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  any 
corporation  until  full  compensation  therefor  be  first  made  in  money,  or 
first  secured  by  a  deposit  of  money,  to  the  owner,  irrespective  of  any 
benefit  from  any  improvement  proposed  by  such  corporation  ;  which  com- 
pensation shall  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  in  a  court  of 
record,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law." 

These  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  so  directly  in  opposition  to  the 
ideas  and  iniuciples  which  had  prevailed  and  been  the  law  of  the  State 
for  many  years  previous,  had  the  effect  desired,  and  doubtless  intended 
by  some,  to  check  all  further  railroad  projects.  Many  believed  the  lines 
then  projected  could  not  be  built,  and  if  built  would  ijrove  unprofitable. 

From  1851  to  1861  Inclusive. 

The  period  from  1851  to  1861  was  one  of  prosperity  and  success  to 
those  companies  occupying  the  position  to  command  a  large  traffic,  while 
to  those  unfinished  or  in  financial  embarrassment  it  was  one  of  con- 
stant struggle  and  difficulty.  The  legislation  of  this  period  consisted 
for  the  most  part,  of  enactments  to  bring  all  corporations  under  the  pro- 
visions contained  in  the  new  Constitution. 

On  the  24:th  of  March,  1852,  the  "act  authorizing  railroad  companies  to 
change  their  gauge  or  width  of  track  in  certain  cases,"  was  passed,  which 
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merely  required  companies  to  adopt  a  uniform  ^'uao-efor  tbe  entire  length 
of  tbeir  line  ;  and  whenever  a  road  should  connect  with  or  cross  another, 
each  or  either  company  might  adopt  such  guage  as  to  enable  them  to 
pass  the  same  cars  over  both  lines. 

On  the  30th  of  April,  of  the  same  year,  was  passed  the  "act  to  provide 
for  compensation  to  owners  of  private  property  appropriated  to  the  use 
of  corporations.  This  bill  introduced  a  new  mode  of  appropriating  land 
and  rights  for  the  use  of  railroad  companies,  giving  jurisdiction  on  the 
subject  to  probate  courts,  and  providing  for  an  inquest  by  a  jury  of 
twelve  men.  The  proceedings  in  the  i^robate  court  were  open  to  excep- 
tions, and  could  be  taken  into  the  court  of  common  pleas  on  a  writ  of 
certiorari.  Subsequently  on  the  adoption  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure, 
(Section  530,)  writs  of  error  and  certiorari  were  abolished,  but  power  was 
granted  to  courts  to  compel  complete  and  perfect  transcripts  of  pro- 
ceedings containing  the  jutigment,  or  final  order  sought  to  be  reversed,  in 
the  same  manner  as  they  before  had  under  writs  of  error  and  certiorari. 
This  law  has  been  found  in  practice  to  be  deficient,  in  making  no  pro- 
vision for  calling  another  jury  in  case  of  the  failure  of  one  to  agree  upon 
a  verdict. 

On  the  1st  of  May,  of  this  year,  two  important  laws  were  passed:  the 
first,  entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  for  the  creation  and  regulation  of  incor- 
porated companies  in  the  State  of  Ohio  ;  "  the  other,  "  an  act  prescribing 
a  tariff  of  freights  on  railroads." 

The  first  was  a  modification  of  the  general  law  of  February  11,  1848,  so 
far  as  it  applied  to  railroad  companies ;  and  provided  for  the  creation 
and  regulation  of  new  companies  formed  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution.  Under  this  law  "  any  number  of  natural  per- 
sons, not  less  than  five,  may  become  a  body  corporate, .wath  all  the  rights, 
privileges  and  powers  conferred  by,  and  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  of 
this  act."  This  law  is  so  prominent  and  well  understood  that  it  is  un- 
necessary in  this  connection  to  give  its  provisions  in  full.  It  has  been 
subject  to  more  amendments  and  supplements,  perhaps,  than  any  other 
act  on  the  statute  books,  and  yet,  its  leading  leatures,  based  upon  the 
constitution  of  the  State,  could  uot  be  and  have  not  been  disturbed. 

It  is  worthy  of  notice  that,  notwithstanding  over  one  hundred  com- 
panies, for  constructing  railroads,  have  been  incorporated  under  this  law 
since  its  passage,  only  two  roads  have  been  built  and  put  in  successful 
operation  under  it— the  Cincinnati  and  Indiana,  ana  a  portion  of  the 
Toledo,  Wabash  and  Western,  both  of  which  were  built  to  reach  import- 
ant lines  in  operation  or  in  process  of  construction  beyond  the  boundary 
line  of  the  State.  The  two  companies  have  less  than  one  hundred  miles 
of  road  in  Ohio.  The  Lake  Erie  and  Louisville  E.  R.  Co.,  organized  in 
1853,  under  this  law,  as  the  "Fremont  and  Indiana  E.  E.  Co.,"  has  been 
compelled  to  suspend  further  work  of  construction,  with  only  thirty- seven 
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miles  of  road  built.  Two  other  companies  of  a  more  receut  date  are  now 
engaged  in  building  their  roads — the  New  Lisbon  Company,  with  thirteen 
miles  of  track  laid,  and  the  Columbus  and  Hocking  Valley  Company, 
with  eleven  miles  of  track  laid — making  only  one  hundred  and  fifty- six 
miles  of  railroad  built  in  Ohio  by  companies  organized  since  tlie  adop- 
tion of  the  new  constitution — a  period  of  eighteen  years. 

Section  13  of  this  law,  relative  to  prices  for  transportation,  reads  as 
follows  :  "  Such  corporation  may  demand  and  receive  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  on  said  road,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile,  and 
for  the  transportation  of  property  not  exceeding  five  cents  per  ton,  i^er 
mile,  when  the  same  is  transported  a  distance  of  thirty  miles  or  more ; 
and  in  case  the  same  is  transported  for  a  less  distance  than  thirty  miles, 
such  reasonable  rate  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  fixed  by  said  company 
or  prescribed  by  law." 

It  will  be  noticed  that  this  section  limits  the  rate  of  tare  for  passen- 
gers to  three  cents  per  mile,  for  all  distances,  one-half  a  cent  per  mile 
less  than  the  lowest  rates  in  any  of  the  original  charters,  or  the  law 
of  February  11,  1818,  for  the  longest  distances ;  while  they  allowed  the 
companies  to  fix  reasonable  rates,  from  time  to  time,  for  transporting  a 
less  distance  than  thirty  miles.  Experience  has  proved  that  no  company 
limited  to  a  local  traffic,  in  a  sparsely  populated  distrivjt,  can  afford  to 
carry  i)asseugers  short  distances  at  three  cents  p«r  mile. 

In  an  act  passed  IVIarch  8,  18G5,  it  is  iirovided  that  companies  con- 
structing branches  from  a  main  line  to  jdaces  within  the  limits  of  any 
county,  may  charge  six  cents  per  mile  for  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers, when  the  length  of  such  branches  does  not  exceed  ten  miles. 

The  "act  prescribing  a  tariff  of  freights  on  railroads,"  grew  out  of  the 
competition  existing  at  the  time  of  its  passage  between  railroads  and 
canals.  This  law  is  fully  presented,  explained  and  discussed  in  a  com- 
munication received  from  Hon.  Geo.  W.  Manypenny,  General  Agent  for 
the  Lessees  of  the  Public  Works,  and  long  connected  with  the  canal 
interests  of  the  State,  presented  herewith. 

One  new  ft  uture  introduced  in  the  general  corporation  law  of  May  1, 
1852,  which  hal  not  before  appeared  either  in  the  special  charters  or  any 
other  euactment,  was  the  provision  for  fencing  the  railroads.  This  is 
found  in  the  closing  paragraph  of  section  18,  in  the  following  words : 
******  t'And  each  railroad  company  shall  be  required  to 
fence  its  roads,  with  a  good,  substantial  wooden  fence,  under  such  rules 
as  the  county  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  through  which  the 
same  may  pass,  shall  prescribe." 

Before  the  passage  of  this  law,  and  for  several  years  subsequent,  little 
or  no  attention  was  paid  to  the  matter  of  fencing.  While  the  companies 
were  building  their  lines,  the  land  owners  submitted  to  the  inconvenience 
of  having  their  fences  disturbed  or  destroyed,  with  the  hope,  and  promise 
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in  mauy  cases,  that  as  soon  as  cars  conimeuce.d  runuiug,  fences  would  be 
built.  In  settlements  lor  right  of  way,  many  land  owners,  for  a  consid- 
eration, assumed  the  obligation  of  building  and  maintaining  fences,  and 
others  gave  the  right  of  way  on  condition  that  the  companies  should 
build  and  maintain  fences. 

In  appropriations,  by  law,  for  right  of  way,  the  cost  of  building  and 
maintaining  fences  was,  in  many  cases,  taken  into  the  account  and  esti- 
mate ot  damages,  and  paid  for  by  the  companies. 

For  a  time  after  the  roads  were  so  fi\r  finished  as  to  admit  of  the  pass- 
age of  cars  over  them,  they  were  in  very  imperfect  condition,  and  such 
was  the  embarrassed  condition  of  many,  that  it  was  impossible  for  them 
to  pay  the  most  pressing  demands  for  labor  and  material.  Everything 
not  absolutely  requisite  to  keep  the  roads  and  machinery  in  condition  to 
be  operated,  was  neglected  or  postponed  for  want  of  money.  The  more 
prosperous  companies,  as  soon  as  their  income  Justified,  commenced  to 
build  fences,  cattle-guards  and  crossings,  and  thereby  brought  the  poorer 
companies  under  reproach  for  neglect  of  duty  and  violation  of  law. 
Complaints  and  controversy  on  this  subject  continued,  resulting  in  the 
passage,  on  the  2oth  of  March,  1859,  of  the  "act  providing  for  enclosing 
railroads  by  fences  and  cattle-guards."  This  law  required  every  railroad 
company,  within  two  years  after  its  passage,  or  within  two  years  after 
commencing  to  run  cars,  to  "  construct  and  maintain  good  and  suflicieut 
fences  on  both  sides  of  such  road,  and  also  to  make  and  maintain  a 
sufiQcient  number  of  suitable  crossings  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
public  and  of  persons  living  near  the  line  of  such  road,  together  with 
the  necessary  cattle-guards  to  prevent  cattle  and  other  animals  from 
endangering  themselves  and  the  lives  of  passengers  by  getting  upon 
such  railroad ;  and  such  company  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  which 
may  result  to  horses,  cattle  or  other  domestic  animals  by  reason  of  the 
want  or  insufficiency  of  such  fences,  road-crossings  or  cattle-guards,  or 
by  any  carelessness  or  negligence  of  such  company,  party,  or  agent  or 
agents  thereof,"  &c. 

As  this  law  is  still  in  force,  and  will  be  published  with  the  compilation 
in  this  report,  it  is  unnecessary  to  give  its  provisions  in  full  here.  The 
passage  of  the  law  did  not  secure  the  erection  of  fences.  The  embar- 
rassed companies  preferred  rather  to  take  the  risks  under  it,  than  to 
undertake  the  expense  involved  in  complying  with  its  provisions.  The 
result  was  and  has  been  a  continued  series  of  annoying  and  vexatious 
lawsuits,  resulting  from  the  killing  of  domestic  animals.  Public  opinion 
and  the  courts  generally  inclining  to  the  opinion  that  railroad  companies 
were  alone  at  fault  for  the  destruction  of  animals  on  their  tracks,  judg- 
ment was  generally  rendered  against  the  companies  for  the  full  value  of 
the  animals  killed.  The  inability  of  many  companies  to  pay,  and  the 
habit  of  most  of  them  to  litigate  at  heavy  expense  to  both  parties,  created 
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much  ill  feeling  aud  dissatisfaction ;  suits  and  judgments  against  railroad 
compatiies  became  frequent,  and  a  general  panic  arose  among  all  classes 
of  creditors  and  dealers,  until  a  large  majority  of  the  roads  were  forced 
into  courts  and  placed  in  charge  of  Receivers.  Among  these  were  the 
Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh;  Central  Ohio;  Steubenville  and  Indiana; 
Ohio  and  Mississippi;  Columbus,  Piqua  and  Indiana;  Eaton  and  Ham- 
ilton; Scioto  and  Hocking  Valley ;  Cincinnati,  Wilmington  and  Zanir-s- 
ville;  Cleveland,  Zanesville  and  Cincinnati;  and  Pittsburgh,  Ft.  Wayne 
and  Chicago  Railroads,  These  proceedings  disclosed  the  true  financial 
condition  of  the  companies,  aud  proved  that  a  large  proportion  were 
totally  insolvent.  This  new  condition  of  things  induced  a  new  class  of 
legislation,  looking  to  the  reorganization,  capitalization,  consolidation 
and  amalgamation  of  railroad  interests. 

Among  the  enactments  of  this  class  were  "  An  act  to  enable  railroad 
companies  to  fund  their  floating  debts,"  passed  March  29,  1856  ;  "  An 
act  to  authorize  the  consolidation  of  railroad  companies  in  this  State 
with  railroad  companies  of  States  adjoining,  in  certain  eases,  and  to 
authorize  railroad  companies  in  this  State  to  extend  their  roads  into 
adjoning  States,"  which  took  effect  May  1,  1856,  and  which  was  supple- 
mented by  an  act  passed  February  19,  1858  ;  and  "  An  act  to  regulate 
the  sale  of  railroads  aud  the  reorganization  of  the  "same,"  passed  Ai^ri! 
11,  1861.  Numerous  other  acts  and  amendments  to  former  acts  were 
passed  during  this  period,  "  Extending  the  time  allowed  for  fencing  rail- 
roads," "  Authorizing  companies  to  change  their  names,"  "  Regulating 
railroad  mortgages,"  "  To  prevent  the  obstruction  of  streets,  roads  and 
highways  by  cars,  &c.,"  "  Relative  to  lighting  crossings  in  cities  and 
towns,"  "  Making  stockholders  individually  liable  for  companies'  debts," 
•'  Authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds  and  increase  of  capital  stock  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  a  double  track,"  "  Authorizing  companies  to  construct 
bridges  so  as  to  answer  the  purpose  of  ordinary  travel  and  to  receive 
toll  therefor,"  "  Requiring  a  majority  of  directors  of  railroads  to  be  resi- 
dents of  the  State,"  "  Authorizing  the  sale  of  property  for  charges  in  cer- 
tain cases,"  "  For  the  relief  of  stockholders  and  creditors  of  the  Sandusky, « 
Mansfield  and  Newark  Railroad  Company,"  "  Authorizing  sale  to  cities 
of  roads  lying  within  city  limits,"  "  For  the  assessment  and  taxation  of 
railroad  property,"  "  Authorizing  two  or  more  companies  to  use  one 
draw  or  swing  bridge,  and,  in  case  of  disagreement,  may  acquire  the  right 
by  appropriation,"  "  To  prevent  fraudulent  practices  in  the  use  of  false 
or  fictitious  bills  of  lading,"  "  To  prevent  collisions  on  railroads,"  "  Ex- 
tending time  for  fencing  railroads,"  "  For  the  protection  of  railroads," 
"  For  the  collection  of  claims  against  railroad  companies,"  "  An  act 
repealing  all  acts  of  incorporation  which  have  not  been  accepted  or  acted 
upon,"  and  "  An  act  in  relation  to  statistics." 

The  last  named  act  required  the  corporate  officers  of  railroad  compa- 
19— R.  R.&  T. 
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Dies  to  answer  inquiries  made  by  tbe  Commissioner  of  Statistics,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  condition  of  their  roads,  the  accidents  occurring-  on  them,  tbe 
number  of  casualties,  the  number  of  passengers  and  the  amount  of  freight 
carried,  and  tbe  quantity  of  fuel  consumed.  Previous  to  the  passage  of 
this  act,  in  the  general  law,  "  regulating  railroad  companies,"  passed 
February  11,  1848,  railroad  compauies  were  required  to  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  ''  showing  the  amount  of  their  cai)ital 
stock,  the  gross  amount  of  tolls  or  receipts  during  the  previous  year,  the 
cost  of  repairs  and  incidental  expenses,  the  net  amount  of  luofits  and 
the  dividends  made,  with  such  other  facts  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  full 
statement  of  the  affairs  and  condition  of  such  road  ;  and  the  Auditor 
shall  annually  present  an  abstract  copy  of  such  report  to  the  General 
Assembly."  This  provision  was  also  contained  in  the  general  law  of 
May  1,  1852,  and  in  addition  a  provision  requiring  all  companies  "  to 
l)ublish  annually,  in  some  newsi)aper  of  general  circulation  iu  the  county 
where  the  principal  oflice  is  located,  an  annual  exhibit,  showing  a  full, 
fair  and  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  such  company,  verified  by 
the  oath  of  the  President,  Secretary  or  Clerk." 

These  are  all  the  provisions  found  in  the  statute  books  during  this 
period,  relative  to  obtaining  information  from  railroad  companies,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Legislature  or  the  publie.  LTiider  these  several  laws  no 
reports  were  ever  made  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  or  if  made,  no  abstract 
can  now  be  found  printed  in  the  Auditors'  reports  of  that  i)eriod  ;  nor 
was  the  annual  publication  in  the  newsi)apers  inade  by  many  companies. 

The  first  attempt  to  collect  the  railroad  statistics  of  the  State  was 
made  by  the  Commissioner  of  Statistics,  for  the  year  1857,  which  will  be 
found  iu  his  first  report  of  February  3, 1858,  occupying  a  little  more  than 
one  page.  The  next  year  the  Commissioner,  b}'  means  of  circulars  sent 
to  all  the  companies,  succeeded  in  obtaining  some  additional  statistics; 
but  the  following  quotation  from  his  rei)ort  proves  that  his  success  was 
not  very  satisfactory  :  "  In  the  first  place,  several  of  the  roads  keep 
either  no  statistics  of  their  business,  or  keep  them  inaccurately.  Iu  the 
'second  place,  it  is  difficult  to  find  an  officer  who  is  responsible  for  the 
statistics  of  the  road."  The  next  year  the  Commissioner  did  not  attempt 
to  give  the  details  of  the  oi)erations  of  the  roads,  but  entered  into  a  care- 
ful investigation  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  companies,  and  where  the 
bonds  or  other  indebtedness  were  held.  This  effort  was  not  very  suc- 
cessful. The  statistics  gained  by  the  Conimissioner  constitute  all  the 
information  furnished  uiiiler  the  laws  referred  to,  aud  it  was  entirely  too 
vague  and  uncertain  to  base  wise  and  i)rudent  legislation  upon. 

From  1862  to  18G8  Inclusive. 

In  the  year  1SG2,  only  two  acts  relative  to  railroads  were  passed,  one, 
"  Extending  the  tiuie  for  inclosing  railroads  by  fences  and  cattle  guards," 
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to  March  1,  1SG4,  not  to  apply  to  railroad  companies  that  paid  dividends 
on  their  stock.  The  other  was  "An  act  supplementary  to  an  act  for  the 
assessment  and  taxation  of  property  in  this  State,  and  for  levying  taxes 
thereon  according  to  its  true  vahie  in  money,"  constituting  the  County 
Auditors  of  the  several  counties  in  which  any  railroad  company  lias  its 
track  or  roadway  a  board  of  appraisers  and  assessors  to  ascertain  the 
value  of  all  personal  property  of  the  company,  before  which  board  the 
officers  of  the  railroad  company'  might  be  called  and  examined  under 
oath,  the  board  to  apportion  valuation  among  the  several  counties,  giving 
the  railroad  company  the  right  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  board 
as  to  valuation,  to  Auditor  of  State,  &c.  This  law  was  amended  in  1805, 
but  is  still  regarded  by  the  Auditor  of  State  as  defective.  In  his  report 
for  the  year  18C5,  under  the  head  of  "Our  Financial  System,"  he  makes 
the  following  suggestion  :  "  All  property  should  be  listed  by  the  owner 
or  his  agent,  who  best  knows  its  value.  Railroad  and  telegraph  property 
ought  not  to  form  any  exception  to  this  rule.  These  appraisements  should 
be  made  by  the  President  or  some  other  high  and  responsible  officer  of 
the  company,"  &c. 

On  the  IGth  day  of  March,  18G3,  the  first  section  of  the  "Act  for  the 
protection  of  railroads,"  as  amended  Mar?h  26,  18G0,  passed  March  20, 
1840,  was  amended ;  but  on  examination  it  will  be  found  to  be  but  a  re- 
enactment  of  the  amendment  of  March  26,  1860.  The  provisions  of  this 
law  are  given  in  a  former  part  of  this  article. 

On  the  25th  of  March,  1863,  an  act  was  passed  "  Providing  for  the  dis- 
position of  unclaimed  property  in  possession  of  railroad  and  express 
companies."  This  law  was  found  impracticable,  and  its  provisions 
scarcely  ever  carried  out.  On  the  16th  of  April,  1867,  it  was  repealed,  as 
well  as  the  law  of  April  8,  1856,  on  the  same  subject,  and  a  new  law 
enacted,  which  is  now  in  force,  and  will  be  found  in  full  in  the  Appendix.. 
Several  acts  were  passed  the  sameyear  supplemental  to  the"Act  to  jirovide 
for  the  creation  and  regulation  of  incorporated  companies  in  the  State  of 
Ohio  ;"  also,  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  adjustment  of  the  affairs  of  in- 
solvent railroad  companies,  and  for  the  reorganization  of  the  same  with- 
out a  sale  of  the  property ;"  "  An  act  to  authorize  railroad  companies  to 
increase  their  capital  stock  and  issue  bonds  in  certain  cases ;"  "  An  act 
further  defining  the  duties  and  liabilities  of  railroad  companies;"  and 
"An  act  to  authorize  administrators  and  guardians  to  sell  certain  stocks- 
therein  named." 

The  only  act  relative  to  railroads  passed  in  the  year  1864  was  "  An  act 
extending  the  time  for  inclosing  railroads  by  fences  and  cattle-guards,"" 
to  March  1,  1865. 

In  the  year  18G5  seven  acts  relating  to  or  affecting  railroads,  were 
I3assed  :  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  change  of  location  of  railroads,  turn- 
pikes and  plankroads  in  certain  cases  ;"  "  An  act  to  amend  section  four- 
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of  the  act  to  inovide  for  the  creation  and  regulation  of  iucorporated 
companies  in  the  State  of  Ohio,"  passed  May  1,  1852 ;  "  An  act  supple- 
meiihil  to  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide  for  compensation  to  the 
owners  of  private  property  appropriated  to  the  use  of  corporations,'  " 
passed  April  .SO,  1852;  "An  act  to  i)rovide  for  the  equalization  of  the 
assessments  of  the  property  of  railroads."  [This  act  repealed  in  18GG, 
and  the  year  following-,  that  of  18GG  repealed.]  "  An  act  to  continue  in 
force  railroad  charters  heretofore  granted  ;"  An  act  for  the  relief  of  tlie 
creditors  and  stockholders  of  railroad  companies;"  and  "An  act  to  re- 
strain from  running  at  large  certain  animals  therein  named." 

The  last-named  act  has  no  direct  bearing  on  railroad  companies,  only 
in  excepting  railroad  inclosures  from  its  benefits.  It  makes  it  a  penal 
offense  for  the  owner  or  keeper  of  horses,  mules,  cattle,  sheep,  goats, 
swine,  or  geese  to  allow  them  to  run  at  large  on  any  public  road  or  high- 
way, or  in  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  upon  any  uninclosed  laud  in  the 
State,  or  to  be  herd*  d  or  kept,  for  the  purpose  of  grazing,  on  premises 
other  than  those  owned  or  occupied  by  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  ani- 
mals, except  on  a  permit  granted  by  the  county  commissioners  of  any 
county  ;  which  permit  shall  terminate  on  the  first  Monday  of  JMarch  in 
each  year;  and  makes  the  owner  or  ke^eper  liable  for  all  damages  done 
by  the  animals  upon  the  premises  of  another,  without  reference  to  the 
fence  which  may  inclose  the  premises.  The  law  contains  this  proviso  : 
"  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  render 
any  owner  or  keeper  of  any  of  the  animals  mentioned  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act  liable  for  damages  arising  to  any  railroad."  The  act  of  May 
14,  18G8,  "For  the  protection  of  railway  passengers,"  virtually  repeals 
this  proviso,  making  it  unlawful  for  the  owner  of  any  of  the  animals 
mentioned,  "  to  knowingly  permit  the  same  or  any  of  them  to  enter  any 
inclosure  of  any  railroad  in  this  State ;  or  having  entered,  to  remain 
therein.;  or  to  lead  or  drive  any  i-uch  animal  or  animals  within  such  in- 
closure along  or  upon  the  track  of  any  railroad  in  this  State,  at  any  other 
place  than  the  regular  street  or  road  crossing,  farm  crossing  or  way ;" 
the  person  offending  to  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction,  to  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  the  first 
oflense,  and  not  exceeding  thirty  dollars  for  each  additional  offense. 

In  18GG,  six  acts  relating  to  railroads  were  passed ;  among  them  an 
act  authorizing  suits  to  be  brought  against  railroad  companies  in  any 
township  through  which  the  road  may  pass — service  to  be  made  upon 
ticket  or  freight  agents,  in  case  the  president  does  not  reside  or  have  an 
office  in  the  county  where  the  suit  is  brought ;  "An  act  to  amend  section 
forty-nine  of  the  code,"  providing  that  suits  against  railroad  companies 
for  injury  to  person  or  property  upon  the  road,  or  upon  a  liability  as  car- 
rier, may  be  brought  in  any  county  through  or  into  which  the  road 
passes;  "An  act  to  amend  the  first  section  of  the  "Act  to  provide  for 
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the  collectiou  of  claims  agaiust  railroad  companies ;"  "  An  act  to  amend 
section  eleven  of  the  '  Act  to  provide  for  the  creation  and  regulation  of 
incorporated  companies  in  the  State  of  Ohio,'  "  passed  May  1,  1852  ; 
"  An  act  to  protect  the  stockholders  of  railroads  and  shippers  thereon"— 
making  it  unlawful  to  elect  or  appoint  to  any  ofiice  of  profit  or  trust  of 
any  railroad  corporation  of  the  State  any  person  who  is  a  stockholder, 
owner  or  part  owner  of  any  express,  dispatch,  fast  freight  or  transporta- 
tion comi)any. 

The  enactments  relative  to  railroads  for  the  years  18G7  and  18G8  are 
contained  in  twenty  bills,  most  of  which  being  still  in  force  will  be  fouud 
in  the  compilation  of  laws  now  in  force  relative  to  railroads,  herewith  pre- 
sented. The  following  are  among  the  most  important  of  the^e  laws: 
"  An  act  to  provide  for  the  equalization  of  the  assessment  of  the  property 
of  railroads ;"  "  An  act  to  authorize  the  employment  of  police  force  by 
railroad  companies;"  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
missioner of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs,  and  to  prescribe  his  duties;"  "An 
act  to  authorize  the  incorporation  of  union  depots  ;"  "  An  act  to  authorize 
receivers  of  insolvent  railroad  companies  to  sell  unfinished  road  beds  and 
franchises;"  and  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  railway  passengers." 

From  1830  to  18G8,  a  period  of  thirty-eight  years,  over  four  hundred 
acts  have  been  passed  incorporating  or  relating  to  railroad  companies. 
Having  gone  over  this  entire  legislation,  and  noted  the  leading  and  im- 
portant features  of  it,  the  following  conclusions  and  suggestions  arise : 

INADEQUACY  OF  LEGrlSLATION. 

Legislation  on  the  subject  of  railroads  has  folio  ived,  and  not  anticipated, 
the  wants  and  condition  of  the  companies  from  time  to  time  as  they  were 
developed  and  grew  in  importance.  The  passage  of  a  multitude  of  char- 
ters, amendments  and  general  laws,  influenced  sometimes  by  passion, 
prejudice  or  rival  interests,  has  resulted  in  conflicting  and  unequal  laws, 
now  found  inadequate  to  the  present  wants  and  condition  of  things. 

WANT   OF   INFORMATION. 

The  legislation  has  not  been  based  upon  a  careful  investigation  and 
knowledge  of  the  subject  as  developed  from  time  to  time,  or  a  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  several  acts  in  force,  but  has  been  spasmodic  and  tem- 
porizing. 

Xo  careful  record  of  railroad  operations  has  been  collected  and  preserved, 
by  which  the  experience  of  one  period  could  be  advantageously  ai)plied 
to  a  succeeding  one.  The  legislature  has  endeavored,  at  times,  to  secure 
a  faithful  record  and  account  of  all  the  financial  transactions  ot  the  com- 
panies as  kept  under  the  authority  of  the  directors;  and  has  granted 
power,  within  limited  bounds,  for  any  shareholder  to  examine  the  com- 
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pany's  accounts,  aud  required  the  annual  exhibition  of  a  balance  sheet 
showing  all  the  capital  stock,  credits  aud  property  of,  and  debts  due  by, 
the  company,  and  giving  a  distinct  view  of  the  profit  and  loss.  Every 
special  charter  aud  geueral  law  for  the  creation  of  these  corporations  has 
impliedly  or  expressly  contained  these  i^rovisious.  They  are,  however, 
defective  in  so  far  as  they  do  not  secure  a  uniform  system  of  accounts. 
Each  company  is  at  liberty^  to  adopt  the  form  it  considers  most  convenient, 
and  to  vary  the  same  from  time  to  time.  The  result  is,  that  no  adequate 
means  are  atibrded  by  which  to  compare  the  financial  affairs  of  two  rail- 
roads, or  even  to  compare  the  aecounts  of  the  same  company  from  time  to 
time.  This  uncertainty  deprives  the  public  of  the  power  of  ascertaining 
the  relative  condition  of  different  companies;  it  deprives  one  company  of 
the  means  of  profiting  by  the  experience  of  another,  and  it  leaves  share- 
holders without  any  adequate  check  on  the  directory. 

The  great  want  of  the  public  and  the  law-making  power  on  the  subject 
of  railroads  is  information,  derived  from  facts  developed  in  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  roads,  for  a  period  long  enough  to  demonstrate  the 
leading  principles  which  do  and  must  govern  them.  Legislation  can  then 
be  directed  properly  and  applied  correctly.  The  practice  and  policy,  for 
the  most  part,  has  been  to  conceal  from  the  public  the  true  condition  aud 
workings  of  railroad  companies.  Several  causes  have  conspired  to  pro- 
duce this  result.  The  first  movement  toward  the  building  of  railroads  in 
this  State  was  regarded  as  a  private  enterprise,  with  which  the  public 
had  no  right  to  interfere,  except  so  far  as  was  necessary  to  give  them  cor. 
porate  existence  and  the  rights  incident  to  it,  of  appropriating  lands, 
crossing  streets,  highways  aud  water-courses,  and  exercising  the  usual 
functions  of  a  corporate  body.  Great  expectations  were  entertained  by 
The  early  stockholders  as  to  the  value  of  their  investments.  A  j)ortion  of 
the  public  believed  they  were  to  be  greatly  benefited  by^  a  new,  cheap  and 
rapid  mode  of  transportation,  while  another  portion  opposed  the  building 
of  railroads. 

It  required  more  than  ten  years  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  building  and 
equipping  the  first  roads  in  the  State,  aud  by  that  time  nearly  all  the  com- 
Ijauies  now  in  existence  were  organized  and  exerting  their  utmost  efitbrts 
to  secure  the  means  for  completion.  At  this  early  period  the  statistics 
were  indifferently  kept,  and  little  was  or  could  be  known  as  to  the  real 
financial  condition  or  the  operations  of  the  companies.  As  the  number  of 
railroads  increased,  competition,  jealousy  and  opposition  grew  formidable, 
demanding  inquiry  and  research.  The  State  being  largely  interested  in 
the  canals,  slack- waters  and  plank-roads  of  the  State,  those  directly  con- 
cerned in  their  success  insisted  upou  the  passage  of  laws  requiring  reports 
from  railroad  companies  and  more  restrictive  provisions.  This  resulted 
in  the  general  provision  of  the  law  of  1848,  under  which  most  of  our  rail- 
road companies  were  incorporated,  requiring  every  railroad  companj^  to 
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make  an  annual  report  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  but  little  or  no  attention 
was  paid  to  this  requiremcMt.  The  same  provision  was  contained  in  the 
law  of  1852,  followed  by  the  law  requiring  companies  to  furnish  reports 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Statistics,  both  of  which  have  been,  in  a  great 
measure,  disregarded.  When  financial  failure  attended  or  threatened  a 
company  the  real  cause  was  often  concealed,  and  when  success  and  pros- 
perity followed,  all  stockholders  and  creditors  were  satisfied  to  pocket 
their  profits  and  keep  silent,  lest  tbe  reserved  power  specified  in  their 
charters  might  be  exercised  by  the  legislature  in  revising  their  rates.  It 
has  hardly  yet  become  popular  for  railroad  companies  to  report  their  reil 
condition,  but  by  long  and  persevering  effort  and  various  means  the  real 
history  and  condition  of  these  corporations  are  becoming  known,  and  their 
relations  to  the  public  better  understood. 

One  principle  should  be  settled:  Is  the  laio  requiring  full  reports  from 
railroad  companies  constitutional,  just  and  equitable?  Of  this  I  have  no 
doubt:  the  whole  theory  of  our  Constitution  and  laws  on  this  subject 
atfirra  this  principle  clearly,  and  is  not  seriously  denied  by  any  one. 
Having  settled  this  principle,  the  reports  should  be  made  upon  a  uniform 
system  and  kept  up  until  all  that  is  necessary  and  beneficial  to  the  public 
interest  is  known  and  clearly  understood.  The  companies  themselves 
would  be  greatly  benefited  by  the  series  of  reports,  and  come  to  consult 
them  as  their  own  guides  and  text-books.  They  would  bring  the  public 
and  the  companies  together,  and  enable  them  to  canvass  every  question 
fully  and  fairly,  and  all  unjust  and  improper  legislation  could  be  avoided. 
The  last  two  years  experience  under  the  preseut  law  has  proved  thi6.  A 
general  disposition  has  been  manifested  by  oflicers  and  agents  of  all  the 
companies  to  respond  fully  and  promptly  to  the  requirements  of  the  law, 
and  much  valuable  information  has  been  obtained  Every  year  will  add 
to  its  value  by  furnishing  tests  and  comparisons,  and  developing  new  and 
important  improvements. 

As  early  as  the  year  1839  a  select  committee  on  railways,  appointed  by 
the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  expressed  the  opinion  that  a  board 
would  be  required  to  superintend  railways  "for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
the  weak  against  the  strong,  and  counteracting  the  evils  incident  to 
monopoly."  In  pursuance  of  this  opinion  and  recommendation,  the 
Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Her  Majesty's  Privy  Council  appointed  for 
the  consideration  of  all  matters  relating  to  trade  and  foreign  plantations, 
called  the  Board  of  Trade,  were  given  control  and  jurisdiction  over  rail- 
roads. All  plans  and  specifications  for  building  a  railroad,  and  the  pro- 
posed enactments  on  the  subject,  are  required  to  be  first  submitted  to 
them.  Their  approval  or  certificate  is  necessary  before  the  work  is  com- 
menced, and  the  road  could  not  be  opened  for  traffic  until  thoroughly 
examined  by  an  engineer  appointed  by  them,  and  the  Poard  satisfied 
that  the  work  is  sufficiently  completed  to  admit  of  the  safe  conveyance

of  passengers  and  ])roperty.  After  the  road  is  opened  the  Board  has 
authority  to  superintend  and  direct  its  management  in  all  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  public  interest;  to  determine  questions  arising  between  two  or 
more  companies  as  to  the  use  of  each  other's  lines,  branches  and  depots, 
and  as  to  crossings,  bridges,  gates,  speed  of  trains,  entries  on  adjoining 
lands  for  building  or  repairs,  and  to  sanction  by-laws  and  rules  adopted  by 
(,'ompauies  as  to  employes  and  the  public.  Any  violation  of  law  or  con- 
travention of  charter  by  a  company  can  be  examined  and  inquired  into 
by  the  Board,  and  the  company  restricted  by  legal  proceediugs  brought 
by  the  Attorney  General,  on  the  certificate  or  order  of  the  Board.  All 
companies  are  required  to  make  full  returns  to  the  Board,  of  their  busi- 
ness, rates  of  chaiges,  accidents,  &c.  No  road  can  be  abandoned  with- 
out the  consent  and  order  of  the  Board. 

Following,  as  we  do  in  this  country,  in  many  respects  the  laws  and 
habits  of  Great  Britain,  Boards  of  Control,  Engineers  or  Commissioners, 
clothed  with  similar  powers  as  the  Board  of  Trade  of  England,  though 
generally  less  extended,  have  been  appointed  in  many  States.  Most  of 
the  States  having  large  railroad  interests  provide  by  law  for  full  reports 
Irom  every  company. 

In  Massachusetts,  returns  similar  to  those  required  in  this  State  are 
made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  by  him  })ublished  and 
submitted  to  the  General  Assembly. 

In  Connecticut  three  Commissioners  are  appointed  with  certain  powers 
and  duties,  among  which  is  a  semi-annual  examination  of  all  the  rail- 
roads, in  the  spring  and  fall.  Eeturus  are  also  made  to  them  by  all  rail- 
road comi)anies,  and  an  annual  report  made  to  the  Legislature.  The 
scries  of  reports  by  tliese  officers  for  eight  or  ten  years  give  an  expose  of 
the  woikings  of  the  railroad  system  in  those  States. 

In  the  State  of  New  York,  reports  similar  to  our  own,  but  more  in 
detail,  are  made  to  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  who  was  authorized 
to  print  with  his  annual  report  a  map  of  the  State,  showing  the  position 
of  every  raih^oad  in  the  State — a  work  very  much  needed  in  this  State, 
and  which  should  be  authorized  in  connection  with  a  geological  survey 
and  topographical  map  of  the  State. 

In  Pennsylvania,  reports  are  required  from  all  companies,  to  be  made 
to  the  Auditor  General  and  by  him  submitted  to  the  Legislature. 

In  Virginia,  "  every  railroad  corporation  in  which  the  Commonwealth 
is  interested  as  a  stockholder  or  creditor,  or  whose  road  is  wholly  within 
the  State,"  is  required  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  with  the  most  full  and  minute  details,  giving  maps  and  profile  of  ' 
entire  line,  grades,  curvature,  characteristics,  &c.,  the  blanks  used  in  mak- 
ing the  returns  containing  over  one  hundred  and  forty  specific  inquiries. 

Wherever  a   system,   requiring  examination   and  reports,  has  been 
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adopted,  it  has  proved  of  great  value  ia  furnishing  accurate  and  reliable 
information  upon  which  to  base  appropriate  legislation  for  the  mutual 
protection  and  benefit  of  the  people  and  railroad  companies. 

EXTENT   OF   THE  RAILWAY  SYSTEM. 

Great  as  the  railroad  interest  is  in  this  country,  it  is  but  partially  devel- 
oped. From  its  geographical  position,  our  State  must  ever  have  a  large 
and  growing  interest  in  the  subject.  It  has  already  been  denominated 
"  The  Transit  State."  Nearly  every  railroad  east  or  west  of  us  contrib- 
utes to  the  business  of  our  lines.  We  have  now  six  great  arterial  lines 
passing  through  the  State  in  an  easterly  and  westerly  direction,  and 
three  completed  and  two  more  projected  running  nearly  north  and  south. 
The  traffic  on  these  lines  is  soon  to  be  doubled  and  quadrupled.  Few 
have  any  knowledge  of  its  magnitude  and  importance  now.  We  have 
nearly  four  thousand  miles  of  iron  track  in  the  State;  probably  more 
than  any  other  State  in  the  Union.  During  the  past  year  over  nine  mil- 
lions of  passengers  were  transported  on  these  lines — three  times  the 
entire  population  of  the  State ;  and  during  the  same  period  over  ten  mil- 
lions tons  of  freight  were  carried.  This  traffic  will  undoubtedly  increase 
at  a  ratio  of  one  hundred  per  cent,  every  ten  years. 

The  following  figures  are  worthy  of  consideration  in  this  connection  :

The  agricultural,  manufacturing,  and  every  other  business  interest  in 
the  State,  are  directly  and  largely  interested  in  the  question  of  trans- 
portation. A  ton  weight  costs  for  transportation  by  wagon,  over  com- 
mon roads,  about  fifteen  cents  per  mile ;  over  rails  by  steam,  as  low  as  one 
and  a  half  cents  per  mile.  A  ton  of  wheat,  reckoning  thirty-three  bush- 
els to  the  ton,  and  worth  at  market  $52,  if  moved  thither  two  hundred 
miles  by  wagon,  loses  $30  of  its  value  in  the  transit,  and  brings  to  its 
owner  $22  net ;  but  if  conveyed  by  steam  over  rail,  yields  a  return  of 
$49.  So  a  ton  of  Indian  corn,  worth  at  the  market  $27,  consumes,  if  it 
be  moved  the  same  distance  by  wagon,  all  its  selling  value  ere  it  arrives 
at  the  place  of  sale,  but  if  transported  by  steam  over  a  railroad,  realizes 
to  its  owner  $24.  The  same  reasoning  applies  to  value  created  in  all 
manufactured  articles. 
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This  is  too  large  and  important  an  interest  to  deal  lightly  and  carelessly 
with.  In  addition  to  the  pecuniary  values  involved,  the  lives  of  millions 
of  i)eople  are  yearly  entrusted  to  the  care  of  these  companies,  and  every 
reasonable  and  proper  effort  should  be  made  to  guard  them  against  peril. 

WHAT  AMENDMENTS  AND  MODIFICATIONS  IN   THE   PRESENT  LAWS  ARE 

NEEDED. 

What  modification  of  the  present  laws,  or  what  new  legislation  is 
requisite  and  necessary  for  the  i)ublic  interests  in  connection  with  this 
subject  1 

It  will  be  impossible  to  go  as  fully  into  the  discussion  of  the  questions 
arising  under  this  head,  as  the  importance  or  magnitude  of  the  subject 
requires.  I  shall  therefore  only  suggest  the  main  points  which  I  deem 
important  for  legislative  consideration.  So  many  and  important  are  the 
considerations  involved  in  the  matter  of  legislation,  that  I  am  reluctant 
to  make  suggestions,  and  must  ask  for  these  a  careful  consideration  before 
final  adoption.  They  are  made  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
law  prescribing  the  duties  of  the  Commissioner. 

First :  As  to  Rates. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  presented  an  abstract  of  the  rates  charged 
by  every  company  in  the  State  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and 
freights,  taken  from  their  published  tariff  sheets,  with  the  provisions  of 
the  charter  or  law  relating  to  rates  applicable  to  each.  In  one  or  two  in- 
stances I  am  advised  that  I  overlooked  certain  charter  amendments  bear- 
ing on  the  subject,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  companies  interested ;  but  they 
are  of  so  little  importance  in  their  bearing  upon  the  subject  as  to  be  un- 
worthy of  mention,  except  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  corporate 
rights  may  be  acquired  by  the  action  of  a  board  of  directors  accepting 
provisions  of  law  and  entering  the  same  on  their  minute-book,  which  is 
the  only  record  made,  and  therefore  cannot  be  known  except  by  access  to 
and  examination  of  the  company's  records.  Every  such  instance  of  cor 
porate  acquisition  ought  to  be  certified  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  re- 
corded in  his  office.  Again,  all  legislation  ought  to  be  very  guarded,  in 
view  of  the  relations  of  companies  to  the  State  and  Federal  govern- 
ment, and  the  fact  that  some  of  our  lines  constitute  only  a  i)ortion  of 
lines  extending  through  several  States.  It  can  hardly  be  expected  to 
secure  a  uniform  system  of  railroad  law,  except  through  Federal  author- 
ity, and  we  ought  not  to  legislate  so  as  to  discriminate  in  favor  of  com- 
peting lines  not  subject  to  our  jurisdiction  and  not  bound  by  our  legisla- 
tion. 

It  is  undoubtedly  for  the  interest  of  the  people  that  as  many  lines  of 
railroad  be  built  and  maintained  in  the  State  as  will  be  necessary  for  our 
highest  development  and  prosperity. 
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From  tlie  examination  I  have  been  able  to  give  the  subject,  I  am  satis- 
fied that  no  uniform  system  and  absolute  rule  can  now  be  safely  adopted. 
We  should  remove  from  the  statute  books  all  unjust  and  impracticable 
laws,  and  enact  those  that  are  clearly  necessary  and  requisite  for  the 
public  good,  adding,  modifying,  and  improving  from  year  to  year,  until 
the  wisest  and  best  system  can  be  obtained,  and  offer  such  rewards  and 
attach  such  penalties  as  will  insure  the  observance  of  the  laws. 

Much  needed  legislation  has  been  prevented  by  a  fear  or  anxiety  lest 
more  evil  than  good  would  be  done,  or  that  with  wholesome  and  judicious 
piovisions  would  be  coupled  others  of  so  doubtful  or  prejudicial  a  char- 
acter as  to  defeat  the  desired  object.  This  feeling  can  only  be  met  and 
overcome  by  a  careful  and  candid  investigation  of  every  question  to  be 
legislated  upon,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  facts  upon  which  it  is  based, 
before  any  bill  is  passed. 

The  only  legislation  in  regard  to  rates  that  I  am  prepared  to  recom. 
mend  at  this  time  is  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  maximum  rate, 
beyond  which  no  company  shall  go  without  incurring  heavy  penalties, 
to  be  promptly  enforced  without  expense  to  the  injured  party.  This  rate 
should  be  graduated  according  to  distance,  for  a  certain  number  of  miles, 
and  a  rate  fixed  below  which  companies  should  not  be  required  to  charge 
for  a  single  passage  or  shipment.  The  rates  should  be  high  enough  to 
fairly  compensate  any  company  in  the  State  for  the  service  rendered,  and 
in  this  estimate  must  be  considered  the  many  circumstances  which  enter 
into  the  cost  of  transporting,  and  the  rate  made  high  enough  to  encour- 
age, rather  than  discourage,  the  building  of  other  roads,  relying  upon 
competition  to  reduce  the  rates. 

The  present  legal  rates  are  unequal  and  operate  unjustly.  By  the 
charters  of  some  companies  they  may  charge  "  sucli  rates  as  the  directors 
of  said  company  may  deem  reasonable.'^''  Other  special  charters  contain 
the  following  provision  as  to  rates  :  "  They  shall  have  power  to  charge 
for  tolls  ou  passengers,  goods,  produce,  merchandise  or  property  of  any 
kind  whatsoever,  transported  by  them  or  by  others  along  said  railway, 
any  sum  not  more  than  the  tolls  charged  on  the  Ohio  canals  on  the  same 
kind  of  goods,  merchandise,  produce  or  property  of  any  other  descrip- 
tion, or  passengers,  going  in  the  same  direction."  This  provision  is  con- 
strued by  companies  operating  under  it  as  not  limiting  the  rates  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  and  that  they  may  charge  for 
that  service  reasonable  rates  or  such  rates  as  they  see  fit. 

By  the  general  law  of  1848,  which  a  majority  of  the  companies  now  in 
existence  are  subject  to  as  to  rates,  they  may  charge,  "  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  and  one-half  cents  per  mile,  and 
for  the  transportation  of  property,  not  exceeding  five  cents  per  ton  per 
mile,  when  the  same  are  transported  a  distance  of  thirty  miles  or  more  ; 
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and  in  case  the  same  are  transported  for  a  less  distance  tlian  thirty  miles, 
such  reasonable  rate  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  fixed  by  said  com- 
pany." 

A  fourth  rate,  and  the  one  applicable  to  all  companies  organized  since 
the  passage  of  the  general  law  of  May  1,  1852,  and  which  may  be  here- 
after organized,  fixes  the  rates  as  follows  :  "  For  the  transportation  of 
passengers  [any  and  all  distances],  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile, 
and  for  the  transportation  of  property,  not  exceeding  five  cents  per  ton 
per  mile,  when  the  same  is  transported  a  distance  of  thirty  miles  or 
more  ;  and  in  case  the  same  is  transported  for  a  less  distance  than  thirty 
miles,  such  reasonable  rate  as  may  be,  from  time  to  time,  fixed  by  said 
company  or  prescribed  by  law."  This  rate  is  undoubtedly  too  low  for 
short  distances. 

A  fifth  rate,  established  by  law  and  applicable  to  branch  roads,  or 
independent  companies  building  branches  within  the  limits  of  any  county, 
is  as  follows :  "  For  the  transportation  of  passengers  on  said  branch  or 
branches,  a  fare  not  exceeding  six  cents  per  mile,  and  for  transportation 
of  property,  such  reasonable  rates  as  may  be,  from  time  to  time,  fixed  by 
the  company  or  prescribed  by  law ;  provided,  that  if  the  length  of  such 
branch  exceeds  ten  miles,  then  the  charge  for  passengers  and  freight  upon 
such  excess  shall  be  such  as  is  or  may  be  prescribed  by  law." 

The  effect  of  these  various  rates  is  to  give  preference  to  one  company 
over  another,  and  to  impose  unequal  burdens  upon  one  class  of  people 
over  another  class,  which  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  our  Constitution 
and  the  rights  of  citizens  ;  and  it  offers  a  temptation  which  is  too  fre- 
quently yielded  to,  to  nullify  all  law  on  the  subject,  by  those  companies 
limited  to  the  lowest  rates. 

Again,  the  law  in  regard  to  rates  for  the  transportation  of  property, 
should  be  so  amended  as  to  admit  of  the  carrying  of  small  packages, 
valuable  articles,  and  tho?e  occupying  large  space,  and  passengers'  bag- 
gage exceeding  a  certain  amount  and  value,  at  fixed  and  specified  rates, 
in  proportion  to  distance,  space  occupied  or  risk  incurred  by  reason  of 
value.  Every  company  in  the  State  is  in  daily  violation  of  its  charter  or 
the  law  regulating  its  rates,  and  must  be  so  long  as  there  is  no  discrimi- 
nation as  to  distance  or  the  character  and  value  of  the  article  carried. 
An  attempt  is  made  to  evade  the  law  or  comply  with  its  provisions  by 
giving  to  some  articles  a  fictitious  weight,  greatly  in  excess  of  their  real 
weight.  I  see  no  difficulty  in  framing  such  provisions  as  will  remedy  this 
difficulty,  and  their  effect  would  be  to  equalize  the  rates  to  all  classes, 
and  the  competition  created  by  numerous  roads  would  i^revent  extortion, 
and  offer  an  inducement  to  the  companies  to  transport  at  reasonable 
rates  and  avoid  the  necessity  which  is  now  entailed  upon  many,  of  trans- 
porting at  losing  rates,  or  dailj  violating  their  charters  or  the  laws  regu- 
lating their  rates. 
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THROUGH  AND  LOCAL  RATES. 

In  this  connectlou  may  be  mentioned  the  discrepancy  between  through 
and  local  rates.  There  is  little  complaint  that  rates  are  too  high,  but 
that  they  are  irregular  and  disproportionate.  I  am  satisfied  that  this 
cannot  be  corrected  by  legislation  further  than  to  protect  the  way  traffic 
against  excessive  charges.  The  rates  now  established  by  law,  for  most 
companies,  are  not  excessive;  they  are  greatly  below  the  rates  allowed 
by  law  in  many  other  States,  and  those  living  on  the  line  of  railroads  are 
content  to  pay  them  when  uniform  and  no  preference  given.  They  are 
an  agreeable  contrast  to  the  rates  paid  before  the  roads  were  built.  But 
the  roads  are  often  extended,  or  become  links  reaching  to  an  important 
commercial  center,  and  thus  become  one  of  two  or  more  routes  between 
"common  points,"  and  between  which  competition  is  developed  for  the 
carrying  of  trade.  The  road  is  built  and  equipped  with  a  view  to  the 
local  traffic,  and  the  company  can  afford  to  do  the  business  at  the  estab- 
lished rates  ;  they  are  remunerative  and  the  people  are  generally  satisfied 
to  pay  them.  But  it  has  the  machiuei-y  and  rolling  stock  for  doing  more 
business.  The  road  and  rolling  stock  are  provided,  and  the  same  super- 
intendance  and  working  force  can,  with  very  little  additional  expense,  do 
twice  or  three  times  the  business.  It  therefore  becomes  a  competitor  for 
the  through  business  between  the  common  points,  and  sometimes  at  rates 
considerably  less  than  the  local  rates  paid  at  way  points.  While  the  road 
never  would  have  been  built  to  do  the  through  business  alone,  at  the  rates 
current,  yet  being  built  and  equipped,  it  finds  a  legitimate  profit  in  em- 
ploying its  excess  of  capacity  over  that  required  for  the  local  business,  in 
accepting  the  current  rates  for  the  through  business,  which  might  be  in 
part  or  wholly  lost  if  not  taken  at  the  competing  rates. 

Nor  can  the  local  shipper  justly  complain  of  this.  He  is  in  no  wise 
wronged ;  his  freight  is  the  same  as  if  the  road  had  been  built  no  further 
than  his  own  door.  If  his  transportation  costs  him  more  than  his  friend's 
who  lives  at  the  common  competing  point,  it  is  simply  the  misfortune  of 
bis  location. 

These  principles  apply  to  every  class  of  business  and  must  be  controlled 
by  supply  and  demand  and  the  laws  of  commerce,  and  not  by  legislation  ; 
provided  always  that  all  companies  are  held  strictly  within  a  fair  and 
uniform  maximum  rate,  giving  equal  facilities  to  all. 

Having  fixed  the  maximum  rates,  companies  should  be  required  bylaw 
to  publish  the  same,  and  for  passengers,  tables  giving  rates  and  distances 
should  be  posted  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  every  passenger  depot  and 
ticket  office;  and  for  freight  in  every  freight  office,  making  it  unlaw- 
ful for  any  agent  to  charge  any  other  rates  than  those  specified  in  the 
tables,  giving  to  the  company  the  right  to  change  their  published  rates 
npon  making,  publishing  and  posting  new  tables  containing  the  changes. 
This  would  afford  every  citizen  an  opportunity  to  examine  and  test  the 
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legality  of  the  rates  and  prevent  an  undue  advantage  or  preference  being 
given  to  one  class  over  another. 

RATES  TO  PiiSSENGrERS  WITHOUT  TICKETS. 

Connected  with  the  subject  of  rates  is  the  question  of  rates  for  passen- 
gers who  enter  the  cars  without  tickets.  This  subject  was  presented  in 
my  last  report  under  the  head  of  "  passenger  rates  for  less  distances  tlian 
thirty  miles."  Believing  as  I  did  then  that  no  company  had  the  right  to 
establish  any  rule  involving  a  violation  of  its  charter  or  the  law  under 
which  it  was  incorporated,  and  that  many  cases  might  arise  of  passengers 
innocently  getting  aboard  of  cars  without  tickets,  I  objected  to  fie 
arrangement  established  by  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago 
liailway  Company  of  charging  passengers  found  on  the  cars  without 
tickets,  an  excess  of  regular  ticket  fare,  on  the  ground  that  the  rule  was 
not  authorized  by  law,  and  was  in  violation  of  the  company's  chartered 
rights,  and  insisted  upon  its  abandonment  or  modification.  It  was 
finally  abandoned  by  the  company,  but  with  reluctance  and  under  protest. 

It  has  long  been  a  source  of  great  annoyance  and  considerable  loss  to 
railway  companies,  that  no  perfect  system  could  be  found  for  ascertain- 
ing the  true  amount  received  by  a  conductor  from  passengers  paying 
their  fare  to  him.  It  is  asserted  by  every  railway  officer  with  whom  I 
have  conferred  on  the  subject,  that  there  is  no  plan  yet  discovered  by 
which  it  can  be  certainly  known  how  much  fare  is  thus  actually  paid,  or 
how  many  passengers  are  allowed  to  travel  free. 

Every  obligation  of  fair  dealing  toward  railroad  companies,  bond  and 
stockholders,  and  the  great  mass  of  people  who  travel  by  rail  and  pay 
regular  fare,  demands  the  aid  of  the  Legislature  in  enforcing  just  and 
wholesome  rules,  by  which  the  greatest  accuracy  and  certainty,  and  most 
perfect  accountability  can  be  secured. 

In  most  European  countries  it  is  impossible  for  a  passenger  to  enter  a 
railway  car  without  first  procuring  a  ticket  and  exhibiting  it  to  a  guard 
on  entering.  The  impracticability  of  adopting  this  method  in  this  coun- 
try, except  at  more  important  stations,  has  led  to  many  plans  and  inven- 
tions to  secure  the  same  object,  the  most  popular  of  which  is  the  one 
referred  to,  of  charging  an  excess  of  fare  over  the  regular  ticket  rate,  to 
every  passenger  found  in  the  cars  without  a  ticket. 

For  the  purpose  of  securing  reliable  information  as  to  this  system,  I 
have  obtained  from  several  companies  comparative  exhibits,  showing  its 
practical  wordings.  As  the  system  was  first  adopted  in  this  State  by  the 
Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Company,  and  that  com- 
pany abandoned  it  on  the  first  of  January,  1808,  on  account  of  the  action 
taken  by  this  Department,  it  is  simple  justice  to  the  company  to  give  the 
public  the  benefit  of  its  experience  in  the  matter. 

The  following  letter  and  tables,  from  the  Superintendent  of  the  com- 
pany, will  fairly  present  the  subject : 
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"Pittsburg,  Ft.  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Co., 

Office  of  the  Gkneral  Superintendent, 

Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  Sept.  23,  18G8. 

"Gen.  Geo.  B.  Wright,  Commissioner  of  Bailroads,  etc.,  Columbus,  0.: 

"Dear  Sir: — lu  compliance  with  your  request  of  1st  inst,  I  herewith 
ioclose  you  monthly  statement  of  moneys  collected  on  trains  of  this  rail- 
way company,  from  January  1,  18G4,  to  July  31st,  1868.  It  would  be 
almost  impossible  to  give  you  the  proportion  of  these  monthly  sums 
which  were  collected  at  ticket  and  local  rates.  The  amount  collected  at 
ticket  rates  must  necessarily  be  very  small,  as  we  sell  tickets  at  nearly 
all  stations. 

"Prior  to  October  1,  1864,  our  local  rates  were  about  one-half  cent  per 
mile  in  excess  of  ticket  rates.  S  bsequent  to  that  time,  and  until  Jan- 
uary 1,  1868,  they  were  as  per  tariff  inclosed.  Ou  the  first  of  January 
last,  after  reading  the  decision  of  the  Attorney  General,  we  instructed 
our  conductors  to  collect  at  ticket  rates.  The  result  of  these  different 
systems  is  apparent  from  the  receipts  under  each  one. 

"Your  knowledge  of  railway  management  and  the  true  policy  to  pro- 
mote their  interests,  render  it  unnecesary  for  me  to  enlarge  on  the  loss 
entailed  through  the  system  of  train  collections. 

"The  confessed  dishonesty  of  a  large  number  of  conductors,  who  ap- 
propriated moneys  of  their  companies,  proves  that  the  temptation  is  too 
strong  for  them. 

"  Our  experience  has  proved  that  a  heavy  penalty  for  omission  to  pur- 
chase, by  charging  rates  on  trains  largely  in  excess  of  ticket  rates,  has 
remedied  the  evil  to  a  very  great  extent,  and  if  the  tariff  we  had  in 
operation  for  the  past  three  years  could  be  extended  to  cover  a  two  dollar 
ticket  rate  by  charging  three  dollars  on  the  train,  and  have  legislative 
approval,  I  firmly  believe  we  would  have  but  nominal  train  collections.

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"RULES   GOVERNING  CONDUCTORS. 

"Conductors  must  collect  full  local  rates  from  all  passengers  over  12 
years  of  age,  who  are  not  provided  with  tickets  or  passes.  From  all 
children  over  5  and  under  twelve  years,  half  rates.  Children  under  5 
years, /ree. 

"  The  attached  Tarift"  of  Ticket  Rates  is  for  the  use  of  Ticket  Agents 
only,  and  contains  in  detail  the  discounted  rates  at  which  passengers  can 
procure  tickets  at  the  offices  of  this  company.  To  avoid  the  necessity  of 
enlarging  the  book  by  printing  the  entire  Local  Tariff,  I  furnish  you 
above  a  schedule  of  the  basis  on  which  the  discounts  are  made. 

"By  referring  to  the  Discounted  Tariff,  the  rate  there  given  to  the 
station  desired,  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  as  given  in  the 
above  Local  Tariff,  will  give  you  the  local  rate. 

"  Collections  must  be  made  to  the  first  regular  station  at  which  trains 
stop,  but  in  no  instance  must  collections  be  made  for  a  distance  over  29f 
miles. 

"  When  fares  are  collected  to  points  short  of  the  jiassenger's  destination, 
they  must  have  ample  time  to  procure  tickets  to  such  destination. 
Should  passengers  come  on  the  train  who  were  unable  to  procure  tickets 
on  account  of  the  agent's  absence,  or  having  no  tickets  to  sell,  you  will 
collect  to  the  next  station,  at  the  rates  given  in  the  Agents'  Tariff. 

"  Conductors  will  report  the  absence  of  any  agent  from  his  station 

when  trains  are  there.

"  Dear  Sir  : — I  send  you  herewith  a  statement  showing-  the  compara- 
tive returns,  made  by  conductors,  of  iares  collected  in  the  cars,  under 
the  old  and  new  system.    You  will  observe  that  the  result  is  favorable. 

"  There  should  be  such  legislation,  in  my  opinion,  as  would  make  the 
failure  to  i)urchase  tickets  subject  to  an  increased  charge  of  from  twenty 
to  fifty  per  cent,  of  regular  fare,  according  to  the  distance.  Tickets 
should  be  on  sale  at  all  points  where  passengers  are  received  by  the 
trains,  and  offices  be  kept  open  for  half  an  hour  before  the  departure  of 
trains  from  each  station. 

•'  As  soon  as  railroad  companies  are  authorized  by  law  to  require  the 
Ijurchase  of  tickets,  and  are  permitted  to  iix  rates,  at  which  payment 
may  be  made  to  conductors,  sufficiently  in  advance  of  ticket  fares,  there 
will  be  no  difficulty  in  prompth'  educating  the  public  to  the  system,  and 
the  result,  I  am  confident,  would  be  of  great  pecuniary  advantage  to 
stockholders,  and  morally  beneficial,  as  well  as  quite  satisfactory  to 
employes.

Each  of  these  comparisons  has  found  great  advantage  in  the  establish- 
ment of  this  system,  although  they  admit  no  positive  statute  authorizing 
it.  The  tables  show  how  large  an  amount  of  money  goes  into  the  hands 
of  conductors,  and  how  great  their  temptation  is. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  convenience  to  a  railroad  company  to  have  all 
fares  paid  to  the  ticket  agent.  He  is  the  proper  officer  appointed  to  re- 
ceive them.  The  conductor  should  not  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  col- 
lecting fares  and  making  change;  his  attention  should  be  given,  as  far  as 
possible,  to  the  running  of  the  train,  and  care  of  and  attention  to  passen- 
gers entering  and  passing  from  the  train.  In  many  instances  the  train  is 
thronged,  and  between  stations  near  together  the  time  is  too  short  to  col- 
lect fares.  By  the  adoption  of  an  eflectual  plan  i^reventing  i:)assengers 
entering  the  cars  without  tickets,  not  only  will  much  inconvenience  be 
obviated,  but  also  all  temptation  will  be  taken  away  from  conductors  to 
defraud  the  companies,  and  the  imputation  which  resjs  upon  many  who 
may  be  entirely  innocent  will  be  removed. 

FENCING. 

The  present  law  regulating  fencing,  cattle-guards  and  crossings  needs 
amendment,  on  account  of  its  obscurity  and  uncertainty.  It  does  not  de- 
fine clearly  and  specifically  the  duties  of  railroad  companies  and  land- 
owners. It  imposes  the  duty  upon  railroad  companies  to  fence  upon  both 
sides  of  their  tracks,  without  regard  to  the  character  of  the  land,  the 
relative  position  of  the  roads  or  a  distinct,  recognition  of  existing  contracts 
with  land-owners.  The  law  should  be  made  clear  and  distinct,  defining 
the  duties  of  railroad  companies  and  of  land-owners  and  tenants,  and 
what  portion,  if  any,  of  the  line  should  not  be  fenced,  or  leave  it  to  the 
determination  of  the  Commissioner. 

Much  of  the  land  occupied  by  railroads  was  donated  by  the  owners,  in 
consideration  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  roads.    Some  o 
these  parties  concede  that  they  have  been  liberally  compensated  in  the 
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eubanced  value  of  their  adjacent  lauds  and  their  productions.  Others 
were  paid  the  value  of  their  lands  in  money,  and  derived  the  additional 
advantage  of  increase  in  value,  and  others  have  never  received  the  amount 
stipulated  to  be  paid  them. 

Another  class  entered  into  contracts,  agreeing-  to  build  and  maintain 
fences.  In  many  instances  this  class  have  been  negligent  or  careless  in 
fulfilling  their  engagements,  and  some  have  endeavored  to  throw  the 
whole  or  a  portion  of  the  burden  upon  the  railroad  companies  by  reason, 
of  the  construction  given  to  the  law.  In  many  cases  the  existing  con- 
tracts have  been  lost  sight  of  in  the  change  of  ownership  of  laud,  or  not 
enforced. 

Still  another  class  are  those  whose  lands  were  appropriated  under  legal 
proceedings.  In  awarding  damages  in  these  cases  the  jurors,  as  a  general 
rule,  estimated  and  allowed  for  the  cost  of  building  and  maintaining 
fences. 

In  many  instances  both  the  railroad  companies  and  land-owners  have 
been  indiiferent  and  careless  in  carrying  out  their  obligations,  and  the 
whole  matter  of  fencing  has  become  so  involved  in  doubt  and  uncertainty 
that,  if  possible,  the  law  should  be  so  framed  as  to  clearly  define  the  obli- 
gation, and  enforce  its  execution  by  the  proper  parties. 

It  is  becoming  a  subject  of  muck  inquiry  and  discussion  whether  the 
public  interest  and  safety,  as  well  as  the  railroad  interests,  would  not  be 
promoted  by  dispensing  with  all  fences  for  railroads,  and  imposing  ui)Ou 
the  owners  of  domestic  animals  the  obligation  of  keeping  them  from  stray- 
ing upon  the  tracks.  The  present  statutes  on  the  subject  of  inclosures, 
and  the  law  of  May  14,  1868,  "for  the  i)rotection  of  railway  passengers," 
are  intended  to  secure  this  object,  but  have,  thus  far,  signally  failed. 

The  returns  of  the  railroad  companies  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1868, 
or  of  those  companies  keeping  a  record  of  animals  killed,  (several  com- 
panies kept  no  record  of  number),  show  that  2,402  domestic  animals  were 
killed  during  the  year,  and  that  $42,211.93  was  paid  by  all  the  companies 
on  account  of  animals  killed  in  the  State.  It  will  be  interesting  to  examine 
the  returns  of  the  various  companies  in  this  connection,  and  to  note  the 
number  of  animals  killed  on  roads  regarded  as  well  fenced,  in  comparison 
with  those  killed  on  roads  indifferently  fenced. 

In  examining  the  subject  of  fencing,  the  cost  of  building  and  maintain- 
ing fences  should  bo  taken  into  consideration.  We  have  in<  the  State 
3,255  miles  of  single  line  railway,  which,  if  fenced  on  both  sides  the 
entire  length,  will  require  6,510  miles  of  fencing.  At  an  average  of  $1.60 
a  rod,  or  $512.00  per  mile,  the  first  fence  would  cost  the  sum  of  $3,333,- 
120.00.  At  least  ten  j9er  cent,  of  this  amount,  or  $333,312.00  per  annum, 
will  be  required  to  maintain  the  fences  in  good  order. 

Undoubtedly  some  effectual  means  should  be  adopted,  if  possible,  to 
prevent  animals  from  straying  upon  the  tracks  of  railroads.    They  are  a 
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constant  source  of  annoyance  and  accident,  involving-  heavy  pecuniary 
losses  and  danger  to  human  life. 

ACCIDENTS. 

There  is  no  subject  in  which  the  public  is  more  interested  than  that  of 
railroad  accidents,  liailroads  are  the  great  thoroughfares  of  travel  and 
transportation,  and  are  daily  increasing  in  importance.  The  law  giving 
to  persons  injured,  and  near  relatives  of  persons  killed,  a  right  to  com- 
pensation, has  greatly  conduced  to  the  protection  of  the  public;  bub  the 
delays  and  expense  of  enforcing  claims,  in  many  cases,  and  the  total  in- 
-solvency  of  many  companies,  demand  that  every  facility  should  be  given 
by  legislative  enactment  to  enforce  this  class  of  claims,  and  that  railroad 
comi)anies  should  be  absolutely  responsible  for  all  injuries  arising  in  the 
conveyance  of  passengers,  except  those  due  to  tlieir  own  negligence. 

One  class  of  legislation,  which  has  not  yet  been  adopted  in  this  State, 
would,  it  seems  to  me,  be  of  great  advantage  in  preventing  accidents: 
that  of  clearly  delining  and  specifying  the  duties  of  agents  or  employes 
in  charge  of  trains,  and  the  duties  and  obligations  of  passengers  while 
traveling.  Experience  has  taught  us  many  things  in  regard  to  railroads 
and  their  management,  and  all  travelers  are  censors  or  critics  upon  this 
management.  Were  the  duties  of  railroad  officers,  agents  and  employes? 
and  those  of  travelers,  clearly  and  specifically  defined,  as  far  as  they  are 
known  to  be  useful  ai.d  necessary,  and  tending  to  prevent  casualties,  and 
made  the  law  of  the  State,  no  doubt  much  good  would  result  from  it. 

Among  the  duties  and  obligations  which  should  be  imposed  upon  com- 
panies, officers,  agents  and  employes,  might  be  mentioned  those  of  report- 
ing to  the  Commissioner  all  accidents,  immediately  upon  their  occurrence, 
that  he  might  examine  carefully  into  their  cause,  and,  if  possible,  suggest 
a  remedy  against  their. recurrence ;  making,  publishing  and  posting  rules 
and  regulations  lor  the  government  of  agents,  employes  and  passengers; 
erecting  signs  at  crossings;  lighting  tracks  at  night  in  cities  and  towns; 
and  the  law  should  prohibit  the  locking  of  car  doors  so  as  not  to  be 
oi)eued  from  the  inside;  the  use  of  explosive  fluids  in  lighting  cars; 
deceiving  passengers  as  to  route ;  the  employment  of  men  addicted  to 
the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors ;  and  prescribe  punishment  of  employes 
for  injuries  to  passengers  resulting  from  their  intoxication  ;  and  require 
employes  to  wear  badges,  brakemen  to  be  at  their  posts,  engineers  to 
sound  the  whistle  and  ring  the  bell,  &c.,  &c. 

Among  the  duties  of  passengers  and  the  public  might  be  specified  obe- 
dience to  the  rules  established  by  the  companies;  and  they  should  be 
prohibited  from  walking  on  the  track  or  standing  on  the  platform  of 
cars;  crossing  the  tiack  after  whistle  has  been  sounded  or  bell  rung, 
until  after  train  has  passed  ;  and  obstructing,  shooting  at  or  throwing 
stones  at  or  into  trains,  «&c.,  &c. 
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Some  of  these  provisions  are  already  laid  down  in  the  statute  books, 
but  without  adequate  penalties.  Their  clear  and  distinct  presentation  as 
the  law  of  the  State  will  aid  in  educating  the  public  and  inducing  caution 
on  the  part  of  railroad  officers  and  agents  as  well  as  passengers.  There 
is  a  certain  respect  for  just  and  prudent  regulations  found  in  the  statutes 
which  does  not  attach  to  the  mere  printed  rules  of  a  railway  company 
posted  in  depots  or  passenger  cars. 

TAXATION   OF   KAILBOADS. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  history  of  legislation,  many  bills 
and  amendments  have  been  passed  to  receive  from  railroad  companies  a 
full  and  correct  return  of  their  property,  and  for  "  levying  taxes  thereon 
according  to  its  true  value  in  money."  The  nature  of  the  property  is 
such  as  to  render  it  difficult  at  all  times  to  arrive  at  an  accurate  valua- 
tion ;  but  no  one  can  do  this  so  well  as  officers  immediately  in  charge  and 
familiar  with  the  financial  condition  and  operations  of  the  company. 

The  law  should  place  upon  them  the  duty  of  furnishing  a  clear  and 
distinct  statement,  verified  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  subject  to  examin- 
ation, revision  and  correction  of  inequalities  by  the  State  Board  of  Equal- 
ization. The  recommendations  of  the  Auditor  of  State  on  this  subject 
are  clear  and  specific,  and  worthy  of  adoption. 

Other  amendments  and  new  i^rovisions  will  suggest  themselves  from 
time  to  time,  and  by  proper  care  and  interest  in  the  subject,  frequent 
conference  with  experienced  railroad  officers  and  agents  in  the  State,  and 
a  willingness  to  examine  every  question  fully,  without  passion  or  preju- 
dice, our  system  of  laws  may  be  ultimately  greatly  improved,  and  this 
large  and  growing  interest  made  more  advantageous,  both  to  the  public 
and  to  stockholders. 

Letter  from  Hon.  Geo.  W.  Manypenny, 

In  relation  to  Competition  between  the  Canals  and  Railroads,  referred  to  in 

a  former  part  of  tliis  article. 

"  Office  of  the  Lessees  of  the  Public  Works, 
"  Columbus,  October  Idth,  18G8. 

"  Sir  :  lieferring  to  the  conversation  some  days  since  between  you  and 
myself  touching  railroads  and  canals  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  1  now,  with 
your  permission,  reduce  what  I  then  said  to  writing. 

"The  State  of  Ohio  was  never  interested  in  the  carrying  trade  on  her 
canals  and  slack  water  improvement  beyond  the  tolls  charged  to  parties 
navigating  them.  Individuals  or  companies  have  always  owned  the 
boats  and  regulated  the  freight  charges  for  the  transportation  of  mer- 
chandise, produce,  lumber,  coal  and  other  property  conveyed  to  and  fro 
on  the  public  works  of  the  State.    A  small  rate  of  toll  is  charged  on 
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eacli  boat  navigating  these  works,  and  likewise  a  toll  upon  the  cargo  of 
the  same,  which  is  generally  fixed  by  weight. 

"  From  the  completion  of  the  State  canals  and  the  Muskingum  Improve- 
ment to  the  time  that  railroad  competition  commenced,  the  tolls  gradually 
increased,  until  the  annual  revenue  derived  from  these  works  exceeded 
$850,000. 

"  The  first  legislation  in  Ohio  looking  to  the  organization  of  railroad 
companies  had  i^rovision  for  the  protection  of  the  canal  revenues  from 
railroad  competitio;i ;  but  under  such  legislation  no  roads  were  built. 
Later  legislation  was  more  liberal  to  the  roads,  and  charters  were  granted 
without  any  restraining  provisions  on  the  subject.  Under  these  charters 
railroads  were  built,  and  when  they  extended  to  or  intersected  the  canals, 
as  soon  as  rolling  stock  was  put  upon  them  a  vigorous  effort  was  made 
to  take  the  trade  from  the  canals.  The  effect  was  at  onco  visible.  At 
all  points  of  competition  the  canal  revenues  were  reduced  from  year  to 
year,  until,  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  1S59,  the  revenues 
derived  from  the  i^ublic  works  only  amounted  to  some  $254,000,  being  in 
that  year  $600,000  less  than  they  were  before  railroad  competition  com- 
menced. The  practice  of  those  managing  the  railroad  transportation 
was  to  put  down  the  freight  to  such  a  figure  at  competiug  points  as 
would  secure  the  business  at  such  points,  while  at  all  points  where  the 
canals  did  not  enter  into  competition  a  much  higher  rate  of  freight  was 
charged. 

"  The  Legislature  of  the  State,  in  May,  1852,  in  view  of  the  effect  of 
railroad  competition  upon  the  revenue  derived  from  the  canals,  i^assed  a 
law  '  presctibing  a  tariff  of  freight  on  railroads.'  By  this  law  every  railroad 
company  whose  line  extends  to  any  place  in  the  vicinity  of  or  to  a  point  of 
intersection  with  any  of  the  canals  or  other  works  of  internal  improvement 
belonging  to  the  State,  is  required  to  fix  and  establish  a  tariff  of  rates  for 
the  transportation  of  merchandise,  produce  and  other  property  consigned 
to  or  from  such  place  or  point  of  intersection  ;  and  it  is  declared  unlaw- 
ful for  such  railroad  company  to  charge  or  receive  any  higher  rate  of 
freight  for  transporting  similar  merchandise,  produce  or  property  over  a 
shorter  distance  of  its  road,  than  is  charged  or  received,  according  to 
such  fixed  tariff  for  transportation  to  or  from  such  place  in  the  vicinity 
of  or  point  of  intersection  with  the  public  works.  The  same  statute  also 
provides  that  such  railroad  companies  shall  publish  a  tariff  of  rates  on 
property  consigned  to  or  from  such  points  and  cause  the  same  to  be  kept 
conspicuously  posted  up  at  the  several  business  stations  on  such  roads, 
and  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  such  company,  its  officers  or  agents,  to 
charge  or  receive,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  transporting  any  property 
consigned  as  aforesaid,  any  less  rate  than  is  designated  on  such  printed 
card,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  changed  by  an  order  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  such  company,  and  at  least  ten  days  notice  of  such  change 
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given  by  bill  or  card,  to  be  posted  up  as  aforesaid.  Aud  auy  attempt  by 
the  officers  or  agents  of  the  railroad  company  to  evade  the  provisions  of 
the  act  by  draw-back,  free  warehousing,  or  in  any  other  mode  or  manner, 
is  declared  unlawful. 

"This  law, it  will  be  seen,  concedes  to  each  railroad  company  the  right 
to  determine  for  itself  the  rate  of  freight  it  will  charge  from  the  point  of 
intersection  with  a  State  canal  to  the  lake,  the  Ohio  river  or  the  western 
or  northwestern  line  of  the  State,  and  the  rate  thus  fixed  must  govern 
for  all  shorter  distances  that  similar  freight  shall  be  transported  on  such 
roads.  Before  the  law  was  passed  the  question  was  fully  discussed,  and  it 
was  thought  its  provisions  were  just,  and  that  through  them  the  question 
of  competition  for  the  carrying  trade  was  fairly  solved. 

"The  roads  were  left  without  restraint  to  all  competing  points,  but 
required  to  give  to  all  citizens  residing  near  the  lines  of  the  roads  the 
advantage  of  the  rates  of  freight  fixed  from  such  i^oints,  for  all  shorter 
distances  that  they  might  use  such  roads  for  the  transportation  of  simi- 
lar freight.  The  public  works  built  by  the  State  are  the  property  of  the 
people,  whether  residing  near  to  or  distant  from  them.  Taxes  to  pay 
interest  on  the  debt  created  in  their  construction,  are  annually,  to  this 
day,  paid  by  all  those  who  pay  taxes  within  the  bounds  of  the  State ; 
and  such  taxes  will  continue  until  the  State  debt  is  paid,  and  then  it  will 
be  discharged  by  the  money  drawn  from  the  whole  body  of  the  tax  payers. 
Such  being  the  case,  it  is  but  an  act  of  simple  justice  to  extend  as  far  as 
possible  to  the  people  residing  at  a  distance  from  the  canals  and  other 
State  improvements,  the  benefits  of  the  competition  created  by  the  rival 
modes  of  transportation  at  all  points  where  the  roads  and  canals  intersect. 

"  This  law  is  a  dead  letter.  No  railroad  company  now  pays  or  ever  has 
paid  any  attention  to  it.  The  statement  of  this  fact  is  not,  in  my  judg- 
ment, creditable  to  those  who  control  the  carrying  trade  on  railroads. 
Brought  into  existence  and  protected  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  such  cor- 
porations ought  to  be  law-abiding.  The  argument  used  by  some  railroad 
companies,  as  stated  in  your  last  annual  report,  that  being  met  with  com- 
petition at  the  canals,  the  State  thereby  compels  them  to  adopt  rates  to 
and  from  certain  points  where  they  come  in  competition,  lower  than  to 
l)laces  at  less  distances  from  and  to  the  place  of  shipment,  is  absurd. 
The  State  compels  them  to  do  no  such  thing.  It  leaves  the  road  perfectly 
free  to  fix  the  rate  of  freight  from  and  to  the  competing  point,  and  then 
by  law  declares  that  they  shall  not  receive  a  higher  rate  of  freight  on 
similar  property  for  a  shorter  distance.  The  justice  of  this  law  cannot  be 
successfully  questioned,  and  it  is  not  only  the  duty  of  railroad  companies 
to  obey  it  in  every  particular,  but  the  interests  of  the  railroad  stockhold- 
ers as  well  as  of  those  engaged  in  canal  transportation  and  the  public 
generally  would  all  be  j)romoted  by  a  rigid  observance  of  all  its  provisions. 

"I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  there  is  not  a  single  railroad  company  in 
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the  State,  goverued  by  a  fixed  and  uniform  freight  tariff  for  transporting 
property  to  and  from  its  competing'  point  with  the  public  works.  The 
surrounding  circumstances  of  the  hour  regulate  the  rate,  and  as  a  general 
thing  the  matter  is  managed,  not  by  officers  of  the  road,  but  by  outside 
parties.  This  unlawful  and  unfair  mode  of  competition  works  great 
injustice  to  parties  whom  the  State  by  her  policy  has  invited  to  invest  in 
property  ou  the  canals  and  to  engage  in  the  carrying  trade  on  them. 
The  class  of  men  referred  to  have  paid  millions  into  the  State  Treasury 
in  the  way  of  tolls,  and  should  be  shielded  from  this  unlawful  and  vagrant 
mode  of  assailing  their  interests,  crippling  their  business  and  depreciating 
their  property. 

"  If  by  fair  competition  railroad  as  against  water  transportation  can 
command  the  carrying  trade  from  and  to  all  points  of  intersection,  be  it 
so.     But  the  present  mode  of  competition  is  both  unfair  and  unlawful.

THE   PRESENT   RAILWAY   SYSTEM. 

It  is  not  my  purpose,  under  this  head,  to  treat  of  all  the  merits  and 
defects  of  our  present  railway  system,  but  to  call  attention  to  some  of 
the  more  prominent  evils  which  alike  affect  the  public  and  railway  inter- 
ests. These  fiicts  should  not  be  lost  sight  of:  that  railroads  are  already 
a  public  necessity,  and  their  importance  daily  increasing;  that  their  in- 
terest and  the  public  interest  are  identical,  and  tliat  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  perfect  the  system,  in  order  that  the  highest  interest  of  both 
may  be  secured.  This  can  only  be  done  by  examining  every  question 
fully  and  fairly,  and  applying  the  remedy  when  discovered. 

ECONOMY. 

One  of  the  great  evils  which  has  attended  our  system  from  the  begin- 
ning, and  which  still  exists,  is  extravagance  and  waste  of  property  and 
money  in  building  and  operating  railroads.  Involving,  as  the  system 
does,  large  sums  of  money  and  extended  credit,  the  minor  details,  upon 
which  may  depend  large  results,  have  often  been  lost  sight  of,  or  left  to 
the  control  of  inexperienced  men.  Men  skilled  in  the  law  or  political 
science  were  called  to  preside  over  railroads,  in  expectation  that  their 
social  position  or  personal  success  in  other  pursuits  would  go  far  toward 
popularizing  the  enterprise,  and  secure  the  necessary  means  to  carry  for- 
ward the  work.  High  premiums  have  been  paid  for  men  and  means  to 
meet  a  present  emergency,  without  knowing  or  regarding  its  effect  on  the 
future  interests  of  the  company.

Nearly  all  the  railroads  in  Ohio  have  been  built  ou  au  extended  and 
extravagant  credit  system  and  a  temporizing-  policy ;  and  instead  of  first 
securiDg  the  means,  purchasing  the  best  materials,  and  doing  the  work 
in  the  most  substantial  manner,  the  opposite  policy  has  been  pursued, 
resulting  in  the  failure  and  insolvency  of  many  companies  before  the 
temporary  completion  of  their  roads. 

Insolvent  companies  have  been  carried  through  important  financial 
periods  by  individual  exertion,  to  be  overwhelmed  and  swallowed  up  in 
the  next  crisis.  Out  of  this  insolvent  condition  has  grown  extravagance, 
speculation,  gambling  and  stock-Jobbing  in  every  department  of  railway 
management. 

The  more  prosperous  companies  have  taken  advantage  of  the  opportu- 
nity thus  afforded,  to  absorb,  by  purchase  or  lease,  the  poorer  roads  lying 
in  the  line  of  their  i)rogress  to  some  desired  commercial  point,  or  by  a 
policy  of  exclusion,  non-intercourse  or  ruinous  competition,  have  so  far 
reduced  their  income  as  to  render  them  valueless  to  stockholders,  a  bur- 
den to  creditors,  and  inefficient  in  accommodating  the  public. 

Thus  a  spirit  of  wild  speculation  and  extravagance  has  grown  up, 
threatening  to  involve  the  whole  railroad  interest  of  the  country  in  new 
difficulties,  if  not  total  insolvency. 

One  great  remedy  for  these  evils  will  be  found  in  economy.  This  does 
not  consist  in  securing  the  cheapest  class  of  men  or  material,  but  gener- 
ally in  securing  the  best  of  both. 

The  great  want,  in  officers  and  agents,  is  integrity  and  practical  expe- 
rience, and  in  material  the  most  desirable  and  permanent.  The  high 
price  of  labor  and  material,  for  the  past  few  years,  has  induced  a  tempo- 
rizing policy  in  all  departments  of  railroad  management;  cheap  and 
poor  material  has  entered  into  all  departments  of  service,  and  no  doubt 
induced  the  manufacture  of  defective  iron  and  machinery. 

The  highest  economy  has  been  found  in  the  purchase  of  the  very  best 
material  and  in  securing  the  most  perfect  road-bed  and  track.  We  have 
had,  in  the  State,  on  severe  trial  for  three  years  past,  the  steel  rail,  by 
the  side  of  the  ordinary  iron  rail,  and  while  the  steel  shows  no  percep- 
tible wear,  the  iron  on  the  same  exposure  has  required  three  renewals. 
This  is  a  fair  illustration,  and  sufficient  to  call  attention  to  the  subject. 

INTEGRITY. 

The  amount  of  money  involved  in  building  and  maintaining  railroads 
renders  it  necessary  that  a  large  majority  of  the  persons  employed  in 
their  management  should  have  little  or  no  interest  in  the  results  beyond 
the  salary  or  per  diem  they  may  receive  for  services  in  the  various  de- 
partments. The  great  majority  of  stock  and  bonds  which  represent  the 
capital  invested  in  railroads  is  owned  by  others,  many  of  whom  live  at 
great  distances  from  the  property,  and  if  near  at  hand  have  little  or  no 
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experience,  or  give  no  time  or  attention  in  directing-  its  affairs.  By  the 
custom  of  the  country  and  the  law  these  interests  are  entrusted,  in  the 
first  instance,  to  a  Board  of  Directors,  and  by  them  to  one  or  more  offi- 
cers, who  appoint  and  control  subordinate  officers  in  the  various  depart- 
ments. Shareholders  at  a  distance  are  too  far  off  to  tnow  or  inquire 
into  the  internal  Avorkings,  while  those  near  at  hand  do  little  else  than 
vote  annually  for  the  election  of  directors,  until  some  glaring  faults  are 
made  manifest,  resulting  in  pecuniary  loss  and  the  failure  of  dividends, 
when  a  change  is  sought  by  the  election  of  a  new  board  of  directors,  or 
placing  the  property  in  the  hands  of  a  lieceiver,  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  a  court. 

Any  want  of  integrity  or  honesty  of  purpose  in  the  Directory,  the  offi- 
cers appointed  by  them,  or  the  various  heads  of  departments,  may  involve 
the  company  in  heavy  losses,  bring  discredit  upon  the  general  manage- 
ment, and  directly  or  indirectly  affect  the  public.  That  this  is  one  of 
the  great  evils  to  be  guarded  against,  and  which  exists  at  the  present 
time  to  an  alarming  extent,  is  too  evident. 

The  following  communication,  from  a  gentleman  long  connected  with 
the  railroad  interests  of  the  country,  is  so  direct  and  pointed  in  its  asser- 
tions, and  corresponds  so  fully  with  other  similar  communications  made 
to  me  by  officers  of  known  integrity,  connected  with  important  lines  in 
the  State,  that  the  public  interest  may  be  promoted  by  its  publication. 
The  writer  says : 

"  I  wish  to  present  a  grievance  in  railway  management.  The  grievance 
is,  the  corriqjtion  of  the  minor  officials — chief  station  agents,  supply 
agents,  assistant  superintendents  and  masters  of  transjiortation.  They 
give  empty  cars,  in  time  of  scarcity  of  cars,  to  favorites  for  a  sly  consid- 
eration. They  are  co-partners  with  those  who  contract  for  wood,  lumber, 
ties  and  all  manner  of  supplies,  themselves  acting  for  the  company,  both 
in  purchasing  and  accepting  said  supplies.  They  share  in  the  profits  of 
those  who  ostensibly  run  the  stock-yards  and  railroad  hotels.  They 
receive  gratuitously  shares  in  the  sleeping-car  companies,  express  and 
fast  freight  companies,  with  which  comjianies  they  make  contracts  and 
monthly  settlements  to  large  amounts,  as  agents  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany. 

"From  little  to  more,  and  from  low  to  high,  they  become  a  trained 
band,  noticable  for  their  proper  deportment,  silent  attention  to  business, 
and  for  their  large  fortuaes  soon  acquired.  This  goes  on  unrebuked, 
long  after  the  whole  community  has  seen  and  passed  judgment — perhaps 
from  the  natural  incredulity  of  the  chief  officers  5  perhaps  from  excessive 
press  of  business  of  even  more  importance,  and  perhaps  from  an  unclean 
record  of  their  own. 

"  Upon  a  road  where  geographical  position  commands  a  large  traffic, 
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whose  shareholders  regularly  get  their  ten  j^er  cent.,  it  would  seem  that 
all  above  that  sum  was  lawful  pluuder  for  its  officers.  With  the  people 
this  is  not  so ;  they  ought  to  get  their  margin  in  the  shape  of  lower 
tariff  on  fares  and  freight.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  law-making  power  to 
protect  the  people  and  all  their  interests  as  far  as  possible  in  all  things. 

"  Unfortunately  most  of  the  stock  is  held  abroad,  and  their  iKoxies 
are  voted  by  two  or  three  New  York  brokers,  who  nominate  a  board  of 
directors  that  will  do  their  bidding  to  the  letter.  The  board  can  pursue 
a  policy  for  a  few  mouths  to  damage  the  receipts  of  the  road  and  aug- 
ment its  expenses.  The  stock  falls  in  the  market.  The  board  can  pur- 
sue a  policy  the  next  few  months  that  shall  swell  the  receipts  of  the  road 
and  diminish  expenses.  The  stock  rises  in  the  market.  Thus  two  or 
three  men  away  in  Wall  street,  hardly  known  as  railroad  men,  can  '  Bull 
and  Bear '  a  favorite  stock  on  the  market,  of  which  there  is  millions 
afloat.  They  can  continue  to  do  it  for  years,  and  the  public  unaware  it 
has  been  done  at  all  by  design.  ***** 

"The  management  of  railroads  is  crystallizing  into  great  fortune-get- 
ting machines,  at  the  expense  of  both  the  public  and  the  shareholders. 
The  law-making  power  and  the  voice  of  the  people  seem  inadequate  to 
arrest  or  oven  check  this  evil,  but  they  are  not  yet  tried."  *  * 

The  writer  of  the  foregoing  asserts  his  ability  and  willingness  to  fur- 
nish an  outline  of  facts  and  circumstances  tending  to  prove  the  nature 
and  extent  of  the  corruption  referred  to. 

Other  communications  of  like  purport  have  been  received  by  me  ;  and 
stockholders  and  directors  of  important  lines  of  road  in  the  State  have 
assured  me  that  similar  charges  contained  in  the  foregoing  communica- 
tion have  been  made  against  their  own  officers  and  agents,  and  that  the 
evidence  is  almost  conclusive  against  them,  but  that  the  combinations 
are  such  as  to  render  absolute  proof  very  difficult. 

The  only  remedy  for  this  class  of  evils  is  the  employment  in  all  the 
ofiicial  dej)artments  of  railroad  management,  men  of  unquestioned  integ- 
rity as  well  ns  ability,  and  the  enactment  of  stringent  laws,  with  heavy 
penalties,  for  every  species  of  fraud  and  peculation  in  railroad  manage- 
ment. 

It  is  charitable  to  believe  that  these  accusations  do  not  lie  against 
many  of  our  railroad  officers;  but  for  the  vindication  of  the  innocent, 
every  needed  facility  should  be  afforded  by  legislation  to  expose  and 
bring  to  punishment  the  guilty.  While  it  is  peculiarly  the  interest  and 
duty  of  stockholders  to  guard  the  purity  and  integrity  of  the  manage- 
ment of  their  own  interest,  the  public  is  so  largely  and  directly  inter- 
ested in  the  matter  that  any  aid  desired  or  asked  from  the  Legislature 
in  this  direction,  is  not  likely  to  be  denied. 
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THE  FREE  PASS  SYSTEM. 

The  subject  of  "  dead-bead "  tickets,  or  free  passes,  was  fully  pre- 
sented in  my  last  annual  report,  and  though  the  facts  there  presented 
and  the  position  assumed  are  not  controverted  by  any  one,  the  evil  still 
continues,  and  is  rather  growing  in  magnitude  than  diminishing. 

It  is  asserted  by  many  railroad  officers  that  it  is  impossible  to  rid 
themselves  of  the  evil.  The  door  being  once  open  there  is  no  limit  or 
boundary  line  at  which  to  stop. 

It  is  worthy  of  serious  consideration  whether  it  would  not  be  wise  to 
try  the  experimeut  of  a  law  prohibiting  the  issue  of  free  tickets  in  all 
cases,  except  to  employes,  and  in  cases  of  absolute  charity  and  destitu- 
tion, visiting  with  heavy  penalties  every  violation  of  the  law. 

It  is  notorious  that  the  system  is  corrupting  and  demoralizing  in  the 
extreme,  and  is  a  heavy  draft  upon  the  income  of  many  companies.  A 
large  majority  of  free  tickets  are  held  by  parties  abundantly  able  to  pay 
fare,  and  if  required  to,  under  a  uniform  rule,  would  not  complain. 

The  amount  of  money  lost  to  the  railroad  companies  of  the  State  by 
this  system,  and  in  the  want  of  economy  and  integrity  of  management, 
would  pay  a  handsome  annual  dividend  on  the  entire  stock  of  every  rail- 
road company  in  the  State. 

STOCK  AND  BOND   ISSUES. 

Au  evil  in  railroad  management  which  is  attracting  much  public  atten- 
tion at  the  present  time,  is  over-issues,  or  fraudulent  issues,  of  stock  and 
bonds.  When  this  is  done  on  a  large  scale,  involving  many  millions 
of  dollars,  it  is  justly  denominated  swindling,  and  public  indignation  is 
aroused  and  the  guilty  sometimes  punished.  But  there  is  another  species 
of  overissues  of  stock  and  bonds,  on  a  smaller  scale,  and  under  other 
circumstances,  not  regarded  as  illegal  or  improper,  but  which  tends  to 
weaken  the  financial  strength  of  our  companies,  and  if  continued,  and 
repeated  too  frequently,  will  as  certainly  sap  the  ioundation  of  credit  as 
the  former.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  returns  of  many  companies  that  it 
is  not  uncommon  for  them  to  pay  dividends  in  stock  or  bonds,  and  that 
their  capital  has  been  largely  increased  in  this  way. 

This  is  not  always  an  evidence  of  failing  credit  or  income,  as  the  sur- 
plus earnings  are  frequently  so  liberally  applied  to  permanent  improve- 
ments, or  new  equipment,  as  to  absorb,  temporarily,  the  means  other- 
wise applicable  to  dividends;  but  the  tendency  is  too  strongly  in  the 
direction  of  increasing  the  capital  whenever  the  earnings  become  large; 
and  the  facility  with  which  it  is  done  under  our  law,  by  a  vote  of  directors 
authorized  by  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the  stock,  which  can  easily  be 
secured,  offers  the  temptation,  too  frequently,  of  an  unjustifiable  or  un- 
warranted increase.     It  would  be  a  much  better  policy  to  waive  the  pay- 
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ment  of  dividends  for  tlie  time  being-,  or  annually  lay  aside  a  reasonable 
surplus  to  meet  future  contingencies. 

Large  issues  and  increase  of  stock  and  bonds  are  being  made  to  carry 
out  and  perfect  consolidations  of  several  lines,  sometimes  under  the  pre- 
tence or  necessity  of  equalizing  values,  but  generally  largely  increasing 
the  aggregate  amount  to  the  new  company. 

Every  issue  of  stock  or  bonds  over  or  beyond  the  fair  value  of  the 
IH'operty,  so  far  increases  the  draft  upon  the  net  income  to  meet  dividends 
and  interest,  and  unless  met  by  a  corresponding  increase  of  traffic  induces 
an  increase  of  rates  or  depreciation  of  stock.  It  becomes  stockholders 
to  guard  with  scrupulous  care  this  branch  of  their  interest;  and  inas- 
much as  the  public  is  directly  or  indirectly  affected  by  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  railroad  companies  of  the  State,  influencing,  as  it  does, 
rates  for  transportation,  the  value  of  products  and  safety  to  human  lite, 
all  necessary  legislation,  to  prevent  over-issues  or  fraudulent  issues  of 
stock  and  bonds,  should  be  promptly  granted. 

COMPETITIOlSr. 

There  is  j)robably  no  State  in  the  Union  so  well  supplied  with  railroad  fa- 
cilities, (in  proportion  to  its  population  and  area,)  as  Ohio.  We  have  in  the 
State  eighty-eight  counties,  with  a  total  superficial  area  of  about  40,000 
square  miles,  or  25,500,000  acres,  and  a  population  of  about  3,000,000. 

Of  the  eighty-eight  counties,  all  except  nine  enjoy  more  or  less  railroad 
facilities.  Those  having  no  railroads  within  their  boundaries  are  Adams, 
Brown,  Gallia,  Meigs,  Mercer,  Monroe,  Morgan,  Noble  and  Pike.  Two 
others,  Clermont  and  Lawrence,  have  very  little,  the  former  being  only 
touched  on  its  Northwestern  border  by  the  Little  Miami  and  the  Marietta 
and  Cincinnati  Eailroads,  while  the  latter  has  only  the  Iron  Eailroad, 
extending  from  Ironton,  on  the  Ohio  river,  in  a  northerly  direction,  a 
distance  of  thirteen  miles,  and  used  almost  exclusively  to  transport  coal 
and  iron  ore. 

We  have  the  following  arterial  lines  of  railroad,  passing  nearly  east  and 
west  through  the  State,  all  competing  more  or  less  for  through  traffic 
passing  from  and  to  the  cities  of  New  York,  in  the  east,  and  Chicago,  St. 
Louis  and  Cincinnati  in  the  west : 

The  Lake  Shore  Raihcay,  extending  from  Toledo  to  Erie,  Pa. 

The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Raihcay,  extending  from  Chi- 
cago to  Pittsburgh,  enjoying  connection  and  facilities  with  the  Cleveland 
and  Pittsburgh  Railroad  from  and  to  the  lake,  and  with  the  Cleveland, 
Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway  from  and  to  Cincinnati 
and  Indianapolis. 

The  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Railway,  extending  from  the  north- 
eastern boundary  of  the  State  to  Cincinnati,  with  its  Mahoning  branch 
to  Cleveland. 
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The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati  and  St.  Louis  Railroad,  extending  from 
Pittsburgh  to  Columbus,  there  connecting  with  the  Cohunbus,  Chicago 
tind  Indiana  Central  Eailway  and  the  Little  Miami  and  Columbus  and 
Xenia  Hailroad. 

The  Central  Ohio  Railroad,  extending  from  Bellaire,  near  Wheeling, 
West  Va.,  to  Columbuo,  Ohio,  there  connecting  with  the  Columbus, 
Chicago  and  Indiana  Central  Railway  and  the  Little  Miami  and  Colum- 
bus and  Xenia  Eailroad. 

[The  Cincinnati  and  Zanesville  Eailroad,  lying  for  the  most  part  about 
mid-way  between  the  Central  Ohio  and  Marietta  and  Cincinnati  Eailroads, 
is  not  regarded  as  one  or  part  of  one  of  the  arterial  lines  of  the  State, 
being  almost  entirely  dependent  upon  local  traitic,  but  it  furnishes  trafiic 
to  the  Central  Ohio  road  at  its  southern  terminus,  and  to  the  Little  Miami 
road  at  its  western  terminus.] 

The  Marietta  and  Cincinnati  Railroad,  extending  from  Parkersburgh  to 
Cincinnati,  with  its  Portsmouth  and  Hillsboro'  branches. 

Making  six  arterial  lines  of  travel  and  transportation  through  the  State 
in  easterly  and  westerly  directions,  all  competing  and  struggling  for  busi- 
ness to  and  from  the  common  points  named,  and  all  offering  about  the 
same  rates  between  those  points. 

Again,  we  have  the  following  lines  running  in  more  northerly  and 
southerly  directions,  and  while  not  regarded  as  competitors  with  the 
others  named  for  through  east  and  west  traific,  do,  nevertheless,  enjoy  a 
considerable  proportion  of  this  business  : 

The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railroad,  with  its  connections, 
Cincinnati,  Eichmond  and  Chicago  and  Dayton  and  Michigan  roads,  ex- 
tending from  Cincinnati  to  Eichmond,  Indiana,  and  Toledo,  Ohio. 

The  Cincinnati,  Sanduslty  and  Cleveland  Railroad,  extending  from  Cin- 
cinnati to  Sandusky,  there  connecting  with  the  Lake  Shore  road. 

The  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Railway,  extending 
from  Cleveland  to  Columbus,  there  connecting  with  the  Little  Miami, 
Columbus  and  Xenia  Eailroad  ;  with  its  direct  line  from  Gallon  or  Crest- 
line to  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  its  Springfield  Branch  from  Delaware 
to  Springfield. 

The  Sandushy,  Mansfield  and  NewarTc  Railroad,  extending  from  Sandusky 
to  Newark,  where  it  connects  with  the  Central  Ohio  and  the  Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati  and  St.  Louis  Eailroad. 

Making  four  arterial  lines,  in  northerly  and  southerly  directions,  through 
the  State,  or  a  portion  of  it.  To  these  may  be  added  the  Cleveland  and 
Pittsburgh  Railroad,  extending  from  Cleveland  to  Wellsville,  with  its  Ohio 
River  Division,  extending  from  Bellaire  to  Smith's  Ferry,  within  this  State, 
and  the  Tuscarawas  Branch,  doing  a  north  and  south,  as  well  as  east  and 
west,  business. 
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Many  of  these  lines  east  and  west  and  north  and  south  approach  and 
cross  each  other  ac  various  points  in  the  State,  creating  lively  and  sharp 
competition,  and  affording-  to  the  great  majority  of  our  people  rapid  and 
cheap  transportation. 

Whenever  any  of  these  lines  enjoy  a  monopoly  of  the  local  business,  by 
reason  of  no  competing  line  being  near,  a  higher  rate  for  transportation 
must  necessarily  be  submitted  to,  but  so  long  as  this  is  not  exorbitant,  or 
does  not  exceed  a  fair  compensation  for  the  service  rendered,  no  reason- 
able ground  for  complaint  exists,  and  if  those  who,  by  comparison  with  their 
neighbors  enjoy  two  or  more  railroad  outlets,  feel  themselves  aggrieved  by 
high  rates,  will  contrast  their  present  condition  with  the  old  system  of 
wagon  transportation,  or  the  condition  of  those  citizens  in  other  parts  of 
the  State  who  have  no  railroad  outlet,  they  will  find  consolation  and  satis- 
faction in  knowing  that  their  products  are  promptly  conveyed  to  market 
at  a  time  when  the  highest  market  prices  may  be  acquired,  and  that  the 
value  of  their  lands  and  products  are  largely  enhanced. 

The  evils  experienced  from  the  competition  created  by  these  various 
lines  arise,  in  great  measure,  from  the  want  of  community  of  interest  be- 
tween the  various  companies  furnishing  outlets  to  the  same  common 
market,  and  the  tendency  to  "  run  "  each  other,  as  it  is  called,  for  through 
business,  oftentimes  involving  a  reduction  of  through  rates  to  a  point 
below  the  actual  cost  of  handling,  thus  wearing  out  their  roads  and  ma- 
chinery, and  reducing  their  income  below  what  is  necessary  to  maintain 
and  keep  them  in  proper  condition  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public 
To  relieve  their  failing  condition,  resort  is  too  often  had  to  an  increases 
of  local  rates,  exciting  prejudice  and  dissatisfaction  in  the  minds  of  the« 
people  living  on  the  line. 

One  remedy  for  this  has  already  been  suggested — the  establishment  by- 
law of  a  fair  maximum  local  rate,  and  enforcing  its  observance  in  all  cases.. 
Another  remedy  might  be  added,  though  of  the  practicability  of  enforcing 
it  by  a  general  law,  at  this  time,  I  am  in  some  doubt :  that  is,  that  any 
company  should  be  entitled  to  make  a  through  rate  over  any  other  com- 
pany's line,  paying  to  such  other  company  the  amount  which  that  company 
charges  the  j)ublic  for  the  same  traffic  carried  from  the  point  of  junction, 
at  which  the  goods  are  delivered  on  its  line,  to  the  point  of  their  destina- 
tion or  the  terminus  of  the  road,  the  receiving  company  being  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  safe  deliver}'-  of  the  property,  and  in  case  of  loss  or- 
damage  be  entitled  to  claim  an  adjustment  with  other  companies  consti- 
tuting the  through  line.     That  this  must  ultimately  become  the  rule  and 
law  regulating  common  carriers  there  can  be  little  doubt.    Its  necessity 
is  so  apparent,  that  if  not  adopted  voluntarily  by  the  companies,  will  be- 
enforced  by  competition  and  the  growing  necessities  of  business. 
The  competition  for  traffic  may  occasionally  make  it  the  interest  of  one-

eompauy  to  so  run  its  trains  as  to  disappoint  the  trains  of  another  com- 
pany, or  prevent  the  cars  running  over  both  lines,  and  to  refuse  such 
interchange  of  traffic  as  to  admit  of  the  shortest  route  being  taken  ;  but 
in  proportion  as  railroad  communication  becomes  more  complete  the 
necessity  for  a  free  interchange  of  traffic  between  the  several  railroads 
increases.  Nothing  would  tend  more  to  increase  local  business  and  de- 
velop the  resources  of  the  country  through  which  lateral  branches  and 
short  roads  run  thad  the  recognition  of  this  principle.  It  would  greatly 
aid  the  weaker  lines  already  built,  and  encourage  the  building  of  others 
much  needed,  and  ultimately  place  all  our  roads  on  a  paying  basis  from 
local  business  alone,  and  relieve  them  from  the  necessity  of  struggle  and 
expensive  competition  for  through  traffic,  which  may  be  adding  to  the 
wealth  of  large  corporations  out  of  the  State,  at  the  expense  of  our  own 
lines  within  the  State. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  growing  value  of  railroad  securities,  the 
amalgamation  of  lines,  and  the  watchful  care  and  interest  of  shareholders, 
will  soon  be  brought  to  bear  effectually  and  advantageously  upon  this 
question,  and  with  prudent  and  judicious  legislation  most,  if  not  all,  ot 
.the  present  evils  will  ultimately  be  removed. 
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APPENDIX. 


Compilation  of  Laws  now  in  force  relating  to  Railroads  and 

Telegraphs. 

The  following  compilation  of  laws  now  in  force  relating  to 
railroads  and  telegraphs,  was  prepared  after  the  body  of  this 
report  had  gone  to  press,  and  the  laws  are  given  as  found  in 
vols.  1  and  2  of  Swan  and  Critchfleld's  Eevised  Statutes,  and 
Swan  and  Sayler's  Supplement.  The  compilation  contains  all 
the  laws  now  in  force,  but  it  was  found  impossible,  in  the  time 
allowed,  to  insert  the  amendatory  and  supplementary  acts  in 
their  appropriate  places.  The  necessity  of  a  more  careful  com- 
pilation and  codification  of  these  laws  at  an  early  day,  will  be 
apparent. 


AN  ACT  regulating  railroad  companies. 

(Passed  February  11,  1848.    46  vol.  Stat.  40;  S.  ^-  C.  vol.  1,  p.  271.; 

Section  1.  That  whenever  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  General  pow- 
than  five,  shall  be  named  as  corporators  in  any  act  of  theers. 
general  assembly,  and  authorized  to  construct  a  railroad,  they 
and  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  by  the  name  and 
style  provided  in  said  act,  shall  thereafter  be  deemed  a  body 
corporate  with  succession,  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  acquire  and  convey  at  pleasure  all  such 
real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient 
to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  incorporation,  to  make 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter,  break  and  renew 
at  pleasure,  and  do  all  needful  acts  to  carry  into  effect  the 
object  for  which  it  was  created;  and  such  company  shall 
possess  all  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  rules  and 
restrictions  provided  by  this  act,  except  so  far  as  may  be 
modified  by  the  special  act  incorporating  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  shall  be  authorized  to  construct  Track  and 
and  maintain  a  railroad,  with  a  single  or  double  track,  with  branches 
such  side  tracks,  turn-outs,  offices  and  depots  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  between  the  points  named  in  the  special  act 
incorporating  the  same,  commencing  at  or  within,  and  extend- 
ing to  or  into  any  town,  city  or  village  named  as  the  place  of 
beginning,  or  terminus  of  such  road,  and  construct  branches 
from  the  main  line  to  other  towns  or  places  within  the  limits 
of  any  county  through  which  said  road  may  pass. 
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Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  such  company  sball  be  divided 
into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  consist  of  such  sum  as 
maybe  piovided  in  the  special  act  iucor[)oi'atin;:^  the  same; 
such  shares  shall  be  regarded  as  personal  property,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  execution  at  law. 

Sec.  4,  (Stction  2.3  of  the  "act  to  provide  for  the  creation 
and  regulation  of  incori)orated  companies  in  the  state  of 
Ohio,"  ])assed  May  1,  1852,  is  a  reprint  of  this.) 

Sec.  5.  If  any  installment  of  stock  shall  remain  unpaid  for 
sixty  days  alter  the  time  it  may  be  required,  whether  such 
stock  is  held  by  an  assignee,  transferee,  or  the  original  sub- 
scriler,  the  same  may  be  collected  by  an  action  of  debt,  with 
a  penalty  of  five  per  centum  thereon,  or  the  dire(;tors  may  sell 
the  stock  so  unpaid  at  public  auction  for  the  installment,  in 
terest  and  penalty  then  due  thereon,  first  giving  thirty  days' 
public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  in  some  newspaper 
in  general  circulation  in  the  county  where  such  delin(juent 
stoclcholder  resided  at  the  time  of  making  such  subscrii)tion, 
or  becoming  such  assignee  or  transferee,  or  ot  his  actual 
residence  at  the  time  of  said  sale ;  or  if  such  stockholder 
reside  out  of  the  state,  such  publication  shall  be  made  in  tlie 
county  where  the  principal  ofhce  of  the  company  is  located ; 
and  if  any  residue  of  money  shall  remain  after  paying  the 
amount  due  on  said  stock,  the  same  shall,  on  demand,  be  paid 
over  to  the  owner;  if  the  whole  of  said  installment  be  not 
paid  by  such  sale,  the  remainder  shall  be  recoverable  by  an 
action  of  debt  against  the  subscriber,  assignee  or  transferee. 

Sec.  G.  (Same  as  section  8  of  an  "act  to  provide  for  the 
creation  and  regulation  of  railroad  companies  in  the  state  of 
Ohio,"  passed  May  1,  1852.) 

Sec.  7.  That  the  persons  named  in  any  special  act  of  in- 
corporation, or  any  five  of  them,  shall  be  authorized  to  order 
books  to  be  opened  for  receiving  subscrii)tions  to  the  cai)ital 
stock  of  said  company,  at  such  time  or  times,  and  at  such 
place  or  places,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  alter  having 
given  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  in  a  newspa[)er  published 
or  generally  circulated  in  one  or  more  counties  wheie  books 
of  subscription  are  to  be  opened,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
opening  books;  and  so  soon  as  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  ten 
per  centum  on  the  capital  stock  shall  be  subscribed,  they  may 
give  like  notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  to  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  for  the  puri)ose  of 
choosing  directors,  who  shall  continue  in  oftice  until  the  time 
fixed,  for  the  annual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are 
chosen  and  qualified.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed,  seven 
directors  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  such  of  the  stockholders 
as  shall  attend  for  that  purpose,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful 
proxies;  each  share  shall  entitle  the  owner  to  one  vote,  and  a 
plurality  of  votes  shall  be  necessary  for  a  choice;  but  after 
the  first  election  of  directors,  no  person  shall  vote  on  any  share 
on  which  any  installment  is  due  and  un[)aid.  The  persons 
named  in  such  special  act,  or  such  of  them  as  may  be  present, 
shall  be  inspectors  of  such  election,  and  shall  certity  what 
persons  are  elected  directors,  and  appoint  the  time  and  place 
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for  holfling  their  first  meeting-;  a  majority  of  said  directors 
shall  form  a  board,  and  be  competent  to  fill  vacancies  in  their 
board,  make  by-laws,  and  transact  all  business  of  the  corpora- 
tion ;  a  new  election  shall  be  annually  held  for  directors,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders,  at  their  first  meeting, 
shall  determine,  or  as  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  may 
require;  and  the  directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall,  so  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be  convenient,  choose  one  of  their  number 
to  be  president,  and  shall  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer  of 
the  corporation.  The  directors,  before  entering  on  their  duties, 
shall  each  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  his  duties,  and 
they  shall  from  time  to  time  make  such  dividends  of  the  profits 
of  said  com])any  as  they  may  think  proper.

(These  sections  i)rovided  for  the  con- 
solidation of  railroad  coui|Kiiiies,  and  also  authorized  compa- 
nies to  aid  each  other  by  subscription  to  capital  stock  or  other- 
wise, lie-enacted  in  "an  act  to  provide  for  the  creation  and 
regulation  of  incorporated  companies  in  the  state  of  Ohio, 
passed  JMay  1,  18oi'.) 

Sec.  5.  All  contracts  between  railroad  companies,  under 
the  i)rovisions  of  this  a(;t,  may  be  entorced  by  a  decree  of  the 
supreme  court,  in  a  suit  in  cliancery  brought  for  that  purpose; 
and  any  two  judges  of  said  court,  in  vacation,  may,  alter  hear- 
ing, make  any  provisional  order  or  decree  in  such  suit,  which 
may  be  necessary  to  enforce  such  ontracts,  to  be  in  force  until 
the  next  session  of  said  court  in  the  pioi)er  county. 

Sec.  6.  The  directors  of  any  railroad  coinjiany  are  hereby 
authoiized  to  sell  or  negotiate  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  by

for  any  puri)ose,  be  deemed  a  .stockholder  until  the  happening 
of  the  contingency,  upon  which  the  installments  on  liis  sub- 
scription are  made  dependent. 

Sec.  4.  When  two  or  more  railroad  companies  heretofore 
formed  or  hereafter  to  be  formed  under  a  general  or  special 
law,  have  laid  down  or  shall  hereai'ter  lay  down  in  the  same 
street,  alley,  i)ublic  way  or  opening,  two  or  more  tracks  of  the

State  of  Ohio,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  company  tiou  with 
in  this  state,  organized  uiuler  the  general  or  any  special  hiw, '^■''.'''.''''*.'^^  ^'^ 
or  which  may  hereafter  b*  organized  in  this  state,  and  ^^bosCg^j^^gg""" 
line  of  road  shall  be  made  or  in  the  process  of  construction  to 
the  boundary  line  of  the  state,  or  to  any  point  either  in  or  out 
of  this  state,  to  consolidate  its  capital  stock  with  the  capital

Section  1.  That  when  any  person  shall  have  obtained  judgment 
against  any  railroad  company  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  state,  upon  any 
claim  due  to  common  laborers  for  work  and  labor  performed  for  such  com- 
pany, or  for  cross-ties,  lumber,  or  cordwcod  furuibhed  to  such  company,  to 
be  used  iu  the  con.struction,  repairing,  or  operation  of  such  road  ;  or  any 
person  or  persons  who  shall  have  erected  fences  along  the  line  of  any  rail- 
road within  tliis  state,  as  railroad  companies  are  now  required  by  law  to 
erect ;  or  upon  any  note  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness,  the  considera- 
tiou  of  which  consisted  of  such  labor,  materials  furnished  to  or  fencing 
built  for  said  company,  the  plaintifi"  in  such  case,  his  ageut  or  attorney, 
may  file  with  the  precipe  for  execution,  in  such  judgment,  his  affidavit 
setting  forth  the  nature  ot  the  claim  upon  which  said  judgment  i.s  found- 
ed; showing  that  the  same  is  within  the  description  of  claims  herein 
enumerated;  that  he  does  not  knoAV  of  auy  property  of  the  defendant 
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liable  to  levy  uud  sale  on  such  execution  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  same; 
and  that  any  person  or  corporation  (to  be  named  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  officer  to  whom,  according  to  the  precipe,  such  execution  is  to  issue) 
is  indebted  to  the  defendant — has  property  or  claims  of  the  defendant  in 
his  possession,  or  under  his  control,  or  as  an  agent  of  the  defendant; 
whereupon  the  clerk  shall  issue,  with  the  execution,  a  notice  to  each  per- 
son or  corporation  named,  that  he  is  required  to  pay  over  to  the  officer 
holding  such  wiit,  the  money,  and  deliver  to  such  officer  the  property  and 
claims  of  the  defendant  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control,  or  which 
may  come  into  his  possession  or  nnder  his  control,  at  any  time  before  the 
satisfaction  of  such  judgment,  not  exceeding  .an  amount  sufficient  to 
satisfy  such  judgment  and  costs,  together  with  costs  that  may  accrue. 

Sec.  2.  The  officer  shall  serve  upon  each  pirnishee  named  Notice  to 
in  the  notice,  a  cojiy  of  the  exccntion  and  notice,  and  the  per-  sa-mishee. 
son  so  served  shall  be  bound  to  the  plaintiff  in  execution  from 
the  date  of  sucli  service,  for  all  the  money,  property  and 
claims  of  the  defendant,  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control, 
or  which  may  come  into  his  possession  or  under  his  control,  at 
any  time  before  the  satisfaction  of  the  judgment. 

Sec.  3.    At  any  time  after  service  on  tlie  garnishee,  as  Examination 
above  provided,  he  may  be  required  to  appear  before  any  ^f  garnishee, 
officer  ^vithin  his  township,  competent  to  administer  oaths,  or 
before  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  his  county, 
and  answer  such  questions  as  may  be  asked  him,  touching  the 
property  of  every  description,  moneys  and  credits  of  the  de- 
fendant, in  his  possession  or  under  his  control,  by  a  written 
notice,  signed  by  the  i^laintiff,  his  agent  or  attorney,  specify- 
ing the  time  and  place  of  such  examination,  which  notice  shall 
be  served  at  least  one  day  before  the  day  fixed  therein  for  the 
examination;  such  examination  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
signed  by  the  garnishee,  certified  by  the  officer  before  whom  • 
said  examination  is  taken,  and  filed  with  the  papers  in  the 
case.    The  garnishee  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for 
attendance  as  are,  by  law,  allowed  to  witnesses. 

Sec.  4.    If  the  garnishee  shall  refuse  to  appear,  as  required  Attachment 
by  the  notice,  upon  proof  being  made  of  the  due  service  there- against  gar- 
of,  an  attachment  may  be  issued  against  him;   or,  if  having "'j^^^^^®  t^^'^.

garnishee  to  the  jail  of  the  county  until  he  shall  answer  such 
questions,  or  be  discharged  according  to  law. 

Sec.  5.    The  garnishee  shall  pay  over  to  the  officer  all  Garnishee  to 
moneys  in  his  hands  or  under  his  control,  or  which  may  come  deliver  over 
into  his  hands  or  control,  belonging  to  the  defendant,  not  ex-™"'^®^^^^'^ 
ceeding  the  amount  of  the  judgment  and   costs,  and  shall ^^^''J'jf  ^  ° 
deliver  ail  property  and  claims  of  the  defendant  in  his  hands, 
or  which  may  come  into  his  hands,  to  the  officer,  taking  his 
receipt  for  such  property,  money  or  claims,  which  receipt  shall 
be  a  sufficient  discharge  of  any  liability  therefor;  and  upon 
refusal  by  such  garnishee  to  pay  over  or  deliver,  as  aforesaid, 
the  plaintiff  may  commence  an  action  therefor,  in  his  own 
name,  against  the  garnishee,  and  recover  the  same  with  costs. 

Sec.  C.    The  officer  shall  sell,  as  upon  execution,  any  prop-Qfficerto  sell 
erty  of  the  defendant  so  delivered  to  him,  which  would  be  property, 
liable  to  seizure  and  sale  upon  execution,  and  all  the  other 
property  he  shall  hold  to  abide  the  order  of  the  court.

designated,  Avitliiu  the  time  limited  by  tlie  ordinance,  the  city  or  town 
council  may  proceed  immediately  to  cause  such  lighting  to  be  done  in  con- 
formity ■with  the  provisions  of  such  ordinance  ;  and  such  municipal  cor- 
IJoration  may,  either  b.,  a  general  ordinance  or  resolution,  prescribe  the 
mode  in  which  the  charge  on  any  railroad  compauj'  or  companies  shall  be 
assesed  and  determined;  and  such  charge,  when  so  assessed  and  deter- 
mined, shall  be  payable  by  the  railroad  company  or  companies  at  the  time

That  all  such  persons,  associations,  or  companies 
shall  keep  a  register,  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  list  or  in- 
ventory of  all  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  baggage,  or  other 
property,  with  a  pertinent  description  thereof  by  marks  there- 
on, size,  weight  or  color,  and  the  depot,  warehouse,  or  other 
place  where  the  same  is  deposited,  the  time  when  the  same 
was  received,  and  the  amount  of  charges  claimed  thereon, 
which  may  be  left  in  the  possession  of  such  persons,  associa- 
tions, or  companies,  by  reason  of  the  owner  or  owners  being 
unknown,  or  when  such  owner's  residence  is  not  known,  or 
Avhen  such  property  has  been  refused,  or  the  owner  has  neg- 
lected to  receive  and  take  the  same  for  a  i)eriod  of  sixty  days. 

That  when  any  such  i^roperty  has  been  conveyed  to 
any  point  in  this  state,  and  shall  remain  unclaimed  for  the 
space  of  twelve  months,  at  the  place  to  which  it  is  consigned, 
and  the  owner,  whether  known  or  unknown,  fails  within  that 
time  to  claim  such  freight,  or  other  property,  and  to  pay  the 
proper  charges,  if  there  may  be  any  against  it,  then  it  shall  be 
lawiul  for  such  persons,  associations,  or  companies  to  sell  such 
freight,  or  other  ])roperty,  at  public  auction,  offering  each 
article  separately.

by  the  affidavit  of  the  claimant  or  his  duly  authorized  agent 
or  attorney  ;  also,  after  one  year,  all  sums  of  money  remaining 
unclaimed  to  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury',  to  be  placed  to 
the  account  of  common  schools. 

All  such  persons,  associations,  or  companies  shall 
keep  a  copy  of  the  notice,  a  copy  of  the  sale  bill,  and  the  ex- 
penses thereof,  proportioned  to  each  article  sold,  and  also  tite 
oath  of  the  claimant  of  the  residue  of  the  proceeds  as  afore- 
said, and  shall  furnish  an  inspection  of  the  same,  and,  if  re- 
quired, copies  thereof  to  any  one,  on  payment  of  the  proper 
charges  therefor.

If  any  person,   having  the  custody  of  any  such 
property,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  shall  conceal,  embezzle,  or 
in  any  manner  dispose  of  the  same  with  intent  to  avoid  the  P^^^^^y  for 
I)rovisions  of  this  act,  or  convert  the  same  to  their  own  use,  ^""^^'^^^^J",^ 
every  i^ersou  so  oifending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  larceny,  zHncr. 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  as  for  stealing 
other  i^roperty  of  like  value. 

If  the  owner  of  any  such  property  shall  at  any  Property 
time  within  five  years  reclaim  the  same,  and  produce  satisfac-  ™Y  ^^  a 
tory  evidence  to  the  auditor  of  state  of  his  ownership  thereof,  ^itbiu^five 
the  said  auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer  of  years, 
state  for  the  amount  paid  into  the  state  treasury. 

Sec.  10.  The  act  entitled  "an  act  authorizing  the  saleActsre- 
of  property  for  charges  in  certain  cases,"  passed  April  8, 1856,  pealed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemhhj  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  auy  company  owning  or  using  any  railroad  in 
this  state,  may  apply  to  the  governor  to  commission  such  per- 
son or  i^ersons  as  the  said  corporation  may  designate,  to  act 
as  policemen  for  said  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  governor,  upon  such  application,  shall  appoint 
such  person  or  ])ersons,  or  so  many  of  them  as  lie  shall  deem 
proper,  to  act  as  such  i)olicemen,  and  shall  issue  to  such  per- 
son or  persons,  so  api)ointed,  a  commission  to  act  as  such.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  That  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  any  rail- 
road, situate  wholly  or  partly  within  this  state,  which  has 
been  or  may  be  hereafter  sold  pursuant  to  judicial  proceed- 
ings, may  acquire  the  franchise  to  be  a  corporation  originally 
vested  in  the  company  which  held  the  said  railroad  prior  to 
such  sale,  by  grant  of  said  company  under  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  directors  of  such 
company,  with  the  consent  of  the  stockholders  owning  two- 
thirds  of  the  stock  ;  which  grant,  being  in  the  same  form  as 
is  by  law  required  to  convey  real  estate,  shall  be  effectual  to 
pass  the  said  franchise  to  the  persons  or  company  which  shall 
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have  become  the  owners,  by  purchase  or  assignment  as  afore- 
said, of  such  railroad:  provided,  that  no  grant  shall  be  made, 
as  aforesaid,  unless  provision  shall  be  made  for  granting  to  the 
stockholders  in  the  original  company  stock  in  the  reorganized 
company  upon  equal  terms  with  the  stockholders  thereof,  and 
as  shall  be  acceptable  to  the  directors  making  such  grant.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  auy  incorporated  railroad  compauy,  owning  in 
whole  or  in  part  any  road-bed  and  right  of  way  for  a  railroad 
within  the  state,  which  shall,  from  lack  of  means,  or  other 
cause,  be  unable  to  complete  the  construction  of  its  proposed 
line  of  railroad  thereon,  may  sell,  assign,  and  transfer  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  any  other  railroad  company,  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  tliis  state,  with  authority  to 
construct  and  operate  a  railroad  over  the  same,  or  any  part  of 
the  same  route;  which  transfer  shall  include  all  work  done 
upon  such  line  of  road,  together  with  all  material  furnished 
therefor,  not  exempted  by  the  terms  of  the  grant,  with  all 
rights,  privileges  and  easement,  as  fully  as  the  same  are  or 
may  be  possessed  by  the  company  making  the  same;  and 
shall,  to  the  same  extent,  vest  the  title  of  and  the  right  to 
enjoy  the  same  in  such  grantee. 

Sec.  2.  Every  such  transfer  shall  be  by  deed  duly  exe- 
cuted by  the  i)resident  of  tlie  board  of  directors  of  the  com- 
pany grantor,  in  the  manner  i)r()vided  by  law  for  the  convey- 
ance of  real  estate,  and  shall  be  for  sucli  consideration  as  the 
parties  maj'  agree  upon. 

Sec.  o.  Before  auy  such  transfer  shall  be  made,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  board  of  directors  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  such  company,  at  some  con-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AsaemMy  of  ike  State 
of  Ohio,  That  any  person,  persons,  or  comi)an5-,  having  the 
ownership  or  possession  of  low  lands,  lakes,  swamps,  quarries, 
mines,  or  mineral  beds  that,  by  means  of  adjacent  lands  be- 
longing to  other  persons  or  public  highway,  cannot  be  ap- 
proached, worked,  drained,  or  used  in  the  ordinary  manner 
without  crossing  said  lands  and  highways,  may  be  authorized 
to  establish  roads,  drains,  ditches,  railways,  or  tuunels  to  said 
places,  in  the  manner  herein  provided.

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NOTES  OF  DECISIONS, 

In  relation  to  Railroad  Companies,  found  in  Sivan  and  Critchfield^s  Revised 
Statutes,  and  Swan  and  Sayler^s  Supplement. 


The  existence  of  n  railroad  t-orporatiou,  and  the  right  to  make  an  appropriation  of 
land  for  its  road-way,  depend  on  the  legal  validity  of  the  certificate  and  public  record 
of  its  organization.  And  it  is  essential  to  the  validity  of  such  certificate  that  certain 
and  definite  points  be  named  or  described  therein  as  the  termini  of  such  road,  and  also 
each  county  in  the  State  through  which  such  road  is  to  be  located  and  constructed. 
And  where  such  certificate  has  left  the  company  the  discretion  to  select  through  which 
of  several  counties  named,  the  road  may  be  constructed,  and  also  provided  simply  that 
the  termini  of  such  road  shall  be  a  point,  not  designated,  on  the  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania 
State  line  in  the  county  of  Trumbull,  and  a  point,  not  designated,  on  the  Ohio  river  in 
either  the  county  of  Brown  or  the  county  of  Adams,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  it  is  void  for 
want  of  conformity  to  the  statnte.  The  Atlantic  and  Ohio  Ixailroad  Company  v.  Sullivant 
et  ah,  f)  Ohio  St.  Rep.  276,  279. 

Decisions  in  regard  to  countv  and  township  subscriptions  and  bonds  were  made  in 
the  following  cases :  C.  W.  .f-  Z.^Ii.  It.  Co.  v.  Clinton  County.  1  Ohio  St.  Rep.  77  ;  Cass  v. 
Dillon,  2  Ohio  St.  Rep.  607;  The,  State  ex  rel.  Moran  Brothers  v.  Clinton  County,  6  Ohio  St. 
Rep.  280;  The  State  ex  rel.  Garret  v.  Van  Horn,  7  Ohio  State  Rep.  :527;  The  State  ex  rel. 
Smead  et  al.  v.  Union  Totc-nship,  etc.,  8  Ohio  St.  Rep.  394. 

The  charter  of  the  Ohio  Railroad  Company  provided  that  it  should  be  "capable  in 
law  of  purchasing,  holding,  s<^lling,  leasing  and  conveying  estates  real,  personal  and 
mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  jfurjmscs  hereinafter  mentioned,  avd  no 
further.^'  The  purposes  here  referred  to  were  "  the  location,  construction  and  repairs  of 
a  road  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width."  The  charter  fnlly  empowers  the 
company  and  its  agents  "  to  enter  upon  and  use  any  adjoining  land,  take  stone,  timber, 
materials,"  etc.  Held,  that  the  company  was  authorized  to  purchase  and  hold  real 
estate  when  necessary  for  the  procurement  of  materials  or  for  the  economical  construc- 
tion of  the  road.     Overmeyer^s  Lessee  v.  Williains,  15  Ohio  Rep.  26. 

Where  a  land  owner  granted  a  right  of  way  to  a  railroad  con)pany  organized  under  a 
charter  in  perpetuity,  and  the  grant  contains  no  limit  as  to  time,  the  easement  will  bo 
perpetual,  unless  terminated  by  a  release  or  abandonment,  .function  li  11.  Co.  v.  liuggles, 
7  Ohio  St.  Rep.  1. 

Where  such  railroad,  Avith  its  appurtenances,  is  subsequently  ]iledged  to  the  State  in 
security  for  a  loan,  and,  the  pledge  being  forfeited,  is  sold  by  the  state,  the  easement 
passes  by  the  sale,  and  is  vested  in  the  purchaser.     Ih.  1. 

This  result  is  in  no  way  affected  by  the  fact  that  the  purchase  is  made  mediately  or 
immediately  by  another  railroad  company,  if  there  be  legislative  authorjty  to  make  the 
purchase,  and  if  the  original  object  and  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  easement  be 
not  thereby  changed  or  defeated.     Ih.  1. 

Corporations  are  liable  like  individuals  for  injuries  done,  although  the  act  was  not 
beyond  their  lawful  powers,     llhodes  v.  Cincinnati,  10  Ohio  Rep.  160. 

Where  the  directors  of  a  railroad  corporation,  pass  and  enter  on  their  journal  a 
resolution  "that  the  treasurer  is  directed  to  allow  interest  on  installments  as  paid, 
payable  in  stock,  and  carry  to  the  account  of  each  stockholder  the  interest  annually, 
and,  when  the  amonnt  is  sufficient,  to  issue  stock  certificates  iu  payment;"  and  actu- 
allj'  do  pay  such  interest  to  persons  making  payment  of  their  stock  subscriptions 
subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  such  resolution  accrues  to  the  benefit  of 
parties  who  had  paid  their  stock  subscriptions  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  and 
constitutes  a  binding  obligation  to  pay  such  interest.  Citki  of  Ohio  v.  The  Cleveland  and 
Toledo  li.  R.  Co.,  6  Ohio  St.  Rep.  489. 

When  a  stockholder  assigns  and  transfers  his  stock  after  two  years'  interest  has  ac- 
crued thereon  under  such  resolution,  the  railroad  company  is  bound  to  pay  said  two 
years'  interest  to  him,  and  not  to  the  transferee.     Ih.  489. 
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Railroad  shares  are,  in  Ohio,  to  be  considered  personalty,  without  express  lej^islative 
enactment  to  that  etiect.    Per  Thurman,  J.,  Johns  v.  Johns  et  al.,  1  Ohio  St.  Rep.  350,  351. 

In  Henri/  et  al.  v.  The  Vermillion  and  Ashland  Ilailroad  Company,  17  Ohio  Rep.  187,  it 
■was  held  that  a  bill  in  chancery  in  the  form  of  a  creditor's  bill  would  lie  against  the 
stockholders  of  an  incorporated  company  to  subject  unpaid  subscriptions  of  stock ;  and 
that  the  stockholders  might  be  proceeded  against,  in  this  way,  though  they  omitted  to 
pay  at  the  time  of  subscription,  the  five  per  cent,  required  by  the  charter. 

An  agreement,  attempting  to  secure  any  stockholder  the  privilege  of  paying  up  sub- 
scriptions in  store  goods,  or  otherwise  than  in  money,  will  be  treated  as  a  fraud  upon 
other  stockholders,  and  payment  in  money  enforced.  Henry  et  al.  v.  The  Vermillion  and 
Ashland  Railroad  Company  et  al,  17  Ohio  Rep.  187. 

It  seems  that  an  injunction  will  be  granted  to  prevent  the  abuse  of  powers  by  a 
private  corporation,  when  the  party  making  an  application  therefor  has  a  clear,  incon- 
testible  and  well-defined  right;  but  it  was  held  that  the  court  would  not  interfere  in  a 
controverted  case  of  expediency  of  location  within  proper  points ;  and  that  Fuch  a  ques- 
tion could  not  be  raised  by  one  who  is  in  no  way  interested  in  it,  except  only  that  he  is 
injured  by  the  actual  location  passing  through  liis  land.  IValker  v.  The  Mad  Hirer  and 
Lake  Erie  li.  li.  Co.,  8  Ohio  Rej).  38. 

The  12th  section  of  the  charter  of  the  Little  Miami  Railroad  Company  provides  that, 
"  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the  railroad  to  intersect  or  cross 
any  stream  of  water  or  water-course,  or  any  road  or  highway,  lying  in  or  across  the 
route  of  said  road,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  corporation  to  .construct  the  said  railway 
across  or  upon  the  same;  but  the  corporation  shall  restore  the  stream  or  water-course, 
or  road  or  highway,  thus  intersected,  to  its  former  state,  or  in  a  sufiicient  manner  not 
to  impair  its  usefulness;  and  if  said  corporation,  after  having  selected  a  route  for  said 
railway,  find  any  obstacle  to  continuing  said  location,  either  by  difliculty  of  construc- 
tion, or  procuring  right  of  way  at  reasonable  cost,  or  whenever  a  better  and  cheaper 
route  can  be  had,  it  shall  have  authority  to  vary  the  route  and  change  the  location." 
The  charter  of  this  company  merely  fixes  a  few  points  through  which  the  road  is  to 
pass,  from  its  commencement  to  its  terminus,  leaving  the  location  of  the  road  between 
the  points  specified  to  the  discretion  of  the  corporation.  Held,  that  the  company  having 
once  located  the  road,  their  jiower  to  relocate,  and  for  that  purpose  to  appropriate  the 
property  of  an  individual,  ceased.  The  Little  Miami  liailroad  Co.  v.  Naylor,  2  Ohio  St. 
Rep.  235;  Morehead  et  al.  v.  The  Little  Miami  liailroad  Co.,  17  Ohio  Rep.  340.  The  same 
principle  applies  whether  the  case  be  that  of  an  attempt  to  relocate  on  the  property  of 
an  individual,  or  that  of  using  a  street  or  highway  for  the  purpose.    2  Ohio  St.  Rep.  235. 

In  Stewart  et  al.  v.  The  Little  Miami  liailroad  Co.,  14  Ohio  Rep.  353,  it  was  held  that  the 
company  was  authorized  to  change  the  location  of  the  road,  when  a  cheaper  route,  or 
obstacles  to  its  continuation  on  the  route  first  adopted  were  found,  without  procuring 
the  assent  of  the  private  stockholders. 

In  a  case  which  arose  before  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  May  1,  1852,  it  was  held  that 
where  a  railroad  company  has  received  from  private  parties  donations  of  lauds,  sub- 
scriptions of  stock,  and  payments  in  money,  iu  consideration  that  it  should  locate  its 
road  at  a  particular  place,  and  allow  private  side  track  and  warehouse  jirivileges  in 
connection  therewith,  the  company  will  not  be  permitted  to  elfectuate  a  change  in  fact 
(though  not  in  name),  of  the  line  of  its  road  away  from  such  place,  by  getting  up  a  new 
corporation  and  constructing  a  new  road  parallel  with  its  old  one,  under  a  difi'erent 
charter,  and  permitting  its  old  line  to  go  to  decay,  without  compensating  the  parties 
with  whom  it  has  contracted  as  aforesaid.  Chapman  et  al.  v.  The  Mad  liiver  and  Lake 
Erie  liailroad  Co.,  G  Ohio  St.  Rep.  120. 

It  is  well  settled  that  an  action  lies  as  well  for  damage  to  adjoining  property  by  stop- 
ping or  impairing  the  travel  on,  to,  or  from,  a  street  or  highway,  as  any  other  damage 
that  can  be  done  to  the  property,  although  the  property  injured  may  not  be  touched  lay 
the  obstrnction.     Little  Miami  liailroad  Co.  v.  Naylor,  2  Ohio  St  Rep.  235. 

Where  the  Legislature,  in  the  constitutional  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain, 
authorizes  an  act,  the  necessary  consequence  of  which  is  to  injure  the  property  of  an- 
other, and  at  the  same  time  prescribes  the  particular  mode  in  which  the  damages  shall 
be  ascertained  and  compensated,  giving  to  the  injured  party  the  right  to  resort  to  the 
same,  the  persons  or  corporation  acting  under  such  authority,  and  within  the  scope 
thereof,  is  not  a  wrong-doer,  nor  liable  to  an  action  for  a  tort,  but  must  be  proceeded 
against  under  the  statute.  The  Little  Miami  liailroad  Co.  v.  Whitaa-e,  8  Ohio  St.  Rep. 
590. 

The  owner  of  land,  regularly  appropriated  to  the  use  of  a  railroad  company,  upon 
proceedings  instituted  by  the  company  under  laws  providing  therefor,  is  barred  of  the 
common  law  remedy,  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  damages  he  may  have  sustained  by  the 
entry  of  the  company,  and  the  construction  of  their  road  upon  such  land.  Hueston  v. 
Eaton  and  Hamilton  liailroad  Co.,  4  Ohio  St.  Rep.  685. 

In  such  case,  the  bar  is  equally  effectual,  although  the  owner  may  have  refused  to 
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submit  to  sucli  proceedings,  or  to  receive  the  amount  awarded  to  him,  and  deposited 
for  his  use.    lb.  (i85.  .  * 'i^^i'S•i■'^J 

Where,  under  the  charter  of  a  turnpike  company,  damages  are  assessed  for  injuries 
done  to  the  land  over  which  the  road  passes,  the  owner  of  the  land  cannot  afterward 
sue  one  employed  to  make  the  road,  for  cutting  the  timber  Avithin  the  liues  of  the  road 
into  cordwood.     Frather  v.  Ellison,  10  Ohio  Eep.  :J'J6. 

Whether  the  appraisers  in  assessing  damages  for  land  appropriated  for  a  turnpike, 
formed  erroneous  conclusions  as  to  the  extent  of  the  injury,  by  failing  to  estimate  the 
detriment  which  a  toll-house  and  well  might  occasion,  cannot,  in  the  absence  of  any 
showing  in  the  record,  of  the  basis  of  their  award,  be  considered  by  the  supreme  court 
on  error.  Ward  v.  The  Marietta  and  Xciqwrt  Turnpike  and  Bridge  Company,  6  Ohio  St. 
Rep.  15. 

If  the  appraisers  appointed  to  determine  the  question  of  damages  between  the  claim- 
ant and  the  company,  fail  to  consider  all  of  the  items  which  may  produce  beneht  or 
loss,  or  commit  any  mistake  in  rendering  their  award,  whereby  the  owner  of  the  land 
may  be  prejudiced,  relief  is  not  attainable  for  such  failure  or  mistake,  by  action  of  tres- 
pass against  the  company.    lb.  15. 

lu  an  action  to  recover  damages  agaiust  a  railroad,  company,  for  the  destructiou  of 
horses  which  were  on  the  track  of  the  railroad  when  killed,  evidence  being  given  tend- 
ing to  prove  an  obligation  resting  upon  the  owner  of  the  land  where  the  horses  were 
pastured,  to  fence  it  from  the  railroad  track,  and  in  consequence  of  the  failure  the 
horses  had  strayed  upon  the  track,  it  Avas  held  that  the  company  had  the  right  to  pro 
tect  itself  against  the  inconvenience  and  hazard  of  using  au  unfenced  road;  that  after 
devolving  the  obligation  to  do  this  upon  the  owner  of  the  land,  he  could  not,  over  the 
breach  of  his  contract,  sufier  his  animals  to  go  upon  the  road,  without  being  liable  for 
their  trespass ;  that  in  such  case  ho  would  be  a  wrongdoer,  and  not  entitled  to  demand 
the  same  degree  of  care  as  though  he  did  not  occupy  that  position;  and  that  if  the 
company  had  succeeded  in  establishing  this  fact,  they  could  not  have  been  charged, 
short  of  proof  of  intentional  injury,  or  of  that  gross  carelessness,  involving  a  reckless- 
ness of  consequences,  which  it  is  difficult  to  distinguish  from  intentional  wrong.  T/i* 
Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  liailroad  Co.  v.  Waterson  i^  Kirk,  4  Ohio  St.  Rep.  4"<!4. 

The  bare  fact  that  a  railway  is  uuinclosed,  there  being  no  statute  requiring  it  to  be 
fenced,  does  not,  in  general,  render  the  railroad  company  liable  to  i)ay  for  animals 
straying  upon  the  track  and  killed  by  a  train— such  want  of  fencing  being,  in  general, 
only  a  remote  cause  of  the  loss.     C,  C.  tj-  C.  E.  B.  Co.  v.  Elliott,  4  Ohio  St.  lie}}-  474. 

A  railroad  company  has  power  to  condemn  land  for  new  side  tracks,  leading  from  the 
main  road  to  its  depot  buildings,  whenever  they  become  necessary  in  the  proper  man- 
agement and  operation  of  the  road.  Toledo  and  Wabash  Railway  Co.  v.  Daniels  et  al.,  16 
O.  S.  R.  390. 

A  railroad  company  authorized  to  change  the  location  of  its  track,  on  account  of 
"difficulty  of  construction"  and  other  causes,  may  do  so  at  any  time  before  the  con- 
struction of  its  road  is  completed  at  the  point  where  the  change  is  made.  Moorehead  v. 
Little  Miami  B.  R.  Co.,  17  O.  R.  340,  followed  and  approved.  Atkinson  et  al.  v.  The  M.  ^- 
C.  E.  R.  Co.,  15  O.  S.  R.  21. 

Payment  of  Interest  on  Capital  Stock. 

Section  twenty-two  of  the  act  of  February  11,  1848  (S.  &  C.  274 ;  Swan's  R.  S.  200), 
is  still  in  force,  and  applies  to  railroad  companies  incorporated  under  the  act  of  1852. 
Hence,  where  the  directors  of  a  railroad  corporation  organize*!  under  that  act  (S.  «fc  C. 
271 ;  Swan's  R.  S  J 97),  assume  to  sell  shares  of  their  capital  stock  by  special  contract, 
stipulating  for  the  payment  of  interest  annually  on  such  stock  until  the  completion  of 
the  road — Held  :  That  such  payment  of  interest  can  not  be  enforced  by  action,  where 
it  appears  that  the  corporation  has  no  means  or  resources  from  which  payment  can  be 
made,  except  its  capital  stock,  and  that  large  debts  incurred  iu  the  partial  construction 
of  the  road  remain  due  and  unpaid.    P.  <f-  H.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  King,  17  O.  S.  R.  534. 

Occupation  of  Streets 

See  sec.  xii,  act  of  May  1,  1852  (S.  &  C.  278;  Swan's  R.  S.  202).  Where  a  railroad 
company,  under  the  authority  of  its  charter  and  an  ordinance  of  a  city,  constructs  a 
railroad  through  a  street  of  the  city,  thereby  making  embankments  of  earth,  gravel, 
wood  and  iron  above  the  level  of  the  street,  so  as  to  obstruct  free  and  safe  passage  to 
and  from  a  lot  and  dwelling-house  thereon,  adjoining  on  such  street ;  and  where  such 
company,  under  the  authority  aforesaid,  runs  steam  engines,  locomotives  and  cars 
along  such  street  and  railroad,  thereby  making  noises,  and  shaking,  disjointing  and 
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disturbing  such  tlwelliiig-liouse ;  and  where  snob  company,  under  the  authority  afore- 
said, and  for  the  piiq^ose  of  propelling  such  engines,  locomotives  and  cars,  keeps  up 
dangerous  fires,  thereby  generating  noxious  vapor,  smoke  and  filth,  near  to,  and  diffus- 
ing the  same  in  and  about,  such  lot  and  dwelling-house,  so  as  to  render  the  air  un- 
wholesome, and  to  discommode  the  occupant  and  owner  of  such  lot  and  dwelling-house 
— Held :  1st.  That  such  owner  and  occupant  is  entitled  to  damages  for  any  obstruction 
to  the  street  by  earth,  gravel,  timber  or  rail,  substantially  affecting  his  use  of  such 
street  as  an  appurtenance  to  his  premises.  2d.  That  in  respect  to  the  noise*,  smoke, 
vapor,  or  other  discomforts  arising  from  the  ordinary  use  of  the  railroad  by  the  com- 
pany, the  occupant  and  owner  of  such  lot  and  dwelling-house  has  no  more  right  to  re- 
cover damages  of  the  company  than  any  citizen  who  resides,  or  may  have  occasion  to 
pass,  so  near  the  street  and  railroad  as  to  be  subjected  to  like  discomforts.  That  a  rail- 
road authorized  by  law,  and  lawfully  operated,  can  not  be  deemed  a  private  nuisance. 
Parrot  v.  The  Chidnnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  liailroad  Company,  10  O.  S.  R.  624. 

Sale  of  Bondfi. 

See  section  i,  act  of  December  ir»,  ]8r>2,  "  relating  to  the  sale  of  bonds,  etc.  (S.  &  C. 
TKl ;  Swan's  R.  S.  240).  A  corporation  of  a  state,  authorized  to  raise  money  by  the  sale 
of  its  bonds,  may  itself  sell  the  bonds  directly,  either  within  or  without  the  state,  and 
such  transaction  will  not  bo  regarded  as  a  loan.  Hank  of  AMand  v.  Jones  et  al.,  18  O.  S. 
R.  145.  Before  such  sale  can  be  declared  invalid,  as  in  contravention  of  the  settled 
policy  of  the  state  where  made,  the  repugnancy  must  be  plain  and  substantial.  The 
fact  that  bonds  sold  here  bear  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than  may  be  prescribed  for  sim- 
ilar bonds  issued  under  the  authority  of  this  state,  but  which  are  authorized  to  be  sold 
at  any  price,  creates  no  such  repugnancy.  7^.145.  When  a  transaction  would  other- 
wise be  a  sale  by  a  railroad  corporation  of  its  own  bonds,  the  fact  that  their  payment 
is  guaranteed  by  the  directors  in  their  individual  capacities,  does  not  necessarily  make 
the  transaction  a  loan.  lb.  145.  But  the  giving  of  the  guaranty  is  to  be  looked  to  in 
determining  whether  the  ;•(•«;  transaction  is  a  *o?irt /(rfe  sale  or  a  disguised  loan.  If  a 
sale,  the  guaranty  passes  as  an  incident,  :ind  is,  in  equity,  assignable  to  subsequent 
purchasers  of  the  bonds.     J  h.  145. 

Organization  of  railroad  companies. 

When  the  second  section  of  the  act  to  jtrovide  for  the  creation  and  regulation  of  in- 
corporated companies  (S.  &  C,  271;  Swan's  R.  S.,  197,)  has  been  complied  with,  the 
corporators  and  their  associates  become  a  bodv  corporate.  Ashtabula  4'  ^^f^  Lisbon  11. 
R.  Co.,  V.  Smith,  15  O.  S.  R.  328. 

Where,  in  a  petition,  it  is  averred  that  directors  of  a  railroad  company  had  been  duly 
elected  by  the  stockholders,  in  pursuance  of  notice,  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  requis- 
ite amount  of  stock  had  been  subscribed  to  authorize  such  election,  and  also  to  author- 
ize the  location  of  the  road  and  the  making  of  assessments  by  the  directors  so  elected. 
lb,  328. 

After  the  requisite  amount  of  stock  has  been  subscrib'ed  to  authorize  the  stockholders 
to  elect  directors,  it  is  not  indispensable  to  an  election  that  the  notice  for  it  should  be 
given  by  the  persons  named  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation.  The  validity  of  the 
acts  of  the  directors  can  not  bo  questioned,  collaterally,  on  the  grounds  of  irregularity 
in  giving  the  notice.     Chamberlain  v.  Paincsville  <f-  Hudson  B.  li  Co.,  15  O.  S.  R  225. 

The  defendant,  as  a  corporation  under  the  act  of  May  '3,  18.52,  being  sued  in  Cuyahoga 
county,  and  service  of  summons  made  by  leaving  a  cojiy  at  its  principal  business  office 
in  Lake  county,  where  tbe  officers  of  the  company  reside,  on  motion  of  a  member  of 
the  company  to  dismiss  the  petition,  on  the  ground  that  the  company  was  not  a  cor- 
poration, owing  to  the  defects  of  the  certificate  under  which  the  company  was  organ- 
ized— Held  :  1.  That  the  following  description  of  the  road :  "  To  commence  at  some 
point  to  be  hereafter  designated  in  the  township  of  Hudson,  in  the  county  of  Summit, 
passing  through  the  county  of  Portage  or  Cuyahoga,  also  through  the  counties  of 
Geauga  and  Lake,  to  terminate  at  some  point  to  be  designated,  in  the  township  of 
Painesville,  in  the  county  of  Lake,"  the  same  having  been  recorded,  and  a  copy  thereof 
given  by  the  secretary  of  state,  and  the  company  having  organized  and  acted  under  it, 
did  not  render  the  certificate  void  for  uncertainty.  2.  That  after  having  organized  and 
acted  as  a  corporation,  and  entered  into  the  contract  on  which  sued,  as  such  corpora- 
tion, the  company  and  the  members  thereof  were  estonped  to  deny  their  corporate  ex- 
istence. 3.  The  Atlantic  ^-  Ohio  li.  li.  Co.  v.  Sullivant  etal.,  5  O.  S.  R.  276,  referred  to  and 
commented  upon.     C-cllender  et  al.  x.  Painesville  and  Hudson  li.  li.  Co.  11  O.  S.  R.  516,  517. 
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Bight  of  eminent  domain — Appropriation  of  Private  Property. 

Seo  act  of  April  30,  lSo2,  "  to  provide  for  couipeu.satiou  to  the  owners  of  privato  prop- 
erty," etc.  (S.  &  C.  311 ;  Swan's  R.  S.  232 ;)  also  sec.  x,  act  of  May  1,  1852  (8.  «fc  C.  277  ; 
Swan's  R.  S.202;)  and  sec.  ix,  act  of  February  II,  iS48  (S.  &,  C.  272;  Swan's  E.  S.  198.) 

Corporate  existence,  and  the  right  to  exercise  the  power  of  eminent  domain,  can  only 
bo  derived  from  legislative  enactment ;  and  before  a  company  can  demand  a  judgment 
of  condemtiation,  it  must  show  that  both  have  been  conferred  upon  it  by  a  valid  law, 
and  that  it  has  substantially  complied  with  the  conditions  which  the  law  has  annexed 
to  tho  exercise  of  the  power.     Atkinson  et  ul.  v.  The  M.  4'-  C.  It.  IL  Co.,  1.5  O.  S.  R.  21. 

Grants  of  corporate  power,  being  in  derogation  of  common  right,  are  to  be  strictly 
construed — particularly  where  the  power  claimed  is  a  delegation  of  the  sovereign  i)ow- 
er  of  eminent  domain.  Hence,  where  a  railroad  company  is  authorized  by  law  only  "to 
enter  upon  any  land  to  survey,  lay  down,  and  construct  its  road  " — "to  locate  and  con- 
struct branched  roads  from  tho  main  road,  to  any  town  or  places  iu  the  several  counties 
through  which  the  said  road  may  pass"— to  appropriate  land  for  "necessary  side 
tracks,"  and  '"a  right  of  way  over  adjacent  lands  sufficient  to  enable  such  company  to 
construct  and  repair  its  road  ; "  and  such  company  has  located,  and  is  eugaged  in  the 
construction  of  its  permanent  main  roatl  along  the  north  side  of  a  town,  it  is  not  auth- 
orized to  appropriate  a  temporary  right  of  way,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  along  the 
south  side  of  tiie  town,  to  bo  used  as  a  substitute  for  the  main  track  Avhile  the  same  is 
in  course  of  construction  along  the  north  side  of  the  town.  Currier  v.  Marietta  <f-  Cin- 
cinnati E.  B.  Co.,  11  O.  S.  R.  228. 

The  probate  court,  under  the  act  of  Ajiril  30,  1852,  has  a  special  and  limited  jurisdic- 
tion, to  be  exercised  in  the  cases  and  in  the  mode  prescribed  iu  the  act;  and  that  court 
can  not,  under  an  order  of  tlie  court  of  common  pleas,  and  to  carry  into  effect  that  order, 
take  jurisdiction  of  a  case,  or  proceed  in  a  mode  not  authorized  by  the  act.  Dayton  4~ 
IVestern  R.  li.  v.  Marshall,  11  O.  S.  R.  497.  In  a  proceeding  under  this  act,  to  ascertain 
the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  of  property  sought  to  be  appro- 
priated to  tho  use  of  a  corporation,  such  corporation  is  tho  actor,  and  may  discontiaue 
tlie  proceeding,  at  any  time,  at  least,  before  the  submission  of  the  iuquiry  to  tlie  jury. 
lb.  497.  Where,  under  this  act,  a  railroad  corporation  regularly  instituted  proceedings 
in  the  proper  probate  court  for  the  appropriation  of  a  riglit  of  way  over  lauds  of  a  party 
made  a  detendaut  in  such  proceedings,  and  carried  the  same  forward  until  a  verdict  was 
rendered  and  confirmed  by  the  jirobate  court,  fixing  tho  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  cor- 
poration for  the  right  of  way  sought  to  be  appropriated;  and  the  corporation  immedi- 
ately thereupon,  having  neither  paid  nor  secured  to  be  paid  the  amount  of  the  verdict, 
caused  notice  to  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  .said  court  of  its  abandonmont  of  such 
intended  appropriation — Held :  1 .  Tliat  tho  probate  court  had  no  j  arisdiction  to  proceed, 
on  motion  of  the  landowner,  to  thereupon  render  a  judgment  or  order  for  the  payment, 
by  the  corporation  of  the  amount  of  the  verdict.  2.  Such  proceedings  terminating  when 
and  as  they  did,  the  corporation  thereby  gained  nothing,  and  the  landowner  lost  noth- 
ing; and  the  latter  can  not  enforce  against  the  former  the  payment  of  the  amount  of 
such  verdict,  either  by  action  or  by  mandamus.  3.  In  the  case  there  had  not  been  en- 
tered on  the  journal  of  the  probate  court  any  such  express  abandonment,  by  the  corpor- 
ation, of  its  proposed  appropriation ;  but  where  the  railroad  corporation  afterward, 
failing  either  to  pay  or  to  secure  to  be  paid  the  amount  of  the  verdict,  actually  con. 
structed  its  road  on  another  line,  not  touching  the  lands  of  the  defendant  to  the  pro- 
ceeding, the  like  results  in  law  would  follow.  The  State  ex  rel.  Hayes  v.  Cincinnati  4'- 
Indiana  It.  B.  Co.,  17  O.  S.  R.  103. 

The  limitation  of  fifteen  days,  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  proccediues  iu  error,  by 
the  ninth  sectiou-of  the  act  of  April  30,  1852,  is  not,  by  implication,  repealed  or  super- 
seded by  the  provisions  of  section  live  hundred  and  twenty-three  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure.    Buckingham  et  al.  v.  The  SteubenviUc  .)'•  Indiana  B.  B.  Co.,  10  O.  S.  R.  25. 

Where  a  petition  states  only  that  a  railroad  company,  in  locating  and  constructing  its 
road  on  and  through  the  plaintiffs  land,  appropriated  about  two  acres  of  the  land  to  it-e 
own  nse,  and  located  its  road  through  the  land  in  a  diagonal  manner  so  as  to  gi'eatly 
injure  the  same,  and  committed  other  acts  and  trespasses  upon  the  land  to  the  plaintifi's 
damage  of  one  hundred  and  iifty  dollars — Held :  1.  The  petition  docs  not  state  facts 
sufficient  to  constitute  a  a  cause  of  action.  2.  The  defect  being  not  merely  a  want  of 
facts  necessary  to  constitute  a  perfect  statement  oi  the  cause  of  action,  but  a  want  of  facts 
necessary  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action,  such  defect  is  not  cured  by  verdict.  The  Clcve- 
la-nd  <f  Pittsburg  B.  B.  Co.  v.  Stackhouse,  10  O.  S.  R.  567 

In  a  proceeding  by  a  railroad  company,  under  the  railroad  act  of  1848,  authorizing  an 
appropriation  of  lands  on  which  to  construct  a  railroad,  the  company  described  the 
land  to  be  appropriated  as  "  fifty  feet  wide  on  each  side  of  said  railroad  as  last  surveyed 
through  subdivision  lots  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  fractional  section  No.  1  of  township  10,  south 
of  range  7  east,  commencing  on  the  north  bounds  thereof,  thence  westerly  and  southerly 
on  and  near  tho  boundaries  thereof  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  said  No.  4,  near  the 
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northwest  corner;  also  lots  Nos.  11,  12,  lo,  14  :iud  15  of  the  subdivision  of  river  tract 
No.  87,  in  said  county."  The  application  Avas  liled  February  25,  1851 ;  and  notice  given 
March  4.  View  made  and  re]»ort  liled  April  21,  and  possession  taken  by  the  company 
April  22, 1851.  In  an  action  by  a  subsequent  purchaser  of  the  lands  of  the  former  owner, 
with  notice,  to  recover  the  same  from  the  compauy :  on  pi'oof  that  said  road  was  sur- 
veyed and  staked  out  previous  to  the  lirst  of  April  and  found  staked  out  by  the  viewers. 
Held:  That  said  description  was  sufficiently  certain  in  the  appropriation  proceedings. 
Cleveland  <V  Toledo  II.  11.  Co.  v.  Prentice  et  al.\  1:5  O.  S.  R.  :37:;. 

Enforcement  of  Stock  Subscriptions  : 

Section  six  of  the  act  for  the  creation  and  regulation  of  incorporated  companies  (S.  &. 
C.  276;  Swan's  R.  S.  201),  does  not  prescribe  the  form  of  making  sub.scriptions,  nor  does 
the  want  of  a  stipulation  for  the  payment  of  live  dollars  on  each  share  of  stock,  ren- 
der the  subscrii)tion  invalid.     Chamberlain  v.  Fainesville  &  Jf.  J!,  li  Co.,  15  O.  S-  R.  225. 

Conditional  subscriptions,  on  the  performance  of  the  conditions,  become  absolute. 
(Chamberlain  v.  VaincvviUe  4'  Hudson  U.  11.  Co.,  I.'  O.  S.  R.  225,  approved.)  Ashtabula  <r 
Neio  Lisbon  II.  11.  Co.  v.  Smith,  15  O.  S.  R.  328.  Where  the  condition  was  that  the  road 
should  "pass  through"  a  given  locality,  the  permanent  location  of  the  road,  without 
its  construction,  on  the  route  designated,  is  a  compliance  with  the  condition.  lb.  328. 
Where  a  conditional  subscription  was  delivered  to  the  company,  before  the  election  of 
directors,  and,  after  such  election,  the  condition  was  performed,  the  snVtscriptiun  took 
effect  at  the  time  of  performance.  The  first  installment  then  became  payable,  and  the 
subscriber  liable  to  assessment  for  the  residue,  lb.  328.  A  subscription,  unexceptiona- 
ble in  other  respects,  will  not  be  reiulered  invalid  by  reason  of  not  having  been  made 
in  a  book  opened  by  the  company  for  the  purpose,     lb.  328. 

Where  a  subscription  was  made  for  a  given  number  of  shares  of  stock  in  a  railroad 
company.payable  at  such  times,  and  in  such  installments,  as  the  directors  may  prescribe, 
provided  the  road  is  "  permanently  located  "  on  a  given  route,  and  thai  a  ''  freight  house 
and  depot  be  built"  at  a  point  named — Held:  1.  That  on  the  permanent  location  of 
the  road,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  proposed,  the  subscription  became  absolute.  2. 
That  the  provision  in  relation  to  the  erection  of  the  buildings,  was  a  stipulation  merely, 
and  its  performance  was  not  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  to  collect  the  amount  of 
the  8ub.scription.  3.  The  giving  by  a  subscriber,  of  his  note  for  the  balance  of  his  sub- 
scription, and  taking,  therefor,  from  the  company,  a  receipt,  stipulating  that,  when  paid, 
the  amount  of  the  note  should  be  applied  on  his  stock,  was  prima  facie,  a  waiver  of  con- 
ditions iirecedent.     Chamberlain  v.  I'ainesriUe  <f-  Hudson  li.  li.  Co.,  15  O.  S.  R.  225 

In  an  action  upon  a  railroad  subscription  contract,  conditioned  to  be  paid  in  install- 
ments, as  might  from  time  to  time  be  called  for  by  the  directors,  provided  the  same 
should  be  expended  upon  a  certain  line  of  road  to  be  thereafter  located  by  the  company 

Held:     1.   That  the  petition,  showing  neither  the  road  constructed  along  the  line 

designated,  nor  an  offer,  nor  readiness  to  expend  the  money  subscribed,  according  to 
the  condition,  is  defective.  2.  That  upon  a  demurrer,  by  the  plaintiff,  to  an  answer  to 
such  petition,  such  defects  in  the  petition  require  the  demurrer  to  be  overruled.  IVoft 
v.  Sarchett  et  ah,  10  O.  S.  R.  241. 

The  plaintiff"  claimed  to  recover  upon  a  contract  for  a  subscription  of  stock  with  the 
Belpre  &,  Cincinnati  Railroad  Company,  the  benefit  of  which  contract  was  claimed  to 
have  become  vested  in  the  plaintiff  by  operation  of  law,  as  the  same  company.  The 
identity  was  denied  in  two  particulars — 1.  A  change  of  one  of  the  termini  of  the  road. 
2.  An  extension  of  the  corporate  powers,  enabling  the  company  to  engage  in  the  bu.si- 
ness  of  transporting  passengers  and  freight  on  the  Muskingum  and  Ohio  rivers,  and,  for 
that  purpose,  purchasing  steamboats  and  other  water-craft — Held  :  That  such  changes 
would  so  affect  the  character  of  the  stock,  that  the  defendant  would  not  be  compelled 
to  complete  his  contract ;  and  that  upon  a  fair  construction  of  the  statutes,  such  changes 
appear  to  have  been  made.     The  Marietta  <f  Cincinnati  It.  R.  Co.  v.  Elliott,  10.  O.  S.  R.  57. 

RigMs  and  liahilities  of  railroad  companies;  Injury  through  negligence  of 
fellow  servant ;  Injur}/  to  animals ;  Defective  bridge  : 

The  operators  of  a  railroad  train  have  an  unqualified  right  to  carry  a  head-light  upon 
the  train  at  night,  when  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  lives  and  property  embarked 
upon  the  train.  It  is  error  to  instruct  a  jury  that  such  right  depends  upon  its  exercise 
not  endangering  cattle  that  stray  upon  the  track.  The  Bellefontaine  <f-  Indiana  R.  R.  Co. 
V.  Schruyhart,  10  O.  S.  R.  116. 

Where  a  person  purchases  a  ticket,  and  takes  his  passage  upon  a  railroad  train,  and 
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after  the  train  starts  upon  the  road  he  gives  up  his  ticket  to  the  couductor,  he  can  not 
at  an  intermediate  station,  by  virtue  of  his  subsisting  contract,  leave  such  train  while 
in  the  reasonable  performance  of  the  contract,  and  claim  a  seat  upon  auotlicr  train. 
The  Cleveland,  Coluinhus  <)'•  Cincinnatilll.  E.  Co.  v.  Bartram,  11  O.  S.  R.457.  A  railroad 
company  has  the  right  to  prescribe  reasonable  conditions  for  the  admittance  of  way 
passengers  upon  its  freight  trains;  and  payment  of  fare  to  its  office  agents,  or  procur- 
ing a  ticket  prior  to  taking  passage  on  such  trains,  is  not  an  unreasonable  condition. 
lb.  457.  An  oU'er  to  pay  the  fare  to  an  employe  on  the  train  unauthorized  to  receive 
the  same,  is  not  an  otter  to  the  company,  and  in  such  case  does  not  entitle  the  ])ersou  to 
a  place  on  the  freight  train  as  a  passenger.    Ih.  Aiu. 

A  railway  com))auy  is  not  liable  in  damages  to  a  brakemau  ou  one  of  its  trains,  for 
injuries  sustained  by  him  in  a  collision  of  his  train  with  another  train  of  the  same  com- 
pany, where  the  collision  occurred  by  means  of  the  negligence  of  the  conductor,  or  en- 
gineer, or  both,  of  such  other  train  ;  unless  it  appears  that  the  company  was  guilty  of 
a  want  of  ordinary  care  in  the  selection  and  employment  of  an  incompetent  couductor 
or  engineer  through  whose  negligence  the  collision  occurrcl.  The  I'iitshur(/li,  Fort 
Wayne  4-  Chicago  li.  IV.  Co.  v  iJevinney,  17  0.  S.  R.  197. 

In  an  action  to  recover  of  a  railroad  company  for  injuries  received  by  a  brakeman 
while  in  the  service  of  the  company,  by  reason  of  the  breaking  of  the  chain,  and  giving 
way  of  the  brake  while  working  it,  owing  to  a  defect  therein,  whereby  he  was  thrown 
from  the  train  and  injured — Held  :  1.  That  it  was  the  duty  of  the  company  to  use  all 
reasonable  and  ordinary  care  in  providing  safe,  and  well  equipped  brakes,  for  the  brake- 
men,  and  that  if  the  company,  in  neglect  of  such  duty,  has  i)rocured  a  defective  and 
improper  brake,  and  placed  the  brakeman  to  work  the  same,  without  an  opportunity 
to  know  such  defect,  and  he  was  thereby  injured,  a  right  of  action  Avould  thereupon 
arise  against  the  company.  2.  That  if  the  existence  of  such  defect  at  the  time  of  the 
accident,  was  owing  to  the  neglect  of  other  operatives  of  the  road,  supposed  to  be  com- 
petent, whose  duty  it  was  to  have  inspected  said  brake,  but  who  neglected  so  to  do, 
and  negligently  suffered  the  same  to  continue  in  use,  when  not  road-worthy,  unknown 
to  the  company,  it  is  not  liable  therefor,  in  as  much  as  such  delinquent  inspector  is  to 
be  regarded  a  fellow-servant  of  the  brakeman,  in  a  common  service.  1\.  li.  Cos.  v.  Weib, 
12  O.  S.  R.  475. 

The  plaintiif,  an  employe  of  the  defendant,  was  employed  by  the  mouth,  to  render 
service  generally  on  the  road,  in  the  capacity  of  baggage  master,  conductor  of  passen- 
ger trains,  and  gravel  trains,  at  such  times  and  places  along  the  road  as  directed;  and 
being  ordered  to  go  to  F.  and  take  charge  of  a  gravel  train  the  next  day  at  that  place, 
took  passage  ou  the  train  for  F.,  but  passed  by  F.  to  T.,  and  ou  the  morning  of  the  next 
day  returned,  by  the  same  train  toward  F.,  to  take  charge  of  the  gravel  train  as  directed. 
Before  arriving  at  F.,  by  the  carelessness  of  the  servants  operating  the  passenger  train, 
he  Avas  thrown  from  the  car  and  injured,  and  brought  his  action  against  the  company 
for  damages— jffeZrf  :  1.  That  the  plaintift",  although  having  no  duties  to  perform  on  the 
passenger  train,  was  to  be  regarded  as  an  employe  of  the  defendant.  2.  That  his  duty 
being,  like  that  of  the  servants  operating  the  train,  to  promote  the  active  business  of 
the  railroad  company  upon  the  road,  the  plaintiff  is  to  bo  regarded  as  engaged  with 
them  in  the  same  common  duty.  3.  That  his  relation  as  fellow  servant  to  the  employes 
operating  the  train,  entitled  the  plaiutitt'  only  to  the  exercise  on  their  part  of  ord'manj 
care  ;  ai'd  not  that  extraordinari/  care  due  to  a  common  passenger.  Manville  v.  Cleveland 
.f-  Toledo  n.  R.  Co  ,  11  O.  S.  R.  417. 

In  an  action  to  recover  damages  against  a  railroad  company  for  the  killing  of  plain- 
tiffs horses  !iy  means  of  the  negligence  of  the  servants  of  the  company,  in  the  running 
and  manageiiH'ut  of  a  locomotive  and  train,  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  locomotive 
at  the  time  of  such  killing,  who  saw  the  horses  when  they  came  upon  the  track,  who  is 
shown  to  be  acquainted  with  the  business  of  running  railroad  locomotives,  and  trains, 
and  had  been  engaged  in  such  business  for  five  years,  is  competent  to  testify,  as  an 
expert,  upon  questions  in  respect  to  the  management  of  locomotives,  and  trains,  and 
to  give  ou  opinion  whether,  in  view  of  the  distance  between  the  engine  and  the  horses 
when  latter  came  upon  the  track,  it  was  possible  to  avoid  the  injury  complained  of. 
Bellefontaine  <j-  Indiana  B.  B.  Co.  v.  Bailey,  11  O.  S.  R.  333.  On  the  trial  of  such  action, 
where  the  issue  is  upou  the  negligence  charged,  it  is  error  for  the  court  to  refuse  to 
charge  the  jury,  that  though  the  servants  of  the  defendaut  may  have  been  guilty  of 
negligence,  yet  the  plaintifi'  must  still  fail,  if  they  believe  from  the  evidence,  that  dirt) 
care,  if  it  had  been  used,  would  uot  have  prevented  the  injury.    lb.  333. 

The  use  on  land,  the  property  of  a  railroad  company,  of  engines  and  cars  running  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed,  though  dangerous,  is  a  reasonable  use  of  land,  because  it  is  for  a 
proper  object,  and  a  highly  beneficial  purpose,  aud  the  danger  may  be  avoided  by  proper 
care.  If  the  owners  of  cattle  permit  them  to  run  at  large  in  the  vicinity  of  an  unin- 
closcd  railroad  track,  and  do  not  choose  to  avoid  danger  to  their  cattle  by  keeping  them 
within  their  own  enclosures,  they  can  ask  no  more  than  that  the  agents  of  the  railroad 
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company,  in  tbo  legitimate  coudnctof  its  biisitie.ss,  rimu\n<];  its  trains  with  a  speed  regn- 
lated  by  tbo  grade  of  its  road,  t!ie  capacity  of  its  locomotive  power,  and  the  safety  of 
persons  and  property  carried,  shall,  with  dne  regard  to  the  safety  of  persons  and  property 
in  their  charge,  being  the  paramount  consideration,  exercise,  what,  "in  that  peculiar 
business,  would  be  ordinary  and  reasonalile  care  to  avoid  unnecessary  injury  to  animals 
casually  coming  upon  their  unincloscd  road."  A  railroad  company  in  determining  the 
rate  of  speed  at  which  its  train  shall  run,  such  rate  being  otherwise  reasonable  and 
proper,  in  view  of  the  oliject  to  be  accomplished,  is  not  bound  to  consider  the  increased 
risk  to  cattle  running  at  large  in  the  vicinity  of  its  track,  and  lesson  the  speed  on  that 
account.  ('.  O.  H-  A'.  Co.  v.  Lawrence,  13  O.  8.  R.  (Ui.  When  there  isnothing  in  the  run- 
nin<^  of  a  train,  or  in  its  rate  of  speed,  at  a  particular  time  and  place,  inconsistent  with 
the'general  and  legitimate  conduct  of  the  business  of  a  railroad  company,  the  occasion 
and  necessity  therefor  do  not  properly  concern  the  owner  of  cattle  running  at  large,  and 
he  cannot  proi)erly  inquire,  whether  the  rate  of  speed  was  greater  than  usual  for  a  par- 
ticular train  at  a  particular  place,  and  what  was  the  object  of  such  increased  rate  of 
speed.  The  inriuiVy  should  be,  "  whether,  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the 
defendants  exercised  reasonable  and  proper  care  in  runn'ng  their  engine  to  avoid  injury 
to  the  cattle  of  the  plaintiff."  And  the  facts  aiul  circnmstances  which  may  be  relied 
upon  to  show  a  want  nS  proper  care  are  for  the  exclusive  consideration  of  the  jury. 
Kei-iihacker  v.  C,  C.  <)•  C.  li.  It.  Co.,  3  O.  S.  R.  172;  C,  JL  .f- 1).  JL  II.  Co.  v.  IVatcrson,  4  O. 
S.  R.  424  ;  C,  C.  <f-  C.  It.  Jt.  Co.  v.  Elliot,  4  O.  S.  R.  471,  cited  and  approved.     Ih-  67. 

T.,  by  deed  duly  recorded,  conveyed  to  a  railroad  company  the  right  of  way  thirty- 
nine  feet  on  the  cast  and  twenty  seven  feet  on  the  west  of  the  center  of  its  track,  as  then 
located  and  constructed,  and  covenanted  for  himself,  his  heirs,  and  assigns,  to  erect  and 
maintain  a  fence  on  each  side  of  the  right  of  way,  and  reserved  the  right  to  pass  and 
repass  over  the  same  in  such  way  and  at  such  time  as  would  not  interfere  with  the  rnn- 
nino-  of  the  railroail  trains.  T.  srbsequently  conveyed  the  land  through  which  the 
right  of  way  was  thus  granted,  by  deed  in  fee,  without  exception  or  reservation,  to  H. 
And  E.,  a  tenant  holding  under  H.,  brought  an  action  against  the  company,  for  killing 
his  horse,  being  on  the  track  where  it  passed  through  the  land,  and  no  fence  having  been 
erected,  by  the  negligent  running  of  a  locomotive — Held:  That  the  assignee  of  T.  was 
so  far  atlected  by  the  covenant  in  the  grant,  that  he  could  derive  no  advantage  from  its 
breach,  and  that  he  could  not  claim  from  the  railroad  company  a  higher  degree  of  care 
to  avoid  injury  to  a  horse,  being  on  the  track  through  the  land,  than  if  the  covenant  had 
been  kept.     Eaxter  v.  Litile  Miami  J!.  JL  Co.,  14  O.  S.  R.  48. 

The  defendant  by  a  verbal  arrangement  made  with  the  D.,  X.  &  15.  railroad  company, 
•'avotothe  latter  company  the  right  to  construct  a  track  on  the  side  of  defendant's 
road-bed  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the  road  of  the  said  D.,  X.  <fc  15.  company  wiHi 
defendant's  road.  Said  connecting  track  passed  over  a  bridge  jjreviou.sly  constructed 
by  defendant  for  its  track,  and  which  foot  passengers  had  been  permitted  to  use  for  the 
purpose  of  transit.  The  plaintitV,  in  passing  on  foot  over  said  bridge  at  night,  fell 
through  the  same,  between  the  rails  of  the  connecting  track,  by  reason  of  its  imperfect 
coverfiig,  and  was  injured— 7/<7f? :  That  if  the  nuisance  complained  of  was  created  solely 
by  the  f).,  X.  &  B.  company  in  the  construction  of  said  connecting  track,  and  said  com- 
pany had  the  sole  ownership,  possession,  and  use  of  said  track,  the  contract  between  the 
two  companies  giving  the  defendant  no  power  of  control  in  the  construction  or  use 
thereof— the  defendant  cannot  be  held  liable  for  the  plaintiff's  injury,  although  the  de- 
fendant may  have  had  a  reversionary  interest  in  the  premises,  suhject  to  the  easement 
of  the  D.,  X.  <fc  B.  company      Gwathne;i  v.  Little  Miami  It.  Jt.  Co.,  12  O.  S.  R.  92. 

Corporate  Franchises  and  Powers. 

As  to  the  i)ower  of  a  railroad  company  to  alienate  its  franchises,  or  to  mortgage  its 
franchises  and  its  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  whether  held  at  the  time  of  the 
mortgage  or  subsequently  actpiired ;  as  to  its  power  to  borrow  money,  issue  and  sell 
bonds,  or  exchange  them  for  iron,  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  intere.st;  and  as  to 
proceedings  for  the  sale  of  such  mortgaged  property,  the  liability  of  such  property  for 
debts,  and  the  relative  rights  and  remedies  of  mortgagees  and  judgment  creditors,  see 
Coe  V.  The  C,  F.  <f-  I.  Jt.

TO  CREATE  AND  REGULATE  MAGNETIC  TELEGRAPH  COM- 
PANIES, (s.  &  c.  VOL.  1,  P.  298.*) 

Sec.  44.  That  whenever  any  number  of  persons,  as  re- 
quired by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  [the  "act  to  create  and 
regulate  incorporated  companies  in  the  state  of  Ohio,"  passed 
May  1,  1852]  associating  to  form  a  company  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  any  line  or  lines  of  magnetic  telegraph,  they 
shall,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  make  a  certificate,  which 
they  shall  specify  as  follows:  First,  the  name  assumed  by 
such  company,  and  by  which  it  shall  be  known ;  second,  the 
termini  of  said  line  or  lines,  and  the  counties  through  which 
the  same  shall  pass;  third  the  amount  of  capital  stock  neces- 
sary to  construct  said  line  or  lines  of  telegraph,  and  the 
amount  of  each  share;  such  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged, 
certified,  and  forwarded  to  the  secretary  of  state,  recorded  and 
copied  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  ther  second  section 
of  this  act  for  the  incorporation  of  railroad  companies;  and 
when  so  incorporated,  are  hereby  authorized  to  construct  a 
line  or  lines  of  magnetic  telegraph,  as  may  be  named  in  their 
certificate  of  incorporation,  and  by  the  name  and  style  pro- 
vided in  said  certificate  shall  be  deemed  a  body  corporate,  with 
succession,  and  they  and  their  associates  to  have  the  same 
general  powers  as  is  provided  in  the  third  section  of  this  act, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  hereafter  provided. 

Sec.  45.  The  persons  named  in  the  certificate  may  at  any 
time  open  the  books  for  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  any 
telegraph  company  now  organized,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
organized,  nnaer  the  laws  of  any  state  in  this  union,  shall 
have  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  lines  of  tele- 
graph through  and  over  any  portion  of  the  public  domain  of 
the  United  States,  over  and  along  any  of  the  military  or  post 
roads  of  the  United  States,  which  have  been,  or  may  hereafter 
be,  declared  such  by  act  of  congress,  and  over,  under  or 
across  the  navigable  streams  or  waters  of  the  United  States  : 
Provided,  that  such  lines  of  telegraph  shall  be  so  constructed 
and  maintained  as  not  to  obstruct  the  navigation  of  such 
streams  and  waters,  or  interfere  with  the  ordinary  travel  on 
such  military  or  post  roads.  And  any  of  said  companies  shall 
have  the  right  to  take  and  use  from  such  public  lands  the 
necessary  stone,  timber  and  other  materials  for  its  posts,  piers, 
stations  and  other  needful  uses  in  the  construction,  mainte- 
nance and  operation  of  said  lines  of  telegraph  ;  and  may  pre- 
empt and  use  such  j)ortion  of  the  unocupied  public  lands  sub- 
ject to  pre-emption,  through  which  its  said  lines  of  telegraph 
may  be  located,  as  may  be  necessary  for  its  stations,  not  ex- 
ceeding forty  acres  for  each  station,  but  such  stations  shall 
not  be  within  fifteen  miles  of  each  other. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  telegraphic  com- 
munications between  the  several  departments  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  and  their  officers  and  agents,  shall, 
in  their  transmission  over  the  lines  of  any  of  said  companies, 
have  priority  over  all  other  business,  and  shall  be  sent  at 
rates  to  be  annually  fixed  by  the  postmaster  general. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges hereby  granted  shall  not  be  transferred  by  any  com- 
pany acting  under  this  act  to  any  other  corporation,  associa- 
tion or  person :  Provided,  however,  that  the  United  States 
may,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the 
date  of  the  i)assage  of  this  act,  for  postal,  military  or  other 
purposes,  purchase  all  the  telegraph  lines,  property  and  effects 
of  any  or  all  of  said  companies,  at  an  appraised  value,  to  be 
ascertained  by  five  competent,  disinterested  persons,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  selected  by  the  postmaster  general  of  the 
United  States,  two  by  the  company  interested  and  one  by  the 
four  so  previously  selected.
